The  Decision  in  the  Bilo  Beans  case  hoard  in  the  Scotch 
High  Court  has  been  issued  by  Lord  Ardwall,  and  is  given 
in  full  in  this  issue,  p.  434. 

The  Action  was  by  the  proprietors  of  Charles  Forde's  Bilo 
Beans  to  restrain  a  local  chemist  from  selling  as  Bile  Beans  a 
pill  not  made  by  them.  Lord  Ardwall  considers  that  they  are 
not  entitled  to  "tho  remedy  of  the  Court  because  they  did  not 
go  into  it  with  clean  hands,  their  business,  he  said,  having 
been  built  up  on  doliberato  fraud. 

His  Lordship  further  hold  that  tho  words  "  Bile  Beans  " 
are  descriptive,  and  the  plaintiffs  had  not  proved  that  they 
aro  ontitlcd  to  their  exclusive  use,  or  to  prevent  others  using 
them. 

In  an  Editorial  Note  wo  refer  to  the  effect  that  this  may 
havo  upon  tho  sensational  advertising  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines, which  has  recently  been  too  common,  and  wo  point  out 
that  the  decision  of  the  Scotch  Court  is  not  operative  in  other 
parts  of  tho  United  Kingdom  (p.  443). 

The  Bile  Pean  Manufacturing  Co.  inform  us  that  they  have 
lodged  an  appeal  against  Lord  Ardwall's  decision  (p.  443). 

The  latest  store-prices  are  mentioned  on  p.  427.

The  now  treaty  between  Russia  and  Persia  gives  timely 
appropriateness  to  an  article  on  Pharmacy  in  Persia,  in 
which  many  business  hints  are  given  (p.  449). 

Our  Special  Correspondent,  who  is  attending  the  British 
Association  meeting  in  South  Africa,  sends  us  another  in- 
teresting and  chatty  letter,  which  is  printed  on  p.  457. 

The  death  of  Licut.-Colonel  Benjamin  Phillips,  F.C.S., 
founder  of  tho  well-known  Bombay  drug-house,  occurred  on 
August  16  (p.  437).  Mr.  Frederick  Bonnett,  of  Swansea,  also 
died  suddenly  last  week  (p.  436). 

Mr.  Thomas  Christy,  F.L.S.,  of  London,  died  on  Thursday. 
He  was  in  many  respects  a  remarkable  man.  being  a  keen 
botanist,  and  he  had  done  much  for  modern  materia  medica. 
Some  particulars  of  his  life  are  given  on  p.  444. 

The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  has  approved  the  new 
edition  of  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  as  a  well-known  book 
of  reference  for  the  purposes  of  the  "  known,  admitted,  and 
approved  remedies"  exemption.

The  improved  business  feeling  in  drugs  and  chemicals  is 
well  maintained.  Ipecac  has  had  a  '"boom."  Sumatra  ben- 
zoin, Japanese  camphor.  Japan  wax.  sulphur,  and  arsenic  are 
dearer.  Manna  is  firmer.  Potashes  easier.  Lycopodium, 
hops,  quinine,  and  shellac  "  futures  "  are  all  lower  (p.  453). 

Spontaneous  Generation,  as  worked  out  by  Mr.  Butler 
Burke,  of  Cambridge,  is  the  subject  of  several  notes  in  this 
issue.  "  Xrayser  "  is  sympathetic,  but  finally  sceptical  on 
p.  439;  while  Sir  William  Ramsay,  on  p.  444.  so  describes  the 
properties  of  radium  emanation  as  to  lead  to  the  supposition 
that  radioles  are  a  coagulate  similar  to  what  occurs  when  the 
emanation  acts  on  albumen. 

Continuing  our  remarks  on  future  pharmacy  legislation, 
we  deal  in  this  issue  with  the  origin  of  the  Poisons  Schedule, 
giving  the  different  lists  which  were  considered  by  Parliament 
since  1859.  as  a  result  of  which,  it  will  be  seen,  that  the 
express  object  of  the  legislature  was  to  permit  certain  poisons 
to  be  sold  under  less  stringent  conditions  than  the  others 
scheduled.  This  object  has  to  some  extent  been  defeated  by 
judicial  interpretations,  and  we  argue  that  legislation  is 
necessarv  to  restore  the  status  quo  (p.  440).

Stereochemistry. 

By  W.  W.  Taylor,  M.A.,  D.Sc. 
Geometrical  or  Position  Isomerism. 

WHEN  putting  together  the  model  of  tartaric  acid 
(fig.  5),  one  cannot  avoid  the  question  of  the  position 
which  the  one  tetrahedron  takes  up  with  respect  to  the  other. 
On  the  assumption  that  two  singly  linked  carbon  atoms  are 
capable  of  free  rotation,  the  one  will  take  up  one  definite 
position  which  will  depend  on  the  nature  of  the  groups 
attached  to  the  carbon  atoms.  Otherwise  there  would  be 
a  large  number  of  isomers. 

But  when  two  carbon  atoms  are  doubly  linked,  represented 
by  models  as  two  tetrahedra  united  at  two  apices  of  each — 
i.e.,  edge  to  edge — no  rotation  is  possible,  and  when  each 
carbon  atom  is  united  to  two  different  groups  Cab  =  Ccd  or 
Cab  =  Cab,  there  are  two  space  arrangements  as  indicated  in 
figs.  8  and  9.

This  kind  of  stereoisomerism  is  not  accompanied  by  optical 
activity,  and  differs  from  the  other  in  many  important 
respects.  The  groups  are  not  the  same  distance  apart  in  the 
two  isomers,  as  in  the  two  arrangements  of  an  asymmetric 
complex,  and,  accordingly,  the  isomers  differ  widely  in 
physical  and  chemical  properties  and  can  be  separated  by 
ordinary  chemical  means.  Further,  the  isomers  are  not 
equally  stable,  and  the  one  can  usually  be  converted  directly 
into  the  other — e.g.,  by  heat — but  the  operation  cannot  be 
directly  reversed.  The  best-known  examples  of  this  iso- 
merism are  the  two  unsaturated  dicarboxylic  acids, 
CH.COOH  =  CH.COOH,  maleic  and  fumaric  acid,  but  many 
others  are  known — e.g.,  halogen  derivatives  of  the  ethylene 
hydrocarbons— CH.  CI  =  CH.  CH3,  CBr.  CH3  =  CBr.  CH3 ; 
monobasic  acids — crotonic  acid  and  isocrotonic  acid, 
CH3.CH  =  CH.COOH,  oleic  acid  and  elai'dic  acid,  cinnamic 
acid  and  isocinnamic  acid ;  dibasic  acids — mesaconic  acid 
and  citraconic  acid,  homologues  of  fumaric  acid  and  maleic 
acid,  CH.COOH  =  CCH3.COOH. 

There  are  several  ways  of  determining  which  of  the  two 
configurations  figs.  8  and  9  represents  one  of  the  pair  of 
stereoisomers.    In  the  case  of  maleic  acid  and  fumaric  acid

Maleic  acid.  Fumaric  acid, 

maleic  acid  readily  loses  H.,0  to  form  the  anhydride,  while 
fumaric  acid  does  not  do  so ;  the  form  which  has  the  two 
COOH  groups  on  the  same  side  is  obviously  the  one  which 
should  form  an  anhydride.  Similarly,  citraconic  acid  is 
Bo.ethyl-maleic  acid,  mesaconic  acid  is  methyl- fumaric  acid. 


The  readiness  of  formation  of  lactones  by  unsaturated 
hydroxy  acids  also  determines  their  configuration. 

Another  method  consists  in  converting  an  acetylene  com- 
pound into  an  ethylene  compound.  The  triple  linking  of 
acetylene  derivatives  is  represented  by  two  tetrahedra  united 
at  three  apices  of  each — i.e.,  face  to  face — an  arrangement 
which  it  should  be  noted  admits  of  no  stereoisomerism. 
When  two  atoms  or  groups  are  added  on,  forming  an  ethylene 
compound,  the  triple  (face)  linking  becomes  a  double  (edge) 
linking,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  new  groups  will,  for  the 
most  part,  occupy  two  apices  which  were  previously  in 
contact,  and  will  therefore  be  on  the  same  side  in  the  position 
B  b,  fig.  8.  Thus  crotonylene,  CH3.C=C.CH3,  on  addition 
of  bromine  and  of  hydrobromic  acid,  gives  mainly

The  reverse  of  this  process  is  also  used  to  determine  the 
configuration. 

Finally,  the  configurations  of  maleic  and  fumaric  acids  are 
confirmed  by  their  relation  to  tartaric  acid.  On  oxidation 
maleic  acid  gives  mesotartaric  acid,  whose  configuration  is 
known  with  certainty,  whereas  fumaric  yields  racemic  acid. 
It  is  plain  that  only  the  compound  with  the  configuration 
assigned  to  maleic  acid  could  give  mesotartaric  acid —

whilst  the  other  cannot  give  it,  but  a  mixture  of  d  and  I 
tartaric  acid.

Brevities. 

Up  to  September  2  about  35/.  had  been  received  by  the 
Clerk  to  the  Willesden  Bench  for  the  fund  for  Stanley 
Devereux,  the  child  of  the  man  who  was  hanged  for  the 
trunk  murders. 

At  the  inquest  cti  a  woman,  held  at  Poole,  on  Septem- 
ber 5,  it  was  stated  that  death  was  due  to  acute  inflammation 
of  the  stomach.  For  the  past  month  she  drank  three  pints 
of  vinegar  weekly,  mixed  with  methylated  spirit. 

When  a  policeman  caught  Elsie  Hawthorn  (21)  walking 
down  the  steps  leading  to  the  Thames,  near  Cleopatra's 
Needle,  she  confessed  that  she  intended  to  jump  into  the 
water.  She  had  tried,  she  said,  to  get  poison  at  all  the 
chemists'  shops,  but  failed. 

Boots  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,  who  have  recently  opened  a 
branch  shop  at  the  corner  of  St.  Nicholas  Street  and  New- 
borough.  Scarborough,  have  (says  the  "  York  Herald") 
conferred  a  great  boon  on  the  public  by  erecting  a  magnifi- 
cent clock  at  the  corner  of  their  building. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  the  Southwark  Coroner's  Court  on 
September  5,  with  reference  to  the  death  of  George  Alex- 
ander Mott  (65),  a  traveller  for  Messrs.  Mauser  &  Co., 
chemical  agents  and  brokers,  of  Great  Tower  Street,  E.C, 
the  medical  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  deceased  was 
choked  while  eating  food  which  was  bad. 

Included  amongst  a  batch  of  Passive  Resisters  proceeded 
against  for  the  non-payment  of  the  educational  portion  of 
the  Poor  Rate  at  Aylesbury  on  September  2,  was  Mr.  John 
Wood,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  said  he  would  not 
willingly  contribute  towards  the  support  of  teaching  he  did 
not  believe  in.    The  usual  order  was  made. 
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At  church  and  chapel  doors  in  England  and  Wales  there 
are  at  present  exhibited  lists  of  persons  liable  to  be  called 
upon  to  serve  as  jurymen.  Pharmaceutical  chemists,  regis- 
tered dentists,  and  medical  practitioners  should  see  that 
their  names  are  not  on  the  list,  and  if  they  are,  they  should 
get  them  removed  forthwith. 

At  the  Dolgelly  Board  of  Guardians  on  September  2,  the 
Chairman  presented  a  report  showing  the  sums  expended  on 
expensive  medicines  in  the  different  unions.  Several 
members  strongly  advocated  that  some  steps  should  be  taken 
to  reduce  the  expenditure,  as  the  sum  paid  by  the  Dolgelly 
Union  for  expensive  medicines  is  much  higher  than  that  paid 
in  any  other  union. 

At  the  Trade  Union  Congress  at  Hanley  a  resolution  was 
brought  forward  on  September  4,  by  Mr.  Enoch  Edwards, 
Labour  candidate  for  Hanley,  urging  that,  as  a  means  of 
checking  the  diseases  which  residt  from  widespread  physical 
deterioration,  free  medical  advice  be  placed  within  reach  of 
all  by  hospitals  and  dispensaries.  Sir  John  Gorst  seconded 
in  an  able  speech,  and  the  resolution  was  carried. 

A  Stroud  tradesman  named  Luscombe  applied  at  Bow 
Street  Police  Court  on  September  5  for  a  summons  against 
the  Commissioner  of  Police  to  show  cause  why  he  should 
not  deliver  up  to  him  the  trunk  belonging  to  the  murderer 
Devereux.  The  Magistrate  told  the  applicant  that  a 
similar  application  had  been  made  to  one  of  his  colleagues  at 
Bow  Street  on  behalf  of  a  lady  who  was  said  to  be  the 
guardian  of  Devereux's  son.  He  was  referred  to  another 
Magistrate. 

The  terms  of  agreement  between  the  Halifax  Town  Coun- 
cil and  Mr.  John  Arthur  Dewhirst,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  Brad- 
ford, their  new  borough  analyst,  are  that  the  engagement 
shall  be  determinable  at  three  months'  notice  at  any  time,  and 
the  remuneration  to  be  as  follows  :  For  each  sample  of  food 
or  drugs  10.?.  6d.,  for  each  ordinary  analysis  of  sample  of 
water  21s.,  for  each  appearance  in  police  court  or  county 
court  per  day  21s.,  the  analyst  to  find  all  the  apparatus 
required  and  the  necessary  reagents.

Mr.  J.  Young,  chemist,  of  Torquay,  advertises  medicines 
delivered  by  "cycle  express."  Last  week,  however,  the 
"express"  came  into  violent  collision  with  a  baker's  cart 
and  was  made  a  complete  wreck,  the  "driver"  having  a 
marvellous  escape. 

On  September  2,  Mrs.  Sloman,  the  wife  of  Mr.  R.  Sloman, 
chemist,  of  Union  Street,  Torquay,  was  knocked  down  by 
a  cyclist  when  turning  to  avoid  a  motor-car.  Mrs.  Sloman 
was  struck  in  the  face  by  the  cyclist's  elbow  and  sustained 
injuries  to  her  mouth  and  leg;  the  cyclist  was  pitched 
into  the  road  and  badly  bruised.  Mrs.  Sloman  is  progress- 
ing favourably. 

Health  Notes. 

According  to  the  annual  report  of  the  public  analyst  of 
Fulham.  the  samples  examined  last  year  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  included  one  sample  each  of  camphor- 
ated oil,  cod-liver  oil.  and  cream  of  tartar.  All  were  genuine. 
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The  chief  sanitary  inspector  of  East  Ham  in  his  annual 
report  says  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  complaints  received 
during  the  year — 763  in  number — related  to  bad  smells 
alleged  to  emanate  from  defective  drainage.  On  examina- 
tion it  was  found  as  a  rule  that  the  offensive  smell  came  from 
sink  waste-pipes,  usually  in  the  scullery.  The  liberal 
flushings  generally  used  with  hot  soda  water,  disinfectants, 
and  the  like,  only  aggravate  the  nuisance.  The  most  suc- 
cessful and  simple  method  is  the  application  of  dilute 
muriatic  acid,  swept  through  the  pipes  with  a  flue-brush 
kept  specially  for  the  purpose. 

In  his  annual  report  to  the  Willesden  Urban  District 
Council,  Dr.  W.  J.  J.  Stewart,  Medical  Superintendent  of 
the  Hospital,  states  that  antitoxin  was  administered  to 
267  out  of  the  298  patients  under  treatment  for  diphtheria. 
No  fewer  than  1.964.000  units  were  given,  or  an  average  of 
slightly  over  7,000  units  per  patient.  Taking  the  average 
cost  of  antitoxin  at  2*.  6d.  per  2,000  units,  the  total  amount 
expended  upon  antitoxin  during  the  year  was  approxi- 
mately 1221.  The  adoption  of  the  antitoxin  treatment  has 
led  to  a  saving  on  an  average  of  about  20  lives  in  every 
100  cases  of  diphtheria,  so  that  possibly  some  53  patients  out 
of  267  were  saved.  Subsequent  to  the  injection  of  antitoxin 
eruptions  of  a  nettle-rash  character  appeared  in  82  cases, 
while  12  cases  developed  joint  pains,  but  in  no  instance  was 
either  of  these  conditions  of  a  serious  nature. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  of  Poplar  have  approved 
of  the  principle  of  manufacturing  electrolysed  salt-water 
(chloride  of  sodium  and  chloride  of  magnesium)  for  disinfect- 
ing-purposes  as  a  substitute  for  the  disinfectants  at  present 
used  by  the  borough  authorities.  In  the  course  of  a  long 
report  upon  the  scheme,  Dr.  F.  W.  Alexander,  the  local 
medical  officer  of  health,  states  that  a  considerable  saving 
will  be  effected.  With  a  Giepel  &  Lange  electrolyser  he 
reckoned  that  the  total  cost  of  440  gals,  of  disinfecting- 
fluid  would  be  lis.  Id.,  as  against  151.  for  a  like  amount  of 
the  fluid  hitherto  used.  If  the  scheme  for  manufacturing 
electrolysed  salt-water  is  adopted  the  distribution  of  the 
carbolised  powder  could  be  done  away  with,  the  new  fluid 
being  used  in  every  instance.  The  great  expense  to  the 
borough  of  supplying  bottles  could  be  obviated,  as  applicants 
could  bring  their  own  bottles,  there  being  no  need  for  a 
special  bottle.  Each  bottle  at  present  costs  nearly  2d.,  and 
even  if  the  Council  did  supply  bottles  for  the  proposed  fluid 
a  much  cheaper  bottle  could  be  supplied.  It  may  be  ad- 
visable to  have  the  disinfectant  coloured  with  some  colouring 
matter  as  the  fluid  is  colourless,  and  if  the  liquid  is  stored 
in  bottles  it  may  be  necessary  to  have  rubber  corks  and  the 
corks  dried.  A  cheap  coloured  bottle  would  possibly  have 
to  be  used  to  prevent  the  decomposition  of  the  fluid  through 
the  action  of  light. 

A  Summary  Dismissal. 
At  the  North  London  Police  Court  on  September  2, 
Messrs.  Marion  James  &  Ker,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Glebe  Road,  Dalston,  were  summoned  by  Samuel  Graham, 
polish-maker,  for  11.  10s.  Zd.  wages  and  commission.  Com- 
plainant told  Mr.  Cluer  (the  Magistrate)  that  he  signed  an 
agreement  early  in  August  to  take  charge  of  the  defendants' 
polish-making  department — making  polishes  from  his  own 
and  defendants'  recipes,  and  superintending  the  packing — 
for  30s.  a  week  and  commission.  A  dispute  arose ;  com- 
plainant's version  of  the  story  being  that  Mr.  Ernest  James 
lost  his  temper,  pushed  the  complainant  roughly,  and  told 
him  to  go.  In  his  evidence  Mr.  Ernest  James  said  they  had 
cause  for  complaint  against  Graham  from  the  very  first,  and 
business  in  the  polish-department  had  fallen  considerably 
while  complainant  was  in  charge.  In  reply  to  the  Magis- 
trate, Mr.  James  admitted  that  he  did  lose  his  temper  and 
push  the  complainant,  but  he  did  not  think  Graham  was 
going  to  leave.  Ultimately  the  complainant  put  in  a  letter 
which  he  had  received  from  the  defendants  in  which  was 
enclosed  a  cheque  for  20s.  and  which  practically  discharged 
him.  In  the  face  of  the  letter  and  the  agreement  also  put  in, 
Mr.  Cluer  said  he  could  do  no  other  than  find  in  favour  of 
the  complainant  for  the  amount  claimed  and  6s.  costs. 

Retail  Sale  of  Mineral  Acids. 
At  an  inquest  held  at  the  City  Coroner's  Court  on  Sep- 
tember 4  by  the  deputy-coroner,  Mr.  F.  Danford  Thomas, 
on  the  body  of  Eliza  Turner  (42),  it  was  shown  that  de- 
ceased had  mistaken  a  bottle  which  contained  spirit  of 


salt  for  a  bottle  of  ginger-beer.  She  died  from  the  effects  of 
drinking  the  poison,  and  a  verdict  of  accidental  death  was 
returned.  A  juror  asked  how  much  longer  the  Home  Office 
was  going  to  remain  idle  while  lives  were  sacrificed  in  this 
way.  It  would  be  quite  easy  to  make  it  compulsory  for 
chemists  or  oil-shop  keepers  to  put  spirit  of  salt  in  a  proper 
poison-bottle  so  that  there  could  be  no  mistake  made.  The 
Coroner  said  he  did  not  think  that  chemists  offend  much  in 
that  connection.  They  charge  more  for  spirit  of  salt  than  oil- 
shop  keepers  principally  because  whenever  the  opportunity 
arises  they  put  it  in  a  poison-bottle,  whereas  anyone  may 
walk  into  an  oilshop  and  get  the  poison  served  to  them  quite 
readily  in  a  cup  or  a  jam-jar.  The  juror  replied  that  he  was 
willing  to  accept  the  statement  that  chemists  do  all  in  their 
power  to  prevent  the  sale  of  this  poison  in  a  manner  that 
would  lead  to  harm,  but,  nevertheless,  it  was  no  use  one 
body  of  people  to  do  the  right  thing  while  others  pull 
directly  the  opposite  way  with  impunity.  It  is  time,  he  said, 
something  was  done  to  put  a  stop  to  it,  and  he  would  welcome 
any  alteration  of  the  law,  as  there  are  too  many  such  cases 
which  seem  to  be  quite  easily  preventible.  Oil-shop  keepers 
are  not  the  persons  who  ought  to  sell  such  a  deadly  poison. 
The  poison-shop  is  the  only  shop  where  such  stuff  ought  to  be 
on  sale.  In  the  event  of  that  being  the  case  he  was  con- 
vinced the  chemist  would  rise  to  the  occasion  and  see  that 
spirit  of  salt  was  sold  just  as  cheap  as  it  was  possible  for  a 
commercial  article  to  be  put  upon  the  market,  and  in  a  bottle 
whereby  the  careless  person  could  not  make  the  mistake  that 
so  frequently  occurs  at  the  present  time.  Eventually  it  was 
decided  to  forward  a  recommendation  to  the  Home  Office 
asking  that  all  spirit  of  salt  sold  should  be  in  poison-bottles. 

Advisory  Committee  on  Commercial  Intelligence. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade  informs  us  that  the 
new  Committee  has  been  appointed  for  a  period  of  three 
years,  the  terms  of  reference  being  as  follows,  but  pending 
the  consideration  by  Parliament  of  the  Bill  for  the  Crea- 
tion of  Secretaries  of  State  for  Trade  and  Local  Govern- 
ment they  can  only  be  considered  as  of  a  provisional 
character  : 

To  advise  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  work  of  their  Com- 
mercial Intelligence  Branch,  and  on  such  matters  relating 
to  foreign  tariffs  and  other  commercial  questions  as  the 
Board  may  refer  to  them. 

•To  improvo  the  means  of  obtaining  and  diffusing  informa- 
tion for  the  benefit  of  British  trade  by  means  of  commercial 
missions  and  correspondents  abroad,  and  otherwise  as  they 
may  think  fit. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  will  be  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade.  Mr.  U.  F.  Wintour  will  act  as 
Secretary. 

The  Chloroform-habit. 

At  the  hearing  of  a  case  at  North  London  Police  Court, 
in  which  William  Albert  Langridge  was  summoned  by  his 
wife,  who  asked  for  a  separation,  it  was  stated  that  the 
defendant  had  been  addicted  to  the  chloroform-habit.  While 
under  the  influence  of  narcotics  he  abused  her.  Defendant 
said  he  had  been  taking  drugs  since  the  marriage,  but 
he  had  now  sworn  before  a  Magistrate  that  he  would 
renounce  the  habit.  The  case  was  adjourned  for  a  month 
for  some  arrangement  to  be  arrived  at. 

An  adjourned  inquest  relative  to  the  death  of  Mary 
Kelleylacher  (65),  who  died  about  a  fortnight  ago  in  Traf- 
ford  Road,  Salford,  was  held  on  September  1.  It  had 
been  ascertained  that  death  was  the  result  of  chloroform- 
poisoning.  A  chloroform-bottle  had  been  discovered  near 
deceased  when  she  was  found  insensible.  Seven  years  ago, 
when  in  Scotland,  chloroform  was  given  to  Mrs.  Young, 
the  deceased's  daughter,  for  toothache.  Mr.  Young  is  a 
chemist.  Dr.  H.  D.  Haworth  said  the  deceased  had  died 
from  chloroform.  The  bottle  found  near  the  deceased  was 
the  one  given  to  Mrs.  Young  seven  years  ago.  James 
Young,  son-in-law  of  the  deceased,  said  he  was  a  chemist. 
He  got  the  bottle  of  chloroform  for  his  wife  for  neuralgia 
and  "toothache.  He  knew  that  a  4-oz.  bottle  of  chloroform 
was  in  the  house,  but  did  not  know  that  the  children  used 
it.  He  did  not  know  that  the  mother  had  attempted  to 
commit  suicide.  He  recognised  now  that  it  was  dangerous 
to  have  chloroform  in  a  house  where  there  are  children  and 
old  people.  A  verdict  of  suicide  by  taking  chloroform  was 
returned.

Zbe  Week's  poteonmos. 

Two  of  the  fifteen  deaths  by  poison  that  have  occurred 
during  the  past  week  were  misadventures.  Dr.  Thomas  H. 
Littlejohn,  Medical  Officer  for  Hampstead,  took  an  over- 
dose of  sulphonal  for  insomnia.  A  Westminster  carpenter, 
named  Moon,  took  hydrochloric  acid  in  mistake  for  brandy. 
— The  suicides  included  three  by  laudanum,  three  by  carbolic 
acid,  two  by  oxalic  acid,  two  by  salt  of  lemon,  and  one  each 
by  chloroform  (referred  to  on  another  page),  sulphuric  acid, 
and  a  poison  unnamed.  The  laudanum-victims  were  Mrs. 
Galbraith,  of  Edinburgh ;  Thomas  Vincent,  of  Grantham  ; 
and  Mrs.  Ada  Emmerson,  of  Leeds.  Carbolic  acid  was 
taken  by  a  young  man  at  Abertillery,  who  had  quarrelled 
with  his  wife;  by  Edith  Allonby  (29),  headmistress  of  St. 
Anne's  National  School.  Lancaster ;  and  by  Albert  Anthony 
Bast,  who  was  found  dead  near  Bournemouth  with  a  car- 
bolic-acid bottle  beside  him.  At  the  inquest  on  Miss 
Allonby  it  was  stated  that  deceased  sent  one  of  her  under- 
teachers  to  a  chemist  for  carbolic  acid,  and  told  her  to  say 
it  was  for  an  object-lesson.  Three  bottles  were  obtained 
from  different  chemists,  all  the  bottles  being  labelled 
"Poison." — Hannah  Maria  Mawbey  (63),  of  Tottenham 
Court  Road,  W.C.,  took  oxalic  acid  while  in  a  state  of 
depression.  The  same  poison  was  taken  by  Joseph  Bond, 
a  Bromley  carman,  who  despaired  of  getting  work. — Sul- 
phuric acid  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Terry,  of  Plaistow,  in 
whose  house  a  number  of  counterfeit  coins  were  discovered. 
The  salt  of  lemon  was  taken  by  Margaret  Robertson,  of 
Glasgow,  and  by  Annie  White,  of  Kensington.  In  his  room 
at  De  Keyser's  Hotel,  Blackfriars  Bridge,  E.C.,  a  young 
Austrian  was  found  dead  from  the  effects  of  poison. 


Sale  of  TJncoloured  Arsenic. — At  the  last  meeting  of 
the  N.S.W.  Pharmacy  Board  it  was  reported  that  a  member. 
Mr.  Sydney  Mears,  had  been  fined  under  three 
sections  of  the  Poisons  Act.  He  had  supplied  some  arsenic 
on  a  written  order  and  had  labelled  the  bottle  with  the 
word  "Poison"  and  the  name  of  his  predecessor,  under 
which  he  was  trading.  At  the  request  of  the  purchaser, 
which  was  quite  in  accordance  with  the  law.  he  had  not 
coloured  the  arsenic.  He  had  preserved  the  written  order, 
but  had  failed  to  make  a  memorandum  in  the  poisons-book 
as  he  should  have  done.  He  was  fined  in  all  8/.  and  21.  costs. 
The  President  of  the  Board  remarked  that  the  Board  did 
not  shield  its  members  in  any  way,  but  the  question  of  the 
use  of  a  predecessor's  name  was  a  serious  one,  as  many  phar- 
macists carried  on  their  businesses  under  such  a  title.  He 
thought  Mr.  Mears  had  been  hardly  dealt  with,  and  had 
communicated  with  the  Crown  law  officers  on  the  technical 
point.  If  Mr.  Mears'  action  was  technically  wrong  the 
information  would  prevent  pharmacists  from  falling  into  a 
similar  error.

Professor  of  Applied  Chemistry  at  the  Conservatoire  des 
Arts  et  des  Metiers,  Paris. 

Obituary. — The  death  is  announced  of  M.  Ernest  Bichat, 
Professor  of  Physics  at  the  Faculty  of  Sciences  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Nancy  for  the  last  thirty  years. 

The  Association  of  Doctors  in  Pharmacy,  like  many 
corporate  bodies,  reunites  its  members  in  an  annual  outing. 
This  year  Versailles  was  chosen;  the  Chateau, -Trianon,  and 
Hameau  were  visited  on  a  pleasant  summer's  day.  Every- 
thing was  capitally  arranged  and  an  enjoyable  day  was  spent. 

Coming  Men — and  Women. — Among  the  pharmacists  who 
have  just  passed  their  "Final"  may  be  noted  one  lady — 
Mile.  Charlet — also  the  name  Mariani  (familiar  to  most 
pharmacists)  and  M.  Oudin,  who  is,  if  I  mistake  not,  the 
President  of  the  Students'  Association  who  so  amiably  re- 
ceived the  British  pharmacists  on  their  recent  visit  to  Paris. 

Cronier,  late  Oumeril. — The  financial  catastrophe 
which  led  to  the  suicide  of  M.  Cronier,  managing  director  of 
the  Say  Sugar  Refinery,  has  given  increased  and  unenviable 
notoriety  to  that  great  firm.  It  is  interesting  to  remark  that 
in  1834  the  style  of  the  Say  business  was  Say  Pere  &  Fils 
&  Dumeril.  This  M.  Dumeril  was  a  near  relative  of  the 
eminent  professor  whose  name  has  since  been  given  to  one  of 
the  streets  close  by  the  Jardin  des  Plantes. 

Pharmacists  and  Drug-sellers. — The  President  of  the 
Dijon  Pharmacists'  Syndicate  recently  called  the  attention 
of  the  General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists  to  the 
manner  in  which  certain  wholesale  drug-houses  illegally 
supply  drugs  to  grocers.  A  French  pharmaceutical  journal 
observes  that  mention  might  also  have  been  made  of  "  those 
pharmaceutical  drug-firms  who  sell  to  religious  com- 
munities, and  even  the  public,  250  grams  of  laudanum,  and 
tincture  of  iodine  by  the  litre." 

Second  to  None. — The  "Revue  Scientifique  "  pleads  for 
a  larger  proportion  of  scientific  books  in  public  libraries  and 
for  more  facilities  of  access  for  professors  and  students. 
"The  periodicals,"  it  suggests,  "should  be  at  the  reader's 
disposal  from  the  date  of  publication  until  they  are  sent  out 
to  be  bound.  Binding  should  be  more  rapidly  done,  as  at 
the  School  of  Pharmacy,  where  it  only  takes  a  week."  The 
number  of  scientific  works  in  the  library  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  of  Paris  is  given  as  15,000. 

Classes  in  Pharmacy  Law. — The  question  of  giving  lec- 
tures at  the  School  of  Pharmacy  on  the  laws  affecting  the 
profession  was  discussed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  General 
Association  of  French  Pharmacists,  on  the  motion  of 
M.  Daraignez.  M.  Massol,  Director  of  the  Montpellier 
Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  fully  approved  the  idea,  but 
remarked  that  at  such  lectures  the  benches  were  apt  to  be 
empty,  and  Professor  Grimbert  said  that  the  lectures  at  the 
Paris  School  were  abolished  for  this  same  reason. 

M.  Eugene  Pouillet,  who  died  recently,  was  known  to 
the  Paris  Bar  by  the  name  of  the  "  homme-brevet "  (patent- 
man).  It  was  thanks  to  the  eloquence  of  the  eminent 
barrister  that  the  idea,  some  thirty  years  ago,  that  a  non- 
pharmacist  could  take  out  a  mark  for  a  pharmaceutical  pro- 
duct (which  he  could  not,  however,  actually  sell  himself) 
was  admitted  by  the  Paris  Courts.  At  present  the  precedent 
is  so  firmly  established  that  it  is  admitted  by  all  Courts, 
though  evidently  contrary  to  the  law  of  Germinal,  and 
creative  of  much  misunderstanding  amongst  the  uninitiated. 

Chloroform  Deaths  are  not  always  easy  to  explain, 
but  Dr.  Bodine,  in  the  "  Medecine  Moderne,"  advances 
some  evidence  to  show  that  they  are  probably  often  due 
to  fright.  The  doctor  has  known  cases  where  the  anxiety 
of  a  coming  operation  so  weighed  on  the  patient  that  the 
administration  of  an  enema  preliminary  to  an  operation 
for  haemorrhoids  caused  death.  Another  case  is  cited 
where  Simpson,  having  broken  the  bottle  of  chloroform 
which  he  was  to  use,  proceeded  to  operate  without  an 
anaesthetic,  and  the  patient  died  at  the  first  touch  of  the 
scalpel. 


Colonial  ano  tforeion  IRews. 


Tooth-erushes  for  Tommy. — The  Swiss  Federal  Council, 
after  due  debate,  has  decided  that  every  soldier  in  the  army 
shall  be  provided  with  a  tooth-brush. 

Commercial  Exposition  in  Mexico. — It  is  proposed  to 
establish  in  the  city  of  Mexico  a  permanent  commercial  ex- 
position for  the  exhibit  and  sale  of  the  manufactures  and 
products  of  the  United  States. 

Medical  Preparations  for  Russia. — It  has  just  been 
reported  by  the  Medical  Office  of  St.  Petersburg  that  last 
December  an  inspection  of  the  stores  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis 
&  Co.  in  St.  Petersburg  was  made  by  members  of  the  medical 
and  customs  departments  because  of  rumours  of  the 
introduction  into  Russia  of  medical  preparations  for  which 
permission  had  not  been  granted.  This  was  found  to  be  the 
case  to  some  extent,  and  the  goods  were  confiscated,  Mr. 
D.  A.  Rufman,  the  representative  of  the  firm,  being  called 
upon  to  pay  91  roubles  30  copeks  of  expenses. 

The  B.  W.  &  Co.  Quarter  Century.— On  July  15,  when 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  were  celebrating  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  firm  at  Dartford,  their 
employes  in  the  Antipodes  were  similarly  engaged,  the  staffs 
of  the  Sydney  offices  and  works  having  had  an  enjoyable 
outing  to  Clontarf ,  on  the  Middle  Harbour.  At  luncheon  the 
toast  of  the  firm  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Wood,  and  the  chair- 
man (Mr.  Cole)  in  reply  referred  to  the  cordial  relationship 
which  exists  between  Mr.  Wellcome  and  his  employes,  which 
he  regarded  as  a  happy  omen  for  the  industrial  future  of  the 
firm.  He  then  gave  the  toast  of  "  The  Employes  at  Home 
and  Abroad,"  to  which  Messrs.  Duncan  and  Wakefield 
replied  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  A.  B.  Hector,  the  Australasian 
branch  manager. 

A  Mysterious  Poisoning.— The  "  Bollettino  Chimico- 
Farmaceutico  "  has  a  serious  list  of  poison  cases  to  report. 
After  recounting  the  deaths  of  two  children  of  sixteen 
months  and  two  years  respectively  from  taking  quinine - 
tablets  unknown  to  their  guardians,  it  proceeds  to  detail 
the  extraordinary  case  of  four  deaths  and  six  serious  illnesses 
through  a  dispensing  mistake.  On  August  3,  at  Cassamas- 
sima,  ten  cream-of-tartar  laxatives  were  made  up  m  the 
Michele  Orifino  pharmacy.  Of  the  ten  persons  who  used 
them  six  were  taken  with  violent  vomiting  and  recovered : 
but  the  other  four  did  not  vomit,  and  all  died  after  much 
suffering  during  the  night.  Rumours  of  a  cholera  epidemic 
were  circulated,  and  the  authorities  were  apprised. 
Inquiry  led  to  the  removal  of  all  the  cream  of  tartar  m 
question  and  the  shutting  up  of  the  pharmacy.  There  are 
three  theories  to  explain  the  deplorable  misadventure 
Corrosive  sublimate  may  have  been  inadvertently  mixed 
with  the  cream  of  tartar,  or  tartar  emetic  may  have  been 
given.  It  is  suggested,  further,  that  it  may  be  the  result  of 
revenge  on  the  part  of  a  third  party  against  the  proprietor 
of  the  pharmacy    The  inquiry  is  proceeding. 

Pharmacy  Regulations  in  Germany. — According  to  an 
official  report  issued  by  the  Prussian  Minister  of  Finance 
there  were  in  1904  3,154  main  pharmacies  in  Germany,  163 
branch  pharmacies,  181  dispensaries  in  infirmaries,  178 
medical  house-pharmacies,  and  117  homoeopathic  house-phar- 
macies. These  figures  are  practically  the  same  as  those  for 
1903,  with  the  exception  that  the  main  pharmacies  show  an 
increase  of  thirty-nine.  So  far  as  the  main  and  branch 
pharmacies  are  concerned  the  figures  work  out  at  one 
pharmacy  for  10,853  inhabitants.  Pharmacy,  it  appears, 
is  much  better  represented  in  Western  Germany  (especially 
Hanover)  than  in  Eastern  Germany.  Dr.  Althoff,  min- 
isterial director,  proposes  several  important  reforms  in 
regard  to  the  methods  under  which  concessions  are  granted. 
New  concessions,  it  is  suggested,  will  only  be  granted  on 
conditions  that  the  recipients  pay  an  annual  portion  of  the 
net  profits  to  the  Government.  It  is  also  proposed  that  the 
new  concessions  shall  be  leased  for  a  term  of  years,  and  in  the 
event  of  death  they  may  be  continued  under  the  lessee's 
survivors.  A  fund  is  to  be  opened  into  which  the  amount 
of  net  profits  due  to  the  Government  will  be  paid,  having  for 
its  object  the  purchase  of  transferable  concessions,  which 
will  then  be  converted  into  non-saleable  concessions.

Cape  Colony. 

"  On  the  Eoad." — Mr.  Boyd,  the  South  African  repre- 
sentative of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  Detroit,  U.S.A., 
was  in  Cape  Town  when  the  mail  left,  having  returned  there 
after  a  tour  of  the  different  colonies.  Mr.  Magness  Elgar, 
of  Messrs.  Martin,  Elgar,  Ltd.,  Cape  Town,  after  spending 
upwards  of  three  months  in  South  Africa,  left  in  the  Saxon 
for  Durban  an  route  for  Ceylon.  This  firm  have  been 
appointed  correspondents  in  South  Africa  of  the  Sanatogen 
Co.,  London. 

A  Test  Case. — Messrs.  J.  A.  Mathew,  Frank  C.  Mathew, 
and  Alfred  H.  Mathew,  trading  as  Heynes.  Mathew  &  Co., 
Cape  Town,  were  before  the  Magistrate  at  Cape  Town  on 
August  15,  charged  with  contravening  Section  6  of  Act  13  of 
1870  and  Act  38  of  1887,  by  selling  a  photographic  film 
without  being  in  possession  of  a  general-dealer's  licence. 
The  police  conducted  t'he  prosecution  on  behalf  of  the 
Treasurer,  and  the  case  is  merely  a  test  one.  Owing  to  the 
absence  of  Mr.  Alf.  H.  Mathew  the  proceedings  were  post- 
poned till  August  21.  The  case  is  being  defended  by 
Messrs.  Van  Zyl  and  Buissine.  Chemists  and  druggists  are 
unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  this  licence  does  not  apply 
to  them,  as  the  chemist's  licence,  which  costs  21.  more,  covers 
their  dealings,  but  the  Treasurer  now  thinks  otherwise. 
Custom  goes  a  long  way,  and  the  trade  has  a  very  good 
chance  of  winning.  The  thanks  of  the  trade  are  due  to 
Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.  for  having  undertaken  to  be 
summoned,  and  for  arranging  the  defence. 

Exporters  in  Sending  Small  Parcels  or  shipments 
abroad  through  express  agencies  or  general  carriers  will  do 
well  to  have  an  understanding  in  writing  as  to  exactly  what 
will  occur  when  the  packages  arrive  at  destination.  A  Cape 
Town  firm  who  use  this  method  of  getting  out  small  ship- 
ments write  us  that  they  experience  a  great  deal  of  trouble 
with  these  agencies,  especially  the  American  ones,  and  have 
decided  to  drop  the  method.  They  say  that  transportation- 
charges  are  prepaid  in.  say,  New  York,  to  destination ;  the 
goods  are  shipped  via  England,  and  on  arrival  the  agents  on 
the  consignee's  side  clear  the  goods  in  accordance  with  their 
ideas  of  the  tariff,  adding  all  sorts  of  fines  to  run  up  their 
bill,  not  forgetting  to  put  on  "  London  Charges."  which  are 
usually  double  the  original  freight.  Of  course,  these  are 
not  justified,  but  the  agents  refuse  to  release  the  goods  until 
these  are  paid,  consequently  the  only  way  to  get  redress  is  to 
apply  to  the  London  agents,  who  in  turn  write  to  America, 
and  so  the  idea  goes  on.  When  a  representative  of  a  Cape 
Town  firm  was  in  this  country  a  few  months  since,  he.  we 
understand,  gave  a  certain  London  agency  twenty-four 
hours  to  pay  up  several  of  these  "  London  Charges,"  and 
they  complied. 

Prescribing  by  Chemists. — The  "Owl."  a  facetious 
Cape  weekly,  referring  to  the  prosecution  of  Mr.  Morris, 
chemist,  George  (see  C.  JL-  D.,  August  12  and  26),  says  : 

A  few  weeks  ago  a  chemist  of  George  sold  a  tonic  to  one 
Klaas  Appels,  to  be  taken  by  his  wife,  who  was  suffering 
from  headache.  The  local  medicoos  who  had  been  consulted 
by  the  dusky  pair  regarded  the  chemist's  action  as  an 
attempt  to  poach  on  their  preserves,  and  they  had  chemist 
Morris  summoned  for  practising  medicine  without  a  dip- 
loma. The  case  was  the  talk  of  the  village  for  davs.  It 
took  the  R.M.  and  C.C.  two  davs  to  hear  the  charge,  "and  he 
committed  the  accused  for  trial,  though  a  case  was  cited  in 
which  Mr.  Justice  Kotze  had  said  in  the  course  of  his  judg- 
ment : 

If  a  person  asks  a  chemist,  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
his  business,  for  some  medicine  to  cure  a  headache  or  a 
pain  in  the  chest  or  stomach,  and  the  chemist  thereupon 


advises  a  certain  medicine,  hands  it  to  such  a  person,  and 
makes  the  ordinary  charge  for  it,  I  think  it  cannot  bo 
justly  said  tlmt  he  had  practised  as  a  medical  practitioner 
and  has  infringed  or  contravened  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  1891." 

The  Attorney-General  has,  however,  declined  to  prosecute, 
and  so  the  gentleman  of  the  mortar  and  pestle  has  beaten 
those  of  the  stethoscope  and  clinical  thermometer.  The 
public  may  therefore  in  future  go  to  chemists  and  ask  for 
mixtures  to  cure  pains  in  the  cranium  or  the  Little  Mary, 
and  the  chemist  may  sell  of  his  stock  without  fear  of  being 
sent  to  the  Breakwater. 

The  "  Owl  "  proceeds  to  discuss  the  country  chemist's  woes, 
especially  objecting  to  "local  medicoes  "  doing  their  own 
dispensing,  because  their  stock  of  drugs  and  appliances  is  as 
meagre  as  their  practice  in  the  art;  further  objection  is 
taken  to  doctors  keeping  open  shop,  and  it  is  pointed  out  that 
One  can  go  into  any  country  store  and  buy  the  most 
deadly  poisons,  vermin-killers,  sheep-dips  (which  are  some- 
times retailed  in  cups  and  bottles),  chlorodyne,  arsenic, 
strychnine.   The  general  dealer,  who  pays  3/.  a  year  for  his 
licence,  goes  on  his  way  rejoicing.   If,  however,  the  chemist 
wishes  to  sell  a  pack  of  cards,  a  pipe,  or  a  box  of  cigarettes, 
he  must  take  out  his  general-dealer's  licence.    The  chemist 
thus  finds  his  domain  invaded  by  the  general  dealer.    It  is 
time  that  the  authorities  prohibited  the  general  dealer  from 
selling  drugs  of  all  kinds,  or  insisted  on  his  paying  the  full 
chemist's  licence. 

These  allegations  should  be  looked  into  by  the  Pharmacy 
Board.  The  chemist's  annual  fee  of  5/.  is  more  than  suffi- 
cient to  cover  any  possible  expense  of  seeing  that  those  who 
pay  it  do  not  meet  unfair  competition  from  those  who  do  not. 

Natal. 

Mr.  George  Elliott,  Greytown,  has  been  admitted  to 
practise  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  the  Colony. 

Shops  Bill. — After  a  slight  discussion  in  the  Legislative 
Council  of  Natal,  the  Early-closing  Bill  passed  the  second 
and  third  readings,  and  will  therefore  become  law  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1906.  We  hope  to  give  more  details  of  the  way  in 
which  the  drug-trade  will  be  affected  when  the  Bill  is  pub- 
lished in  the  Government  Gazette. 

The  Government  Chemist's  Report  is  published  some- 
what late  this  year,  so  the  following  remarks  applv  only  up 
to  December  31,  1904  : 

The  work  in  the  laboratory  has  increased  very  consider- 
ably, and  it  is  now  keenly  feft  that  both  the  permanent  staff 
and  the  building  ought  to  be  greatly  augmented,  in  order 
that  the  work  may  be  properly  attended  to.  In  the  years 
1897  to  1898  the  analyses  amounted  to  about  250  per  annum, 
whereas  the  number  now  exceeds  over  700.  It  is  particularly 
noticeable  that  the  cases  of  suspected  poisoning  have 
quadrupled,  the  usual  number  of  late  years  being  about 
eight  or  nine  per  annum,  instead  of  between  thirty  and 
forty,  as  is  the  case  for  last  year.  Seven  hundred  and  five 
analyses,  representing  fees  to  the  amount  of  1.140/.  17s.,  were 
conducted.  The  tariff  in  force  is  very  much  less  than  that 
in  the  other  South  African  Government  laboratories,  other- 
wise the  fees  would  have  amounted  to  about  2.000/.  Ninety- 
nine  analyses  of  spirits,  beers,  naphthas,  wines,  milk,  meafs, 
lard,  etc.,  were  made  for  the  Customs  and  Excise  Depart- 
ments. For  the  Law  Department  there  were  thirty-four 
examinations  of  cases  of  poisoning  or  of  suspected  blood- 
stains. Numerous  examinations  were  also  made  for  the 
Railway.  Public  Health.  Harbour.  Magistrates,  Controller 
of  Arms,  and  other  Government  Departments. 

Transvaal. 

Mr.  William  Gray.  L.P.S.I..  late  563  Ormeau  Road, 
Belfast,  has  gone  to  reside  at  Turffontien.  Johannesburg, 
having  been  registered  as  a  chemist  in  the  Transvaal. 

The  British  Association  meeting  in  Johannesburg  was 
being  looked  forward  to  eagerly  when  the  mail  left.  The 
members  of  the  Caledonian  Society  in  that  town  had  under- 
taken to  accommodate  all  the  Scotch  members  of  the  visiting 
party,  eighty  in  number. 

Chinese  Labol-r. — A  draft  Ordinance  has  been  drawn  up 
for  submission  to  the  Transvaal  Legislative  Council  this 
Session  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  confer  on  the  superinten- 
dent or  inspector  appointed  under  the  Ordinance  of  1904 
the  powers  of  a  magistrate  in  dealing  with  offences  com- 
mitted against  the  Ordinance  by  the  Chinese  or  other  im- 
ported labourer.  In  order  to  prevent  labourers  obtaining 
possession  or  selling  opium  the  Ordinance  of  1904  has  been 
further  amended  by  the  addition  to  Section  31  of  the 
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Ordinance  of  certain  sub-sections.  It  is  provided  that 
labourers  purchasing  or  being  in  possession  of  gum  opium, 
extract  of  opium,  poppies,  etc.,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine,  on 
conviction,  of  201.,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  of  imprisonment  for 
three  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour.  In  the  same 
way,  persons  selling  or  supplying  labourers  with  opium,  etc., 
except  for  medicinal  purposes,  shall  be  liable  on  conviction 
to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  three 
months.  The  onus  of  proving  that  the  opium  was  supplied 
to  and  required  by  a  labourer  for  medicinal  purposes  rests 
with  the  accused.  Whether  the  superintendents  and  in- 
spectors are  to  have  jurisdiction  over  the  seller  likewise  is 
not  quite  clear. 


TRANSVAAL  PHARMACY  BOARD. 

{Official  Report  Communicated  by  the  Secretary.) 
A  Meeting  of  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  was  held  in  the 
Board's  office,  Von  Brandis  Street,  Johannesburg,  on  Friday, 
August  4,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie. 
There  were  also  present  Dr.  J.  Van  Niekerk,  Messrs.  R. 
Butters  and  W.  T.  Skinn,  Johannesburg ;  Mr.  B.  O.  Jones, 
Boksburg ;  Mr.  J.  R.  Jones,  Pretoria ;  and  the  Secretary, 
W.  A.  J.  Cameron. 

Reports. 

A  report  of  the  work  of  the  Board  during  the  six  months 
ended  on  June  30  was  submitted  and  adopted. 

It  was  reported  that  a  deputation  consisting  of  Dr.  Kay, 
Acting-President  of  tho  Medical  Council,  with  Messrs.  J.  H. 
Dinwoodie  and  J.  R.  Jones,  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  had  in- 
terviewed the  Colonial  Secretary  with  reference  to  the  Draft 
Ordinance  which  had  been  introduced  this  Session  into  tho 
Legislative  Council  to  amend  the  Medical,  Dental,  and  Phar- 
macy Ordinance.  At  this  interview  Dr.  Kay  stated  the  views 
of  the  Medical  Council,  and,  in  tho  interests  of  the  public 
safety,  deprecated  the  permission  it  was  proposed  to  grant  to 
general  dealers  to  sell  "  patent "  and  "  Dutch  "  medicines  con- 
taining poisons.  Tho  members  representing  the  Board  like- 
wise spoke  of  the  dangerous  facility  with  which  poisonous  sub- 
stances might  be  obtained  if  the  amendments  as  proposed  at 
present  were  passed.  It  was  hoped  that  any  modification  of 
the  existing  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  poisons  would  be 
governed  by  the  provision  of  certain  safeguards  as  outlined  by 
the  speakers.  The  Colonial  Secretary  promised  that  the  re- 
presentations of  the  Council  and  Board  would  be  carefully 
considered  by  the  Government. 

Colonial  Certificates. 
The  question  of  admitting  for  registration  certain  applicants 
holding  diplomas  not  hitherto  recognised  by  the  Board,  but 
who  had  been  in  practice  as  chemists  and  druggists  before  the 
Ordinance  took  effect,  was  finally  considered.  After  discus- 
sion tho  following  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  : 

That  those  persons  holding  British  Colonial  certificates, 
and  in  business  as  chemists  and  druggists  on  their  own 
account  in  the  Transvaal  prior  to  tho  taking  effect  of  the 
Medical,  Dental,  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance  of  1904,  be 
accepted  for  registration ;  and  that  assistants  also  holding 
such  Colonial  certificates,  and  resident  in  the  Transvaal  on 
December  31,  1904,  be  required  to  pass  a  modified  examina- 
tion.

Quinine-sales  in  Burma. — Ignorance  of  the  value  of 
quinine  in  fever  is  responsible  for  a  large  shrinkage  in  the 
postal  sales  of  quinine  in  packets  through  this  agency. 

Closed. — The  following  from  a  Straits  Settlements 
paper  shows  the  disabilities  with  which  pharmacists  (and 
their  clients)  have  to  contend  in  the  Far  East  : 

Dispensary  will  be  closed  for  a  few  days,  as  the  proprietor 

has  an  attack  of  malarial  fever.

Large  sums  of 
money  have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Nizam's  Government. 
The  Exhibition  will  be  principally  of  an  industrial  cha- 
racter for  local  manufactures,  industries,  and  arts,  but 
space  is  available  for  stalls  for  business  firms  from  all  over 
India. 

Rusot.— Mr.  D.  Hooper,  Ph.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  the  Indian. 
Museum,  Calcutta,  has  contributed  a  historical  and  explana- 
tory note  on  lycium  or  rusot  to  the  "  Journal  of  the  Asiatic 
Society  of  Bengal."  Mr.  Hooper's  analyses  of  four  speci- 
mens indicate  an  amount  of  berberine  varying  from  5  to  8  per 
cent.  The  dried  stem  of  Berberis  aristata  is  officinal  in> 
India,  and  a  tincture  is  often  recommended  in  the  treatment 
of  fever. 

A  Straits  Exhibition. — The  second  joint  annual  agri- 
horticultural  show  of  the  Straits  Settlements  and  Federated 
Malay  States  was  held  at  Penang  on  August  9,  10,  and  11. 
On  the  first  day  the  proceedings  were  opened  by  his  Ex- 
cellency Sir  John  Anderson,  K.C.M.G.,  Governor  of  the 
Straits  Settlements  and  High  Commissioner  of  the  Fede- 
rated Malay  States.  The  general  opinion  was  that  the- 
show  was  a  distinct  advance  on  the  one  held  last  year  at 
Kuala  Lumpur.  The  agricultural-produce  division  re- 
sembled a  herbarium  and  materia-medica  museum  com- 
bined, for  of  the  eighty  or  more  classes  represented,  mora 
than  half  were  directly  connected  with  pharmacy.  A  col- 
lection of  over  100  indigenous  herbs  used  by  the  Malay 
homo,  or  doctor,  attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention.  A 
special  feature  was  a  very  fine  exhibit  of  the  different 
kinds  of  rubber,  including  Para,  Rambong,  Ceara,  and 
Castelloa.  Some  of  these  were  shown  prepared  by  the  new 
rubber-washing  machine,  and  were  in  the  form  of  long  thin 
sheets,  beautifully  free  from  all  contamination.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  rubber  has  a  great  future  in  Malaya,  and  it 
is  wisely  fostered  by  the  Government,  who  lend  the 
planters  every  aid.  They  in  their  turn  readily  take  up 
improved  methods  of  manufacture,  to  put  the  production  of 
the  market  in  as  perfect  a  condition  as  possible.  Tho

George  Town  Dispensary,  Ltd.,  of  Penang,  had  a  very 
fine  square  showcase  in  the  Trades'  Section,  and  made  & 
display  of  fine  chemicals  and  galenicals,  minor  surgical 
instruments,  dispensary-requisites,  etc.  In  the  front  of 
the  stand  was  a  pretty  miniature  cask  to  advertise  Zotal, 
the  disinfectant  which  is  very  popular  in  the  Straits.  Mr. 
Hardouin  had  a  good  show  of  essential  oils,  prepared  at 
his  estate  in  Province  Wellesley,  and  obtained  the  first 
prize  in  this  class.  Next  year  the  venue  of  the  show  is  to 
be  Singapore. 

Cardamoms,  Indian  Hemp,  and  Opium. — At  a  meeting 
of  the  Ceylon  Legislative  Council  on  August  17,  the  Lieut. - 
Governor  announced  that  H.M.  the  King  had  given  his 
assent  to  the  ordinance  relating  to  the  export  duty  on 
cardamoms.    Subsequently  the  Attorney-General  moved  the 
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second  reading  of  an  ordinance  to  prohibit  the  cultivation 
and  possession  of  Indian  hemp.  Hon.  members,  he  said, 
were  at  one  as  to  the  advantages  of  having  a  measure  of  this 
sort,  and  the  only  question  was  if  the  provision  of  the  L'ill 
did  not  affect  the  use  of  this  herb  as  a  medicine  for  man  or 
beast.  The  Bill  was  referred  to  a  sub-committee.  The 
Attorney-General  also  moved  the  second  reading  of  an 
ordinance  to  amend  the  Opium  Ordinance  1899.  He  ex- 
plained that  persons  who  sell  opium  were  placed  under 
Certain  restrictions,  and  it  was  the  practice  to  evade  these 
•by  giving  away  or  presenting  opium  otherwise  than  by  sale. 
The  purpose  of  the  ordinance  was  to  put  a  person  who  did 
this  on  the  same  footing  with  those  who  sold  opium.  The 
Hon.  Mr.  Ferguson  regretted  the  necessity  for  the  ordin- 
ance, and  was  sorry  that  Government  did  not  feel  in  a 
position  to  get  rid  of  these  opium  licences  altogether.  He 
did  not  want  to  prohibit  the  distribution  or  importation  of 
opium,  but  the  distribution  must  be  effected  through  Govern- 
ment dispensaries,  and  not  through  the  medium  of  the  opium 
shops.  He  hoped  to  deal  with  the  subject  generally  when 
the  proper  time  for  a  discussion  arose.  The  Bill  was  after- 
wards read  a  third  time  and  passed. 


Hmcrican  IRotes. 

(From  our  Correspondent.) 


Liquozone. — The  Food  Commissioner  of  the  State  of 
North  Dakota  has  just  ruled  that  any  dealer  ''who  sells, 
offers  for  sale,  or  exposes  for  sale  Liquczone  will  be  prose- 
cuted under  the  laws  of  the  State." 

A  New  Secretary. — Mr.  Frank  G.  Ryan  has  been  ap- 
pointed secretary  of  the  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  Corporation, 
and  has  been  elected  to  the  board  of  directors  to  succeed 
Mr.  John  H.  Smedley.  Mr.  Ryan  has  been  chief  pharmacist 
to  Parke.  Davis  &  Co.  for  the  past  five  years.  Previous  to 
going  to  Detroit  he  was  a  professor  of  chemistry  and  phar- 
macy at  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy. 

Against  Counter-prescribing. — In  the  State  of  Wiscon- 
sin the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  has  instituted  a  cam- 
paign against  pharmacists  who  indulge  in  counter-prescrib- 
ing. It  is  even  said  that  the  Board  has  proof  against  one 
druggist  for  performing  what  is  described  as  "  a  compli- 
cated and  difficult  surgical  operation,"  with  the  result  that 
the  efforts  of  three  physicians  were  required  to  save  the 
patient. 

N.A.R.D. — Great  preparations  are  being  made  for  the 
annual  Convention  of  the  National  Association  of  Retail 
Druggists  this  month.  The  headquarters  of  the  Association 
are  in  Chicago,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a 
special  train  "from  there  to  Boston,  taking  on  members  at 
points  along  the  route.  This  "N.A.R.D.  special"  really 
promises  to  he  quite  a  marvellous  trainload  of  druggists — 
perhaps  the  greatest  aggregation,  indeed,  that  the  country 
has  ever  seen. 

The  Boards  of  Pharmacy  of  the  various  States  are 
charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  In 
many  instances,  however,  they  have  insufficient  funds  for 
this  purpose,  and  they  have  to  stand  by  helplessly  and  see 
many  unqualified  persons  practise  the  calling.  Unable  to 
stand  this  condition  of  things  any  longer,  the  leading 
pharmacists  of  the  State  of  Georgia  have  decided  to  collect 
a  fund  among  themselves  which  shall  provide  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  with  the  sinews  of  war. 

Salicylated  Syrups. — A  number  of  pharmacists  are  being 
prosecuted  in  Philadelphia  for  using  syrups  at  their  soda- 
fountains  in  which  objectionable  and  harmful  colouring  and 
preservative  agents  have  been  employed.  Nineteen  arrests 
have  been  made,  and  each  offender  has  been  held  under  $400 
bail.  A  similar  crusade  is  threatened  in  Washington.  D.C., 
where  it  has  been  found  by  the  health  department  that  many 
soda-syrups  contain  salicylic  acid,  the  use  of  which  is  pro- 
hibited by  the  pure  food  law  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Knowledge  not  Essential. — Every  once  in  a  while 
trouble  arises  between  the  governor  and  the  pharmaceutical 
interests  of  a  particular  State.  Just  now,  for  instance,  the 
governor  of  Illinois  wants  to  appoint  to  the  $2,000  secretary- 
ship of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  a  political  friend  and  sup- 
porter who  has  no  knowledge  of  pharmacy  and  no  under- 
standing of  the  requirements  of  the  position.    The  members 


of  the  Board  naturally  either  want  to  select  the  secretary 
themselves  or  at  least  to  have  a  man  appointed  who  is  pos- 
sessed of  the  proper  experience  and  ability. 

The  Cutting  Problem. — A  judge  in  Kansas  City, 
Missouri,  has  decided  that  the  two  jobbers  of  that  place  have 
a  perfect  right,  under  the  operations  of  the  tripartite  plan, 
to  refuse  to  sell  a  cutting  retailer  proprietary  medic. ines. 
but  that  they  have  no  right  to  refuse  to  sell  him  other  lines  of 
goods.  This  distinction  is  a  familiar  one.  It  arises  from 
the  theory  that  the  manufacturer  of  a  patented,  trade- 
marked,  or  copyrighted  product  has  a  perfect  right  to  dictate 
the  terms  under  which  that  product  shall  be  sold,  even  after 
it  leaves  his  hands,  and  the  consequent  right  to  insist  that 
the  jobber  shall  pass  along  the  manufacturer's  requirements 
to  the  retailer.  With  other  than  such  articles,  however,  any 
refusal  to  supply  goods  is  looked  upon  as  being  "  in  restraint 
of  trade." 

Co-operation. — There  has  been  in  existence  in  America 
for  the  last  two  or  three  years  a  concern  known  as  "  The 
United  Drug  Co."  It  manufactures  a  line  of  druggists' 
specialities  known  as  the  "  Rexall "  remedies,  and  these  are 
handled  in  each  large  city  by  the  accredited  agent  and  stock 
holder  of  the  concern.  Thus  the  organisation  is  a  sort  of  co- 
operative one.  with  a  representative  in  each  city.  A  similar 
corporation,  known  as  the  "National  Cigar  Stands  Co.," 
has  now  been  formed,  with  a  capital  of  $500,000.  The  in- 
corporators are  the  men  who  stand  behind  the  United  Drug 
Co.,  and  the  two  concerned  will  probably  work  hand  in  hand. 
In  the  city  of  Monterey,  Mexico,  the  twelve  drug-stores  in 
the  place  have  consolidated,  and  hereafter  there  will  be 
only  one,  or  at  most  two,  establishments.  The  several 
owners  of  the  pre-existing  shops  will  be  stockholders  in  the 
new  concern,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  expenses  will  be 
greatly  reduced,  and  the  profits  greatly  enhanced,  as  the 
result  of  this  modern  step  towards  centralisation. 


Canadian  Botes* 

(From  our  own  Correspondent.) 


Commercial  Travellers'  Tax. — The  following  are  the 
essential  clauses  of  the  new  Act  which  came  into  force  in 
Quebec  in  July  for  imposing  a  tax  upon  commercial  travellers 
who  are  not  resident  in  the  province  : 

Any  person  not  residing  in  the  province,  who  is  desirous 
of  acting'  as  a  commercial  traveller,  by  soliciting  or  taking 
orders  for  or  selling  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  other 
than  intoxicating  liquors,  or  by  advertising  or  offering  such 
goods  for  sale,  by  sample,  catalogue,  or  price-list,  for  a 
person,  firm,  or  corporation,  having  no  place  of  business  in 
Canada,  shall  first  obtain  a  licence  therefor  from  the  collec- 
tor of  provincial  revenue  in  the  district  in  which  he  begins 
his  operations  in  the  province.  .  .  .  Such  licence  is  granted 
for  one  year,  and  expires  on  the  first  da\"  of  the  month  of 
May  subsequent  to  its  issue. 

Every  person  not  residing  in  the  province  who  acts  as  a 
commercial  traveller  by  soliciting  or  taking  orders  for  or 
selling  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  other  than  intoxicating 
liquors,  or  by  advertising  or  offering  such  goods  for  sale,  by 
sample,  catalogue,  or  price-list,  for  a  person,  firm,  or  cor- 
poration having  no  place  of  business  in  Canada,  without 
being  the  holder  of  a  licence  for  that  purpose  then  in  force, 
is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $1,000  and  not  less  than 
$500  for  each  contravention.  .  .  .  Every  such  person  shall 
show  his  licence  to  any  collector  of  provincial  revenue,  or 
to  any  person  authorised  in  writing  by  a  collector  of  nro- 
vincial  revenue,  and  in  default  of  so  doing  such  person  shall 
be  held  to  have  no  licence,  and  is  punishable  accordingly. 
No  commercial  traveller  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall  lend  his 
licence  to  another,  under  a  penalty  of  $300  for  each  offence. 
.  .  .  For  each  licence  for  a  person  not  residing  in  the  pro- 
vince to  act  as  commercial  traveller  for  a  person,  firm,  or 
corporation  having  no  place  of  business  in  Canada  the 
licence  fee  shall  be  $300. 

The  Drug-combine. — A  Hamilton  (Ont.)  paper  states 
that  wholesale  druggists  of  that  city  are  reticent  about  the 
rumoured  amalgamation  of  all  the  wholesale  drug-houses  of 
Canada.  Some  of  them  have  admitted  that  the  druggists 
have  such  an  idea.  The  main  object  of  the  proposed  scheme 
is.  they  say.  to  put  a  stop  to  price-cutting,  which  has  come 
to  be  regarded  as  a  great  evil.

High  Court  Case. 

Decision  in  the  Bile  Beans  Case. 
Lord  Ardwall  has  issued  his  decision  in  the  action  tried 
before  him  in  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  in  which 
the  Bile  Bean  Manufacturing  Co.,  Greek  Street,  Leeds, 
and  Charles  Edward  Fulford  and  Ernest  Albert  Gilbert, 
manufacturing  chemists,  there  sought  to  interdict  and  pro- 
hibit George  Graham  Davidson,  wholesale  and  retail 
chemist,  1  Polwarth  Place  and  at  Tollcross,  Edinburgh, 
from  supplying  to  members  of  the  public  pills  under  the 
name  of  Bile  Beans  which  were  not  manufactured  by  the 
complainers.  They  claimed  an  exclusive  right  in  the  use 
of  the  words  "Bile  Beans"  in  connection  with  the  sale  of 
their  pills.  The  respondent  disputed  that  right  on  the 
ground  that  they  could  not  in  that  way  appropriate  common 
English  words  like  "bile"  and  "beans."  The  evidence 
given  was  reported  in  these  columns  at  the  time. 

Lord  Ardwall  has  refused  the  complainers'  note,  and 
found  the  respondent  entitled  to  expenses. 

REASON  WHY  COMPLAINERS  NOT  ENTITLED  TO  LEGAL  REMEDY. 

In  his  written  opinion  his  Lordship,  after  stating  the 
case,  pointed  out  that  in  the  debate  following  on  the  proof 
respondent's  counsel,  in  addition  to  the  contentions  put 
forward  by  him  on  record,  submitted  that  on  the  facts 
brought  out  on  the  evidence  it  appeared  that  the  com- 
plainers' business  was  not  a  bond-fide  trade,  that  no  trade- 
name had  been  acquired  by  them  by  legitimate  and  bond- 
fide  trading,  that  their  whole  business  was  founded  on 
and  was  still  being  carried  on  by  means  of  gross  fraud,  and 
that  accordingly  they  did  not  come  into  the  court  with 
clean  hands,  and  therefore  were  not  entitled  to  the  equit- 
able remedy  which  the  Court  would  give  to  a  bond-fide 
trader  in  order  to  protect  a  trade-name  used  in  a  legitimate 
and  honest  trade.  He  thought  the  respondent  maintained 
with  reason  that  the  fraud  perpetrated  by  the  complainers 
was  first  divulged  by  Mr.  Gilbert,  and  that  therefore  he 
was  not  in  a  position  to  place  any  pleas  regarding  it  on 
record.  In  the  next  place,  he  maintained  that  it  was  pars 
judicis  to  take  notice  of  any  fraud  appearing  at  a  proof  on 
the  part  of  an  applicant  for  the  protection  of  the  Court  for 
a  trade-name,  and  to  refuse  the  protection  asked  where 
such  fraud  was  proved.  His  Lordship  took  up  that  ques- 
tion first  because  if  that  contention  were  sound  there  was 
an  end  of  the  case,  apart  from  the  other  questions  raised, 
and  because  the  consideration  of  it  conveniently  introduced 
the  history  of  the  trade  and  trade-name. 

HISTORICAL  REVIEW  OF  BILE  BEANS  BUSINESS. 

In  stating  the  historical  points  of  the  case  as  brought  out 
in  the  evidence  he  mentioned  the  fact  that  Mr.  Fulford  was 
absent  at  the  time  of  the  trial  at  Carlsbad,  it  was  said  in 
ill-health,  although  no  medical  certificate  was  produced,  and 
he  had  to  be  content  with  the  evidence  of  his  partner. 
Neither  the  company  nor  the  partners  manufactured  pills — 
even  their  name  was  misleading.  They  merely  sent  the 
formula  to  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  or  other  manufac- 
turing chemists,  to  manufacture  the  pills  in  millions  accord- 
ing to  the  formula  sent  them.  The  firm  appointed  a  firm 
of  wholesale  chemists  in  England  as  their  agents,  and  they 
themselves  opened  premises  in  Leeds  and  commenced  to 
advertise  on  a  most  extensive  scale.  Since  1899  their  business 
had  spread  over  the  whole  of  the  country,  and  Mr.  Gilbert 
had  gone  a  tour  of  the  world  with  the  view  of  studying 
the  conditions  and  finding  out  the  possibilities  of  the  trade. 
They  had  spent  300,000/.,  Mr.  Gilbert  stated,  in  the  building 
up  of  this  business  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  in  the  period 
during  which  they  had  done  business  there  they  had  issued 
83,000,000  small  books,  mostly  illustrated,  which  had  been 
distributed  from  house  to  house  by  a  large  gang  of  men 
and  inspectors.  They  had  also  published  a  number  of 
musical  advertisements,  such  as  the  "  Bile  Beans  March  " 
and  the  "  Bile  Beans  Budget,"  and,  in  short,  had  flooded  the 
English-speaking  world  with  their  advertisements.  But  if 
one  might  judge  from  the  way  in  which  it  was  perpetually 
put  forth  in  the  forefront  of  their  advertisements,  the  foun- 
dation-stone of  their  success  had  been  the  false  and  fraudu- 
lent statement  that  their  Bile  Beans  were  for  the  most  part 


composed  of  a  natural  vegetable  substance  which  Fulford  dis- 
covered in  Australia,  which  for  ages  had  brought  health  and 
vigour  to  the  natives  of  that  island-continent,  and  which 
was  being  now  introduced  for  the  benefit  of  civilised  nations. 
This  story  was  repeated  in  almost  every  one  of  the  pam- 
phlets which 'had  been  published,  and  was  referred  to  in 
nearly  the  same  language  in  the  shorter  advertisements.  One 
of  these  is  quoted,  after  which  his  Lordship  continued  that 
this  statement  was  false  and  fraudulent.  There  was  no  such 
person  as  Charles  Forde,  his  true  name  being  Fulford.  He 
was  not  an  "eminent  scientist,"  having  had  no  scientific 
training  and  no  standing  whatever  as  a  chemist  or  anything 
else  ;  he  never  investigated  the  healing  extracts  and  essences 
of  Australian  roots  and  herbs  ;  he  never  made  any  research  ; 
he  never  was  the  discoverer  of  a  natural  vegetable  substance 
which  had  the  power  of  acting  in  the  same  way  as  animal 
bile ;  in  fact,  no  such  substance  existed,  and  no  such  sub- 
stance formed  the  basis,  along  with  other  ingredients,  of  Bile 
Beans,  these  beans  being  compounded  by  wholesale  chemists 
in  America  out  of  the  drugs  which  they  had  in  stock  and  no 
one  of  which  had  anything  specially  to  do  with  Australia. 
There  was,  therefore,  no  doubt  in  his  mind  that  their  busi- 
ness was  one  founded  entirely  upon 

FRAUD,  IMPUDENCE,  AND  ADVERTISEMENT, 

although  it  might  be,  he  added,  that  the  pill  was  as 
efficient  as  any  ordinary  pill  so  compounded  as  to  act  as  a 
cholagogue  or  as  an  ordinary  laxative  medicine.  But  it 
seemed  certain  that  these  beans  would  never  have  taken  the 
hold  of  the  public  they  had  done  except  for  the  foundation 
fiction  of  their  being  the  product  of  a  great  discovery  of  an 
ancient  Australian  medicine  by  an  eminent  scientist,  vising 
the  most  advanced  scientific  methods  and  apparatus.  The 
next  question,  however,  was  whether  these  frauds  con- 
stituted a  relevant  ground  for  refusing  to  the  complainers 
the  remedy  they  sought  in  the  present  action.  He  was  of 
opinion  that  they  did,  and  in  support  of  his  opinion  he 
referred  to  the  cases  of  The  Leather  Cloth  Co.  v.  The 
American  Leather  Cloth  Co.,  11  H.L.  (Clark's).  523: 
Fuente's  Trade  Marks,  1891,  2  Ch.  160  ;  Ford  r.  Foster.  1872, 
L.R.  7  Ch.  Appeal  611;  Perry  v.  Truefitt,  6  Beav.  66  (Mexi- 
can Balm),  and  Pidding  v.  How,  8  Sun.  477  (Howqua's 
mixture).  The  two  latter  cases  bore  a  striking  resemblance 
to  the  present,  for  the  objects  of  the  complainers'  trade  were 
to  represent  that  Charles  Forde's  Bile  Beans  were  composed 
principally  of  a  wonderful  vegetable  product  got  only  in 
Australia  and  which  had  for  ages  brought  health  and  vigour 
to  the  natives  of  that  island,  which  was  now  admitted  to  be 
untrue ;  and  another  object  of  the  complainers  was  to  per- 
suade the  public  that  these  Bile  Beans  were  the  product  of 
the  long  and  laborious  research  of  an  eminent  scientist  with 
the  aid  of  the  most  advanced  chemical  apparatus,  whereas, 
in  point  of  fact,  they  were  made  of  common  drugs  by  a  firm 
of  manufacturing  chemists  in  America.  The  complainers 
maintained  that  the  frauds  alluded  to  were  collateral  to  the 
trade-name  of  "Bile  Beans,"  and,  therefore,  could  not  be 
held  to  have  the  effect  of  disentitling  them  to  the  remedy 
they  now  asked.  He  could  not  assent  to  that  view  of  the 
case.  The  name  "Bile  Beans"  was  used  as  a  trade-mark 
so  far  back  as  1887,  and  the  trade-mark  and  name  "J.  F. 
Smith's  Bile  Beans  "  was  registered  in  June  1888.  The  com- 
plainers' real  trade-name  was  "  Charles  Forde's  Bile  Beans," 
regarding  which  they  said  that  it  was  a  name  now  known 
throughout  the  civilised  world.  Passing  by  the  fact  that 
Forde  was  what  might  be  called  a  fictitious  name  itself,  yet 
it  was  pertinent  to  inquire  what  was  represented  by  the  name 
"  Charles  Forde's  Bile  Beans  "  ?  What  was  intended  to  be 
conveyed  was  all  the  false  and  fraudulent  misrepresentations 
attached  to  Forde's  name  in  the  complainers'  published 
statements,  and  they  were,  it  seemed  to  him.  indissolubly 
connected  with  the  term  "  Bile  Beans,"  and  the  Court  was 
bound  to  take  notice  of  the  fact  that  the  two  words  "Bile 
Beans  "  had  been  used  in  connection  with  a  fraudulent  trade, 
and  according  to  the  dicta  of  Lord  Justice  Mellish  in  Ford 
v.  Foster,  no  action  ought  to  be  entertained  by  a  Court  of 
Equity  to  protect  it  er  the  name  which  has  been  used  in  con- 
nection with  it.  On  these  grounds  his  Lordship  thought  the 
complainers'  application  ought  to  be  refused. 

"BILE  BEANS"  AS  A  TRADE-MARK. 

On  the  merits  of  the  case,  his  Lordship,  with  regard  to  the 
plea  that  the  complainers  were  entitled  to  the  exclusive 
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use  of  the  words  "  Bile  Beans."  dealt  with  the  arguments  on 
which  they  maintained  it.  He  held  that  it  had  not  been 
proved  that  the  words  were  a  fancy  name  of  their  invention. 
The  word  "bean"  had  been  applied  since  1887  in  America 
to  an  oval  or  oviform  form  of  pill,  which  had  become  a 
favourite  in  that  country  owing,  as  was  suggested,  to  its 
being  easier  to  swallow  than  the  globular  form.  While  these 
beans  were  not  exactly  the  shape  of  any  bean  he  had  seen, 
yet,  perhaps,  the  word  "bean"  was  intrinsically  a  more  ap- 
propriate word  for  the  form  of  medicine  which  it  was  used  to 
describe  than  a  pill,  which  was  a  little  ball  or  round  object. 
It  was  proved  that  in  the  well-known  Cruttenden  Co.'s 
catalogue  of  drugs  and  medicines  no  less  than  five  different 
kinds  of  beans  for  various  ailments  were  in  the  lists  of 
medicines,  and  accordingly  the  word  "bean"  was  appar- 
ently the  only  word  in  the  English  language  which  had  been 
specifically  appropriated  to  an  oval  pill,  although  it  was 
true  that  it  had  not  been  largely  applied  in  this  country, 
for  the  obvious  reason  that  such  pills  had  not  been  used 
here,  except  by  the  complainers  and  J.  F.  Smith  &  Co.,  till 
■quite  recently.  He  had  little  doubt  that  in  the  latter  com- 
pany they  had  the  origin  of  the  name  which  Mr.  Fulford 
would  have  them  believe  was  revealed  to  him  in  a  vision  of 
the  night.  The  best  evidence  regarding  whether  "Bile 
Beans  "  was  a  descriptive  or  fancy  name  was  to  be  found 
an  the  complainers'  advertisements,  and  they  could  therefore 
hardly  maintain  that  it  was  not  a  descriptive  name.  He  was 
therefore  of  opinion,  on  the  authority  of  the  Cellular  Cloth- 
ing Co.,  A.C.  1899,  326,  and  other  cases,  that  this  was  a 
name  which  the  complainers  were  not  entitled  to  the  ex- 
clusive use  of  as  a  fancy  name  which  they  had  made  their 
own.  On  the  next  question  raised — whether  a  trader  was 
entitled  to  pass  off  his  goods  as  the  goods  of  another  so 
as  to  deceive  purchasers — he  referred  to  the  case  of 
Eeddaway  r.  Bannerman,  A.C.  1896.  199.  His  Lordship  said 
that  case  differed  from  the  present  in  this  important  parti- 
cular, that  all  along  there  had  been  in  the  market  belting 
of  the  same  material  as  the  plaintiff's  which  never  got  the 
same  name,  and  there  were  therefore  good  grounds  for 
holding  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  exclude  others 
from  using  the  name  without  distinguishing  it  clearly  from 
his  goods.  In  the  present  case,  as  in  Fels  Naptha,  little 
weight  could  be  attached  to  the  use  by  the  com- 
plainers as  against  the  general  public  of  the  term 
"  Bile  Beans."  because  up  to  the  time  of  the  respond- 
ent selling  other  pills  as  a  cure  for  biliousness,  no  one  had 
occasion  to  use  the  words  "  Bile  Beans."  Assuming  that  the 
name  "  Bile  Beans  "  had  come  to  be  understood  by  the  public 
to  mean  the  complainers'  manufacture  and  no  others,  that 

WOULD  NOT  PRECLUDE  OTHER  TRADERS  FROM  USING  THE  NAME, 

provided  they  distinguished  their  beans  from  those  of  the 
■complainers'.  That  he  thought  had  been  sufficiently  done 
by  the  respondent,  and  he  had  come  to  be  of  opinion  that 
oven  if  the  words  "Bile  Beans"  had  come  to  have  the 
secondary  meaning  attached  to  them  which  the  complainers 
claimed,  the  respondent  had  shown  that  he  sufficiently  dis- 
tinguished his  own  bile  beans,  which  were  a  bean  manu- 
factured by  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  who  formerly  manufac- 
tured for  the  complainers  from  the  complainers5  bile  beans 
formula.  The  difficulty  he  had  in  this  case  arose  from 
the  conduct  of  the  respondent  who.  from  the  outset,  ap- 
parently endeavoured  to  appropriate  to  his  own  goods  the 
notoriety  which  the  complainers,  by  their  extensive  adver- 
tisements, had  procured  for  Charles  Forde's  Bile  Beans.  It 
was  clear  from  the  somewhat  humiliating  confessions  which 
he  had  to  make  when  under  cross-examination,  that  the 
respondent,  having  determined  to  secure  the  benefits  of  the 
•catching  alliterative  name,  set  about  considering  how  he 
might  keep  within  the  letter  of  the  law.  He  first  thought 
of  calling  his  bile  beans  "Dr.  Scott's  Bile  Beans."  a  name 
as  fictitious  as  "Charles  Forde,"  and  he  then  studiouslv 
sat  down  to  eliminate  from  the  various  drafts  of  his  ad- 
vertisements anything  he  thought  might  implicate  him 
in  legal  difficulties.  That  he  intended  to  take  advantage 
of  the  reputation  of  Charles  Forde's  Bile  Beans  wis 
plain  from  the  commencement  of  his  circular  and 
he  admitted  that  he  wanted  to  sell  something  which  would 
be  good  for  biliousness  and  which  he  would  call  Bile  Beans 
He  at  one  time  apparently  thought  of  selling  under  that 
name  beans  made  after  the  formula  1.120  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia [  ?],  and  he  finally  resolved  to  sell  an  oval  pill  known 


as  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  cathartic  compound  Xo.  160.  being 
induced  to  do  so,  apparently,  by  the  belief. which  he  divulged 
in  his  evidence,  that  these  were  the  beans  which  all  along 
the  complainers  had  been  selling,  which  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch 
proved  was  not  the  case.  He  could  not,  therefore,  approve 
of  the  respondent's  proceedings;  but  whatever  his  inten- 
tions, he  thought  he  had  acted  within  his  legal  rights, 
although  he  had  certainly  attempted  to  secure  for  his  own 
beans  the  advantages  of  the  publicity  which  the  complainers 
had  acquired  for  theirs.  On  the  whole  matter,  and  for  the 
reasons  he  had  set  forth,  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  com- 
plainers' application  for  interdict  should  be  refused.

Veterinary  Surgeons  Act. 

Using  the  Title  "  Veterinary  Surgeon." 
At  Congleton  on  August  31.  Frank  Ball,  Dial  Lane,  Bid- 
dulph.  and  late  of  Dane-in-Shaw.  Congleton,  was  sum- 
moned for  unlawfully  taking  or  using  the  title  of  veteri- 
nary surgeon  without  being  registered,  and  not  holding  at 
the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act, 
1881,  the  veterinary  certificate  of  the  Highland  and  Agri- 
cultural Society  of  Scotland.  Mr.  E.  A.  Plant,  who  pro- 
secuted for  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  said 
that  the  defendant  attended  to  and  treated  two  horses  for 
a  Biddulph  farmer,  named  Bostock,  in  January  last.  On 
January  30  Mr.  Bostock  received  from  the  defendant  a 
bill,  the  heading  of  which  was  "  F.  Ball,  veterinary  sur- 
geon, Dane-in-Shaw."  This,  it  was  contended,  was  suffi- 
cient to  warrant  a  conviction.  For  the  defence  it  was 
stated  that  Mr.  Ball  never  charged  any  professional  fee 
until  the  present  case,  but  he  admitted  that  in  a  County 
Court  action  he  gave  evidence,  describing  himself  as  a 
veterinary  surgeon.    He  was  fined  30*.,  including  costs.

Mr.  Phillips 
was  a  very  old  resident  of 
Poona,  and  in  former  years 
was  connected  with  every 
public  movement.  He 
originally  went  out  to  India 
as  a  chemist  to  Messrs. 
Kemp  &  Co.,  and  later 
started  for  himself  in  Poona. 
His  business  thrived  and 
grew  successfully,  and  he 
was  induced  to  extend  his 
operations  to  Bombay, 
which  became  his  head- 
quarters. Later  his  branches 
at  the  Fort,  at  Byculla,  at 
Cumballa  Hill  (Bombay), 
and  at  Poona  were  formed 
into  a  limited  company, 
which  for  a  time  did  well. 
Failing  health  compelled 
Mr.  Phillips  to  go  home,  and 
in  his  absence  the  business 
was  not  so  satisfactory,  but 
on  returning  to  India  he 
again  took  charge,  and  the 
fortunes  of  the  company 
began  to  rise.  He  had  only 
recently  retired  from  the 
managership  of  the  com- 
pany, and  was  a  well-known 
Mason.  He  was  the  oldest 
Past  Master  of  Lodge  Orion 
in  the  West.  He  was  also  Principal  of  Chapter  of  St. 
Andrews  in  the  East  and  Master  of  Mark  Lodge  Mallet  and 
Chisel.  He  was  Past  District  Grand  Deacon  of  the  District 
Grand  Lodge,  and  he  held  other  offices  at  various  times.  He 
had  been  Lieut. -Colonel  commanding  the  Poona  Volunteers 
since  1898,  and  was  buried  with  full  military  honours,  the 
Argyll  and  Sutherland  Highlanders  furnishing  the  firing- 
party,  and  the  coffin  was  borne  on  a  gun-carriage.  Major- 
General  Creagh,  commanding  the  Poona  Division,  and 
numerous  other  officers  were  present,  in  addition  to  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Masonic  Lodges  of  which  the  deceased 
was  a  member.  The  chief  mourners  were  Mr.  Phillips'  two 
sons,  and  the  pall-bearers  were  Captains  Fraser,  Dunn, 
Khambatta,  Tod,  Cody,  and  Norman,  and  Lieutenants 
Dubois  and  Brewin,  of  the  Poona  Volunteers,  the  whole  of 
whom  turned  out  and  marched  behind.  Mr.  S.  Armstrong, 
Mr.  Plimmer,  manager  of  Phillips  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  all  the 
employes  at  Poona  were  present,  as  well  as  representatives 
from  Messrs.  Treacher  &  Co.,  Badham.  Pile  &  Co..  and  other 
local  firms.  Among  those  who  sent  floral  wreaths  was  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  of  Bombay.

Zbc  *\IL£.  pbarmacopana.* 

By  Peter  MacEwan,  F.C.S.,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist, 
Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 


DR.  JOHN  ATTFIELD,  F.R.S.,  editor  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  1898,  speaking  at  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  recently,  mentioned  that  Professor  J.  P. 
Remington,  in  sending  him  a  copy  of  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia,  told  him  not  to  criticise  the  work  until  he 
had  read  the  preface.  A  wise  injunction.  When  one  does 
so  the  fact  stands  out  that  little  is  said  in  the  preface  about 
pharmacy  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word.  Of  analysis, 
purity,  assaying,  nomenclature,  botany,  posology,  thera- 
peutics and  what  not,  there  is  enough  and  to  spare,  but 

Galenical  Pharmacy  is  Conspicuous  by  its  Subordinate 
Position. 

Four  dozen  preparations  new  to  the  work  have  been  added  to 
it,  and  formula;  for  six  dozen  or  so  have  been  removed.  If 
one  looks  at  the  group  of  plasters  {one  added  and  seven 
wiped  out)  one  feels  that  pharmacopoeias  are  not  a  measure 
of  popular  medicine,  for  if  there  is  an  ancient  galenical  form 
that  persists  and  is  beloved  of  the  people,  owing  to  its  good- 
ness, it  is  the  plaster.  So,  too,  other  popular  forms  of 
medication — pills  and  tablets — do  not  shine  in  the  U.S. P., 
and  the  American  druggist  or  pharmacist  must  turn  else- 
where for  his  information  in  regard  to  them 

I  do  not  say  this  in  a  derogatory  spirit,  but  simply  to 
emphasise  the  fact  that  the  U.S. P.,  like  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, is  a  guide  to  the  forms  of  medicines  prescribed  by 
physicians,  and  its  monographs  are  the  standards  by  which 
they  are  to  be  judged.  From  this  point  of  view  the  new 
edition  is  a  splendid  reflection  of  present-day  requirements. 
I  am  aware  that  prescribers  do  not  confine  themselves  to 
pharmacopceial  prescriptions.  Medical  treatment  is  collec- 
tive {i.e.,  pharmacopceial)  or  individual  (i.e.,  proprietary), 
and  it  is  only  when  any  part  of  the  latter  establishes  its 
utility  by  general  or  long  use  that  it  is  merged  into  the 
collective.  Emplastrum  adhaesivum  and  liquor  antisepticus 
are  fair  examples  of  what  I  mean ;  the  former  is  not  rubber 
plaster  nor  the  latter  Listerine,  but  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee  they  will  serve  the  purposes  for 
which  they  were  designed.    To  me, 

The  Most  Striking  Feature  of  the  New  Pharmacopoeia 
is  the  blow  which  it  strikes  at  percolation.  Not  a  severe 
blow,  but  sufficient  to  arrest  the  thoughtful  among  pharma- 
cists. We  have  been  apt  to  regard  percolation  as  the  surest 
method  of  extracting  the  soluble  constituents  of  drugs ;  by 
"we"  I  mean  English-speaking  pharmacists,  and  the  idea 
has  carried  us  beyond  the  limits  of  safety  in  some  cases.  So 
I  welcome  the  macero-shaking  process  which  has  been 
adopted  in  the  majority  of  the  assay  processes.  It  is 
nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  a  German  pharmacist 
conclusively  demonstrated  that  maceration  is  better  than 
percolation  when  the  proportion  of  menstruum  to  solid  is  five 
to  one  or  more,  and  macero-shaking  is  an  established  method 
of  extraction  among  experimental  chemists. 

Admiration  for  Chemical  Monographs. 
The  chemical  monographs  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  are  much 
admired  by  leaders  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  have  always 
been.  There  are,  I  believe,  two  methods  of  writing  such 
monographs,  one  being  to  sit  down  and  collate  from  litera- 
ture the  best  possible  in  the  circumstances  and  get  experts 
to  criticise  what  is  written.  This  is  a  patchy  sort  of  mono- 
graph which  sooner  or  later  reveals  its  imperfections.  The 
other  method,  followed  in  compiling  the  U.S. P.,  is  to  sample 
commercial  products  and  determine  their  relative  purity, 
ascertaining  what  a  higher  degree  of  purity  would  cost.  By 
this  method  the  best  commercial  product  becomes  the  phar- 
macopceial standard.  This  meets  a  complaint  which 
chemical  manufacturers  have  long  and  reasonably  made — 
namely,  that  pharmacopoeial  standards  are  sometimes  fixed 
without  regard  to  the  possibilities  of  manufacture  on  the 
large  scale,  and  irrespective  of  price.    Moreover,  the  U.S. P.

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monographs  are  models  of  precision,  the  exact  conditions  of 
testing  being  prescribed,  especially  the  quantities  of 
materials  to  be  taken  when  a  limitation  qualitative  test  is  to 
be  performed. 

I  am  pleased  to  observe  that  the  Committee  has  adapted 
the  strengths  of  certain  galenical  preparations  to  the 
standards  suggested  by  the  1902  Brussels  Conference. 
The  American  tincture  of  aconite  has  always  seemed  to 
outsiders  a  particularly  dangerous  preparation,  although  it 
was  based  on  Turnbull's  original  formula,  which  still  per- 
sists (to  a  limited  extent)  in  this  country  for  veterinary 
purposes. 

The  Work  Well  Received  and  Highly  Commended. 

Speaking,  as  far  as  I  am  entitled  to,  for  British  phar- 
macists, I  may  say  that  the  new  edition  of  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia  has  been  well  received  and  highly 
commended  here ;  indeed,  more  has  been  written  about  it 
and  more  said  publicly  (e.g.,  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference)  than  I  have  seen  reported  in  American 
journals.  We  are  now  beginning  the  revision  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  I  venture  to  say  that  the  most 
valuable  material  our  Committee  has  to  work  from  is  the 
1900  U.S. P.  In  future,  these  two  works  should  be  pub- 
lished at  quinquennial  intervals,  the  B.P.  in  1910,  the 
U.S. P.  in  1915,  and  so  on.  This  arrangement  should  be  of 
mutual  service,  and  would  bind  still  closer  the  pharmacists 
of  two  peoples  of  kindred  origin. 


Mutter  Session. 


Dewsbury  and  District  Chemists' 
Association. 

Mr.  J.  Rhodes  (President)  occupied  the  chair  at  the  opening- 
meeting  of  the  session  of  this  Association,  which  was  held 
on  September  4.  He  gave  a  hearty  welcome  to  all  the 
members,  and  expressed  a  hope  that  they  would  have  some 
interesting  and  profitable  meetings. 

Mr.  G.  Walker  (Secretary)  read  a  letter  from  the  Chelten- 
ham and  District  Chemists'  Association  respecting  the 
circular  entitled  "A  Lesson  in  Modern  Methods,"  issued 
by  Boots  Ltd.  A  copy  of  a  letter  which  had  been  sent  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  enclosed.  This  urged  that 
stronger  action  should  have  been  taken  by  the  Society,  and 
requested  the  Dewsbury  Association  to  forward  a  similar 
letter  to  the  Council.  The  Secretary  was  asked  to  acknow- 
ledge receipt  of  the  letter  and  state  that,  the  attention  of  the 
Society  having  been  drawn  to  the  matter,  and  they  having 
taken  what  steps  were  considered  necessary,  no  useful 
purpose  would  be  served,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Dewsbury 
Association,  by  going  further  into  the  question. 

The  President  was  congratulated  on  the  success  of  his 
son  at  the  recent  examination,  and  Mr.  Pickard  was  also  con- 
gratulated on  his  election  as  a  member  of  the  committee  of 
the  West  Riding  Chamber  of  Trade.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  the  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  (Mr.  A.  Taylor,  of 
Morley)  is  a  chemist,  and  the  President  and  Mr.  J.  Day  were 
appointed  to  wait  upon  him  and  the  other  registered  chemists 
in  Morley  to  invite  them  to  join  the  Dewsbury  Association. 

Mr.  Pickard  referred  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  and  CD. A.  and  said  both  organisations  were 
making  satisfactory  progress.  Both  had  a  good  working 
balance  in  hand.  They  were  receiving  greater  support  from 
proprietors.  The  co-operative  question  was  receiving  atten- 
tion, and  the  outcome,  he  believed,  would  be  satisfactory  to 
chemists  generally. 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  New  South  Wales  at 
its  July  council-meeting  had  before  it  little  more  than 
formal  business.  Three  new  members  were  elected.  On 
July  6  the  Society  held  an  evening  meeting,  when  three 
papers  were  read — by  Mr.  T.  S.  Loney  on  "Dispensing 
Practice,"  "  Infusions  of  the  B.P."  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Read,  and 
another  entitled  "  Everyday  Notes,"  by  Mr.  H.  D.  B.  Cox. 
The  attendance  was  not  so  large  as  that  at  social  functions, 
but  much  interest  was  manifested  by  those  present. 


Scientific  progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Datura  Alkaloids. — Ernst  Schmidt  ("Apotheker  Zeitung," 
1905,  669)  has  made  an  examination  of  the  seeds  of  Datura 
fastuosa.  From  the  blue  flowers  he  has  isolated  scopolamine, 
hyoscyamine,  and  atropine  ;  and  from  the  white  flowers  scopol- 
amine and  hyoscyamine. 

Clavln — Vahlen  ("Apotheker  Zeitung,"  1905,  642)  has 
isolated  a  new  chemically  active  compound  from  ergot,  which 
he  terms  clavin.  It  forms  a  microcrystalline  powder,  soluble 
in  water,  not  very  soluble  in  alcohol,  and  of  the  formula 
CnHzzNsO...  It  is  claimed  to  have  a  definite  action  on  the 
uterus. 

Ceretorone. — Thierfelder  ("Journal  de  Pharmaeie,"  1905 
179)  has  extracted  from  the  brain-substance  a  crystalline  body 
which  he  has  named  cerebrone.   It  is  a  kind  of  glucoside,  as  on 
hydrolysis  it  yields  a  new  acid,  galactose,  and  an  alkaloid 
which  is  termed  sphingosine.   The  reaction  is  as  follows : 
C4.H«NO,+2HsO  =  C„H,.03+C1,H35Nqa+C8H,2Oo 
Cerebrone.       Cerebronic  acid.  Sphingosine. 
In  tna  Estimation  of  Sugar  with  Fehling's  solution  F.  P 
Lavalle  overcomes  the  difficulty  of  recognising  the  end  re- 
action by  the  addition  of  excess  of  an  alkali  which  prevents 
the    separation    of    cuprous    oxide.    Five   to    10    c.c.  of 
Fehling's  solution  is  placed  in  a  porcelain  dish,  30  c.c.  of  a 
1  to  3  aqueous  solution  of  sodium  hydroxide  added,  and 
50  to  60  c.c.  of  distilled  water;  the  mixture  is  then  heated  to 
boiling  and  the  sugar  solution  run  in. — J.C.S.,  p.  558. 

Euphorblum. — Tschirch  and  Paul  have  examined  this 
resin,  and  give  the  following  figures  for  it :  Acid  value,  33.6  to 
40.6  ;  ester  value  about  68  ;  saponification  value,  108.  The  ash 
is  about  8  per  cent.  From  it  they  claim  to  have  isolated  thf> 
following  bodies  :  (1)  Euphorbic  acid,  C^HaoO. ;  (2)  a  trace  of 
a  new  aldehyde;  (3)  euphorboresene,  CssHaaG,  melting  at  74^ 
to  76° ;  (4)  valerianic  acid,  chiefly  as  a  calcium  salt ;  and 
(6)  euphorbone,  melting  at  116°,  and  of  the  formula  CsotLaO. 

Boric-acid  Estimation. — The  pharmacist  is  often  called 
upon  to  determine  whether  boric  acid  is  present  in  such  foods 
as  meats,  cream,  etc.  In  such  cases  incineration  is  not  satis- 
factory. G.  Sellier  recommends  that  10  grams  of  the  sample 
be  heated  in  a  Kjeldhal  flask  with  12  c.c.  of  sulphuric  acid 
until  it  has  dissolved  to  a  dark  brown  liquid.  When  partially 
cooled  10  c.c.  of  methyl  alcohol  is  added,  when,  on  again 
gently  warming  and  the  escaping  vapours  ignited,  the  least 
trace  of  boric  acid  will  be  revealed  by  the  green  colour  of  the 
flame.—  J.C.S.,  p.  555. 

Angostura  Bases.— Beckurts  and  Frerichs  ("Arehiv  der 
Pharmazie,"  1905,  470)  have  isolated  a  new  alkaloid,  cus- 
pareine,  a  white  crystalline  body,  of  the  formula  Cs.HssNaO,. 
melting  at  54°,  and  have  made  an  exhaustive  examination  of 
the  alkaloid  cusparin.  This  body  melts,  when  pure,  at  90°. 
Its  formula  is  Cs»Hl9N03.  It  yields  well-defined  crystalline 
salts  with  most  acids.  Bromine  converts  it  into  monobromeus- 
parine,  CUH.sBrNOj,  which  also  forms  well-defined  salts  with 
acids.  Under  the  influence  of  chlorine  generated  from  hypo- 
chlorous  acid  it  forms  dichlorcusparine,  C2oHi,CLN03+2HsO. 

Otto  of  Rose. — This  season's  Bulgarian  otto  of  rose  turns 
out  to  be  of  excellent  quality.  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  favours 
us  with  factors  obtained  in  the  examination  of  Shipkoff's  pro- 
duct, and  we  add  similar  factors  for  the  same  maker's  otto 
obtained  from  Messrs.  A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd.,  in  1898-1900 :

The  U.S.  Pharmacopoeia 

is  no  doubt  an  important  publica- 
tion, but  the  historic  details  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmacopoeial  Convention  will  be  minute  enough  to 
satisfy  its  keenest  admirers.  That  omissions  even  of 
brackets  and  apostrophes  were  corrected  in  proof  is  evidence 
of  careful  workmanship,  but  as  the  same  thing  is  done  with 
all  printed  matter  it  is  not  clear  why  it  should  be  specially 
recorded.  We  are  also  told  that  the  printing  of  the  work- 
began  in  June  1904,  and  was  finished  in  June  1905.  Is  that 
mentioned  as  a  speed  record  ?  The  profits  are  to  be 
employed  first  to  pay  the  expenses  already  incurred,  which 
must  be  gratifying  to  the  printers  and  other  creditors.  Here 
we  do  not  call  the  receipts  profits  until  the  expenses  have 
been  covered.  The  balance,  I  am  glad  to  learn,  is  to  be 
shared  by  the  gentlemen  who  have  done  the  work.  That  is 
a  feature  which  should  be  imitated  on  this  side.  It  is 
believed  that  20,000  will  be  sold  before  January  next.  For 
a  nation  that  claims  30.000  druggists  and  50.000  doctors  the 
estimate  appears  modest. 

The  Origin  of  Life 

is  the  title  of  the  most  important  article 
in  the  September  reviews.  It  is  an  account  of  his  experi- 
ments in  the  development  of  what  appears  to  be  some 
vitalised  form  of  existence  by  a  radium  salt  acting  on  a 
bouillon  by  Mr.  J.  Butler  Burke,  the  young  physicist  of 
Cambridge,  whose  results  have  excited  so  much  recent  in- 
terest. The  article  appears  in  the  "Fortnightly  Review." 
Mr.  Burke  had  been  experimenting  on  phosphorescence,  and 
in  the  course  of  this  research  he  sought  to  reproduce  a  mole- 
cular grouping  corresponding  with  that  supposed  to  be 
formed  during  phosphorescence,  by  acting  on  certain  organic 
bodies  with  a  radium  salt.  Glycerin  and  gelatin  were  first 
tried.  The  radium  was  introduced  into  a  tube  containing 
the  substance,  and  the  tube  was  plunged  into  liquid  air  to 
freeze  it.  Crystals  appeared  in  both  cases.  But  so  they 
did  when  the  liquid  was  frozen  by  condensed  air  without 
radium.  Then  sterilised  bouillon  was  used.  In  this  a  culture 
appeared  differing  on  the  one  hand  from  crystals  and  on 
the  other  from  bacteria.  In  control  experiments,  when  the 
conditions  were  exactly  identical,  except  that  no  radium 
was  employed,  no  such  culture  resulted.  Mr.  Burke*s  proof 
that  his  specks  (which  he  calls  radiobes)  were  neither  crystals 
nor  bacteria  must  be  studied  in  his  article  by  any  interested 
reader.  The  specks  apparently  grow  from  a  size  smaller 
than  any  microscope  will  show  until  they  reach  about  the 
B5l!ro  °f  an  incn  :  then  they  divide,  and  each  part  leads  a 
separate  existence.  If  these  radiobes  are  indeed  living 
bodies,  clearly  we  have  got  back  many  a?ons  in  biological 
history  ;  but,  as  Mr.  Burke  himself  suggests,  we  have  not  got 
to  the  origin  of  vital  force.  He  rather  objects  to  the  term 
Spontaneous  Generation, 

for  he  perceives  that,  admitting  the 
perfect  accuracy  of  his  observations  and  theories,  the  critic 
may  still  point  out  that  the  life  comes  from  the  atom,  and 
may  conceivably  be  traced  back  to  the  electron,  and  even 
to  the  aether.  But  on  this  hypothesis  is  it  any  more 
correct  to  write  of  "  the  origin  of  life  "  than  of  spontaneous 
generation?  Curiously,  in  this  month's  "Independent 
Review  "  there  appears  another  article  on  "  The  Origin  and 
Development  of  Living  Matter,"  by  that  veteran  champion 
of  spontaneous  generation,  Dr.  H.  Charlton  Bastian. 
Thirty  years  ago  or  more  Pasteur,  Tyndal,  Huxley,  and 
others  demolished  to  most  people's  satisfaction  this  author's 
contentions  that  new  life  was  produced  from  inanimate 


matter.  A  plug  of  cotton-wool  in  the  neck  of  a  tlask  of 
infusion  of  hay  was  found  to  effectually  prevent  the  develop- 
ment of  new  fungoid  growth.  But  Dr.  Bastian  has  never 
been  convinced,  and  to-day,  though  he  does  not  allude  to 
Mr.  Burke's  radiobes,  he  is  more  confident  than  ever. 
Freely  admitting  that  experiments  have  left  uncertainty,  he 
asks  with  overwhelming  force  for  the  reason  of  the  scientific 
theory  that  life  was  produced  in  some  remote  epoch  by  some 
other  means  than  special  creation,  but  that  such  origin 
ceased  many  millions  of  years  ago.  The  existence  of  verj 
low  forms  of  organisms,  he  insists,  is  evidence  either  against 
the  doctrine  of  evolution  or  in  favour  of  that  of  continuous 
spontaneous  generation.  For  why,  if  new  specks  are  not 
continually  being  generated,  have  not  all  those  from  which 
the  higher  forms  have  developed  disappeared  ages  since? 
Undeterred 

by  the  comparative  failure  of  his  Shops  Early- 
closing  Act  (which,  however,  may  be  due  largely  to  the  com- 
plicated checks  which  unsympathetic  friends  introduced 
into  that  measure),  Lord  Avebury  has  set  to  work  with 
characteristic  determination  and  patience  to  secure  a  new 
measure  to  suppress,  or  at  least  to  considerably  limit,  Sunday 
trading.  It  may  be  remembered  that  his  Sunday-closing 
Bill  passed  a  second  reading  in  the  House  of  Lords  last 
session,  was  referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  and.  with  some 
alterations,  was  recommended  for  acceptance,  but  was  de- 
feated on  the  motion  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  House  with 
it.  Now  Lord  Avebury  writes  an  earnest  and  forcible 
article  in  favour  of  legislation  on  the  subject  in  the  "  Nine- 
teenth Century."  He  shows  that  there  is  an  urgent  desire, 
especially  from  small  shopkeepers,  all  over  the  country  for 
a  compulsory  and  really  effective  law  to  secure  a  full  rest 
for  the  body  and  the  mind  one  day  in  seven.  "  Philosophers, 
theologians,  and  men  of  business  in  all  ages  have  agreed," 
he  says,  "on  the  necessity  of  such  a  freedom  from  the 
worries  of  everyday  life."  Grocers,  butchers,  drapers, 
bakers,  fruiterers,  fishmongers,  hairdressers,  oilmen, 
and  others  have  pleaded  for  the  measure  through  their  asso- 
ciations. One  illustration  he  gives  is  almost  too  striking. 
A  hatter,  of  all  people,  had  written  to  him  an  account  of  his 
business  history.  When  he  commenced  business,  the  hatter 
says,  he  determined  to  keep  closed  on  Sundays,  and  he  lost 
nearly  all  his  capital.  Then  he  opened  and  made  money. 
When  he  thought  he  had  made  enough  he  closed  again  "  and 
now  he  writes  that  he  is  nearly  ruined  again."  In  what 
part  of  Great  Britain  are  hatters'  shops  open  on  Sundays  ' 
The 

Sunday  Opening 

of  chemists'  shops  has  hardly  been  referred  to 
in  this  discussion.  The  Bill  specially  exempted  the  sale  of 
drugs,  medicines,  and  surgical  appliances,  and  undoubtedly 
it  wTould  be  a  public  calamity  if  these  could  not  be  obtained. 
Provision  for  urgent  requirements  of  these  must  be  made, 
and  legislators  do  not  need  instruction  on  that  point.  But 
the  provision  that  is  made  is  in  wasteful  and  ridiculous 
excess.  Thousands  of  chemists  or  their  assistants  are 
partially  imprisoned  on  Sundays,  and  neither  they  nor  the 
public  are  a  penny  the  better  for  it.  Take  a  town  or  district 
with,  say,  ten  chemists'  shops.  During  some  part  of  each 
Sunday  there  is  attendance  at  each  of  those  shops.  One 
could  meet  all  necessities  easily.  If  the  ten  could  only  agree 
to  keep  open  on  Sundays  in  turn,  the  others  all  indicating  by 
identical  notices  which  pharmacy  was  available  that  par- 
ticular day,  nine-tenths  of  the  Sunday  labour  in  that  district 
would  be  swept  away  at  a  stroke,  and  the  public  would 
appreciate  the  movement.  We  hear  a  great  deal  about 
organisation,  and  of  the  value  of  local  associations.  Why  do 
not  some  of  the  latter  turn  their  attention  to  a  practical 
piece  of  work  of  the  character  indicated  ?  In  this  matter  at 
least  we  are  not  hampered  by  company  competition.  The 
principal  companies  avoid  Sunday  trade  entirely,  and  any 
who  do  keep  open  now  would  in  all  probability  readily  fall  in 
with  any  reasonable  arrangement.  Legislation  may  be 
necessary  for  some  trades,  but  it  would  be  astonishing  if  we 
could  not  accomplish  what  so  many  of  us  profess  to  desire 
by  mutual  arrangement.

Future  Pharmacy  Legislation. 

The  Poisons  Schedule. 

Before  proceeding  further  with  the  argument  for  thorough 
revision  of  the  law  respecting  the  sale  of  poisons  in  Great 
Britain,  it  will  be  advantageous  to  review  the  evolution  of 
the  Poisons  Schedule,  about  which  confusion  has  been  grow- 
ing since  1868,  and  we  think  that  intelligent  appreciation 
of  the  facts  is  the  first  step  towards  reform. 

The  Origin  of  the  Schedule. 

The  first  Schedule  of  poisons  sub- 
mitted to  Parliament  in  modern  times  was  contained  in  a 
Bill  "to  restrict  and  regulate  the  Sale  of  Poisons"  intro- 
duced in  1857,  which  was  afterwards  revised  by  a  Select 
Committee,  so  that  by  1859  this  Bill  proposed  to  schedule 
the  following  articles  as  poisons  to  be  sold  only  to  persons 
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of  full  age,  and  each  sale  to  be  registered  in  presence  of  a 
witness  : 


Arsenic  and  its  compounds. 
Corrosivo  sublimate. 
The     poisonous  vegetable 

alkaloids  and  their  salts. 
Prussic  acid. 
Cyanides  of  potassium. 
Cantharidcs. 


Essential   oil   of   bitter  al- 
monds, unless  deprived  of 
its  prussic  acid. 
Oxalic  acid. 
Nux  vomica. 
Cocculus  indicus. 
Opium,  crude,  or  in  tincture, 
extract,  or  powder. 

In  1865  two  Bills  were  introduced  into  the  House  of 
Commons.  No.  1,  drafted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
was  "to  regulate  the  qualifications  of  chemists  and  drug- 
gists," and  dealt  in  no  way  with  the  sale  of  poisons ;  No.  2, 
drafted  by  the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists, 
was  also  "  for  regulating  the  qualifications  of  chemists  and 
druggists  in  England  and  Wales,"  but  incidentally  required 
that  retailers  of  (1)  Dangerous  Drugs  specified  in  Schedule  A 
or  (2)  others  as  might  thereafter  be  determined  by  by- 
law, and  persons  engaged  in  the  retailing  of  medicines, 
other  than  patent  medicines,  should  show  by  examination 
that  they  had  a  competent  knowledge,  and  should  be  regis- 
tered as  chemists  and  druggists.  It  was  required  in  another 
clause  that  Active  Poisons  specified  in  Schedule  C  should 
not  be  sold  to  persons  under  twenty-one,  nor  to  persons 
unknown  to  the  seller,  that  the  sale  should  be  recorded  in  a 
poisons-book,  and,  generally,  the  conditions  of  the  Arsenic 
Act  were  applied  to  Active  Poisons,  dispensing  and 
wholesale  transactions  being  exempt  to  some  extent.  This, 
it  will  be  seen,  was  virtually  what  the  Select  Committee  on 
the  1857  Bill  suggested,  with  the  addition  of  the  new 
principle  that  there  are  articles  which  should  be  scheduled, 
but  to  which  the  more  stringent  conditions  of  sale  should 
not  apply.  These  two  Schedules  were  as  follows  : 
Schedule  A.

The  next  stage  in  the  evolution  occurred  wThen 
A  Select  Committee  was  Appointed 

on  March  29,  1865, 
to  consider  both  of  the  Bills,  Mr.  Baring  being  Chairman  of 
"the  Committee.  It  met  on  May  5,  and  after  deliberation 
applied  to  the  House  "  for  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers, 
and  records."  On  May  11  Dr.  Alfred  Swain  Taylor  and  Mr. 
{afterwards  Sir)  John  Simon  (Medical  Officer  of  the  Privy 
Council)  were  examined,  and  on  May  15  Dr.  Bichard  Quain, 
Mr.  John  Mackay  (Ph.C,  Edinburgh),  and  Dr.  James 
Arthur  Wilson  (St.  George's  Hospital)  were  examined. 
These  gentlemen  were  again  examined  dining  the  Com- 


mittee's deliberations  up  to  June  19,  and  a  proposal  to  call 
Mr.  Buott,  Secretary  of  the  United  Society,  was  negatived 
on  a  division.  The  Committee,  as  their  special  report  shows, 
did  not  proceed  with  No.  1  Bill,  but  discussed  the  first 
eight  clauses  of  No.  2,  and  got  no  further  (the  rest  of  the 
Bill  being  pro  forma  negatived).  The  following  is  the 
Committee's 

Special  Report. 
The  Select  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the 
Chemists  and  Druggists  Bill  and  the  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists (No.  2)  Bill,  have  considered  the  said  Bills,  and  have 
agreed  to  the  following  special  report: 
Your  Committee  have  examined  witnesses  on  the  general 
questions  raised  by  the  provisions  contained  in  the  two  Bills 
committed  to  them,  and  have  heard  evidence  in  support  of 
the  Chemists  and  Druggists  (No.  1)  Bill. 

Your  Committee  then  passed  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  That  no  compulsory  examination  or  registration  undir  the 
Bills  referred  to  the  Committee  should  be  required  of  persons 
now  carrying1  on  the  trade  of  chemists  and  druggists. 

2.  That  the  Bill  do  provide  that  no  other  person  shall,  after  a 
day  to  be  fixed  on  by  the  Bill,  sell  certain  dangerous  drugs,  to 
be  scheduled  in  the  Bill,  unless  he  shall  be  examined  and 
registered. 

By  the  adoption  of  the  second  resolution  as  an  amend- 
ment to  a  proposal  that  persons  compounding  medicines 
from  the  prescriptions  of  medical  men  should  also  bo  ex- 
amined, your  Committee  decided  against  the  principal  pro- 
vision contained  in  the  Chemists  and  Druggists  (No.  1)  Bill, 
and  they  accordingly  resolved  to  proceed  with  the  Chemists 
and  Druggists  (No.  2)  Bill. 

After  several  clauses  of  the  Bill  were  passed,  considerable 
difficulty  arose  in  providing  for  the  first  formation  of  the. 
Council  to  which  the  duty  of  regulating  the  examination  of 
chemists  and  druggists  was  to  be  entrusted  ;  and  your  Com- 
mittee, considering  the  advanced  period  of  the  Session,  were 
compelled  to  abandon  the  expectation  of  any  useful  result 
from  a  further  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Having,  therefore,  disposed,  pro  forma,  of  the  remaining 
clauses,  they  came  to  the  following  resolution  : 

That  inasmuch  as  there  appears  to  be  little  prospect  of  any 
satisfactory  termination  to  the  labours  of  the  Committee  in  the 
present  Session,  it  is  desirable  that  the  evidence,  so  far  as  it 
has  been  already  taken,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee, 
be  reported  to  the  House,  accompanied  by  a  recommendation 
that  the  Government  should,  early  in  the  new  Parliament, 
bring  in  a  Bill  cn  the  subjects  referred  to  the  Committee. 

Your  Committee  have  in  conclusion  to  report  that,  in  their 
opinion,  it  is  not  expedient  to  proceed  further  with  either 
of  the  Bills  which  have  been  committed  to  them. 
June  19,  1865. 

In  an  appendix  to  the  report  the  Committee  printed  the 
French  Schedule  of  drugs  and  medicines  (virtually  the 
Poisons  Schedule  then  in  force  in  France),  as  well  as  the

It  is  suggested  for  the  safety  of  the  public  : 

1.  That  any  of  these  articles  kept  in  shops  should  be  kept 
apart  from  other  drugs  and  medicines. 

2.  That  they  should  be  sold  only  by  persons  who  know  what 
they  are  selling,  and  are  able  to  distinguish  arsenic  from  white 
sugar,  laudanum  from  tincture  of  rhubarb,  and  prussic  acid 
from  distilled  water. 

3.  That  some  restrictions  should  be  placed  on  their  sale,  and 
then  put  in  a  mitigated  form  when  for  commerce  or  the  arts 
or  domestic  purposes  they  are  in  great  demand — e.y.,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  articles  in  red  ink. 

4.  Many  more  articles  might  be  introduced,  bnt  that  would 
be  considered  too  great  an  interference  with  trade ;  some  might 
be  omitted,  and  thus  the  facilities  now  existing  for  destroying 
life  by  accident  or  design  might  be  maintained. 

It  will  be  noted  that  although  there  is  here  but  one 
schedule  the  principle  introduced  by  the  United  Society  of 
requiring  less  stringent  selling  conditions  in  the  sale  of 
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certain  articles  was  adopted  by  the  third  recommendation. 
This  was,  however,  ignored  in 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bill  of  1868, 

introduced 

into  the  House  of  Lords  by  Earl  Granville  on  May  19.  In  the 
second  clause  of  this  Bill  "  the  several  articles  named  or  de- 
scribed in  Schedule  A  "  were  to  be  deemed  to  be  poisons, 
and  power  was  sought  to  add  to  the  list  by  resolution  of 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  «f  Great 
Britain,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Council 
and  of  the  Principal  Secretary  of  State,  the  resolution  to 
be  gazetted.  Clause  17  referred  to  labelling  the  poisons  with 
"the  name  of  the  article  and  the  word  'Poison,'  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  seller";  there  was  no  condition 
as  to  entry  in  a  poison-book,  but  the  provisions  of  the 
Arsenic  Act  were  reserved.  The  following  is  the  Schedule 
as  given  in  the  Bill  : 

SCKEDTTLE  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations. 
Oxalic  acid. 
Prussic  acid. 
Chloroform. 

Cvanides  of  potassium  and  mercury. 

Strychnine,  and  all  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  and  their 
salts.

Corrosive  sublimate. 
Belladonna  and  its  preparations. 

Ess?ntial  oil  of  almonds,  unless  deprived  of  its  prussic  acid. 

Cantharides. 

Savin  and  its  oil. 

Schedule  A  as  Passed  by  Parliament 

was  the  work  of  the 

House  of  Commons.  The  Widows  Clause  in  the  Bill,  as  intro- 
duced by  Earl  Granville,  exempted  "the  sale  of  poisons 
for  use  in  manufactures  or  photography"  from  the  pro- 
visions of  the  first  fifteen,  and  the  Lords  amended  this  to 
"the  retailing  of  arsenic,  oxalic  acid,  cyanide  of  potas- 
sium, or  corrosive  sublimate  for  use  in  manufactures."  Mr. 
Bobert  Lowe  strongly  objected  to  this  exemption,  remark- 
ing— 

We  profess  to  regulate  the  sale  of  poisons  by  this  Bill,  yet 
we  propose  to  leave  the  most  subtle  poisons  to  be  sold  by 
ignorant  and  disqualified  persons  because  they  are  said  to  be 
used  and  required  in  ordinary  manufactures  and  household 
duties.  I  think  it  is  most  absurd  to  attempt  such  legislation 
as  this. 

The  House  agreed  with  Mr.  Lowe,  and  the  words  were 
struck  out.  When  Clause  17  was  reached,  it  was  proposed 
to  modify  it  so  that  poisons  marked  with  an  asterisk  should 
be  sold  only  to  persons  known  to  the  seller,  the  sales  being 
registered  and  signed  for.  This  clause  was  drafted  after 
consultation  with  Mr.  John  Simon,  but  was  struck  out. 
and  another  introduced  and  accepted,  in  which  registration 
of  sales  (and  these  only  to  known  persons)  was  a  condition 
for  all  articles  in  the  Schedule :  but  on  the  report  stage  this 
was  withdrawn,  and  a  new  clause  (stated  to  be  the  work  of 
Mr.  John  Simon)  was  adopted.  This  is  the  present  Sec- 
tion 17,  and  it  finally  divided  Schedule  A  into  two  parts, 
as  follows  : 

Part  1. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations. 
Prussic  acid. 

Cyanides  of  potassium  and  all  metallic  cyanides. 
Strychnine,  and  all  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  and  their 
salts. 

Aconite  and  its  preparations. 

Emetic  tartar. 

Corrosive  sublimate. 

Cantharides. 

Savin  and  its  oil. 

Ergot  of  rye  and  its  preparations. 


Part  2. 

Oxalic  acid. 
Chloroform. 

Belladonna  and  its  preparations. 

Essential  oil  of  almonds,  unless  deprived  of  its  prussic  acid. 
Opium  and  all  preparations  of  opium  or  of  poppies. 

The  wording  of  the  Act  and  the  stages  through  which  this 
Schedule  passed  to  completion  leave  little  room  for  doubt 
that  it  originally  meant  no  more  than  what  it  says,  for 
Section  2  declares  that  : 

The    several    Articles    named    or    described    in  the 
Schedule  (A)  shall  be  deemed  to  be  Poisons. 

On  examination  of  the  Schedule  we  find  that,  apart  from 
the  division  into  two  parts  effected  by  Parliament,  five  of  the 
entries  include  the 

Preparations  of  the  Articles 

as  distinguished  from  the 
others  which  have  not  this  all-embracing  addition.  It  is  only 
reasonable  to  conclude  that  Parliament  meant  these  other 
Articles  only,  and  not  their  preparations,  to  be  scheduled 
poisons.  That  was  the  view  taken  when  the  Act  came  into 
force,  and  in  order  to  cover  the  sale  of  articles  containing 
prussic  acid,  cyanides,  strychnine,  atropine,  corrosive  sub- 
limate, and  morphine,  vermin-killers  composed  of  scheduled 
poisons,  and  certain  liquid  preparations  of  cantharides,  the 
Pharmaceutical  and  Privy  Councils  in  1869  added  these  to 
the  Schedule.  By  so  doing  they  continued  to  recognise  the 
principle  which  Parliament  had  adopted  from  the  United 
Society's  Bill,  to  the  effect  that  less  stringent  regulations  are 
required  in  the  sale  of  some  than  in  the  sale  of  others — a 
principle  which  all  authorities  have  considered  to  be  ex- 
pedient and  wise — but  it  has  now  in  a  large  measure  become 
inoperative  because  the  High  Court  has  ruled  that  the  sale 
of  compounds  containing  a  scheduled  poison  is  the  sale  of 
the  poison  itself.  Hence  when  medicinal  or  other  prepara- 
tions of  Articles  named  in  the  original  Schedule  without 
"preparations"  are  sold,  the  conditions  observed  should  be 
those  of  the  part  of  the  Schedule  in  which  the  Articles  occur. 
Thus  the  intention  of  Parliament  to  distinguish  between 
Lethal  and  Medicinal  Poisons  has  to  some  extent  been 
overruled  by  the  Law  Courts,  and  the  validity  of  many  of 
the  additions  made  to  the  Schedule  by  the  statutory 
authority  is  questioned.  It  will  be  useful  to  review  the 
circumstances  which  have  brought  about  this  anomalous  con- 
dition, and  to  inquire  how  it  may  be  remedied.  This  we 
reserve  for  a  future  article. 


Ipecacuanha. 

The  long-delayed  advance  in  the  price  of  ipecacuanha  has 
at  last  taken  place.  It  has  occasioned  no  surprise  among  those 
who  closely  watch  the  article,  for  it  was  quite  justifiable 
many  weeks  ago  from  a  statistical  point  of  view,  and  the  only 
wonder  is  that  the  market  conditions  were  not  responded  to 
more  quickly.  Perhaps  it  is  that  this  year  the  demand  for 
the  drug  has  been  unusually  slow,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
one  of  the  greatest  wars  in  history  has  been  waged.  It  now 
appears  that  the  advance  of  2>d.  per  lb.  at  the  drug-auctions 
last  week  was  merely  preparatory  to  a  succession  of  advances 
which  have  since  occurred.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
5s.  6d.  was  paid  at  the  auction,  but  before  the  week  closed 
the  principal  importer  of  Matto  Grosso  root  sold  at  6?.,  and 
subsequently  6s.  6d.  to  6s,  9d.  was  paid  over  and  over  again, 
there  now  being  no  sellers  under  7s.,  and  for  single  bales  of 
picked  7*.  Zd.  has  been  paid  to  second-hand  holders.  The 
bulk  of  the  sales,  which  refer  to  two,  three,  and  five  bale 
lots,  have  been  made  from  second  hands,  including  whole- 
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salers,  who  have  therefore  been  able  to  secure  a  reasonable 
profit  on  their  recent  purchases.    How  much  further  the 
market  will  advance  it  is  difficult  to  say.  but  the  importer 
of  thirty  odd  bales  of  East  Indian  root  which  have  just  come 
to  hand  has  placed  an  auction  limit  of  8s.  on  his  parcel. 
Looking  at  the  statistical  position  we  find  that  the  stocks 
are  now  very  low,  there  being  only  113  packages  of  Matto 
Grosso  root  in  the  warehouse  on  Wednesday,  and  of  these 
probably  fifty  are  in  first  hands  and  practically  off  the 
market.   Of  East  Indian  root  five  bales  are  in  the  warehouse, 
of  Minas  nine,  and  of  Cartagena  twenty-two.-  These  figures 
compare  with  a  stock  of  about  400  bales  in  1904.  700  bales 
and  1,200  bales  at  the  corresponding  periods  of  1903  and 
1902  respectively.  During  August,  only  twenty-two  bales  of 
Matto  Grosso  root  and  one  of  Cartagena  were  landed, 
whereas  eighty-six   bales   of   all   descriptions   were  de- 
livered,   the    price   advancing   about  4c/.  per   lb.  only. 
So   far  this  year  160  packages   of   Matto   Grosso  root 
have   been   imported,    against  241   packages   last  year, 
these  figures  being  the  lowest  since  1900;    and  of  East 
Indian  we  have  had  119  packages  against  forty-one,  this 
latter  description  helping  to  make  up  the  deficiency  some- 
what.   Of  Minas  root  we  have  imported  only  six  packages, 
and  of  Cartagena  five  packages,  the  reason  for  this  being 
that  the  low  prices  of  all  kinds  of  ipecacuanha  which  set  in 
with  the  advent — two  years  ago — of  the  steadily  increasing 
supplies  of  East  Indian  root  has  practically  driven  Minas 
and  Cartagena  off  the  market.    Indeed,  it  has  been  an  open 
secret  for  some  time  past  that  one  of  the  two  largest  im- 
porters of  Matto  Grosso  root  has  brought  practically  nothing 
to  the  market  this  year  owing  to  unremunerative  prices. 
It  is  therefore  inferred  that  stocks  have  accumulated  on 
the  Brazilian  coast;  and,  now  that  the  market  has  consider- 
ably improved,  shipments  may  shortly  be  resumed.  The 
fortnightly  boat  from  the  Brazils  has  brought  nothing  this 
week,  and  Hamburg  is  unable  to  offer,  while  the  United 
.States  has  been  the  principal  buyer — some  eighty  bales  have 
been  shipped  during  the  past  four  weeks — and  ere  long  the 
annual  order  from  the  India  Office,  amounting  to  twenty-five 
bales,  will  be  placed.    Meanwhile  the  usual  winter  demand 
will  come  on.  so  that  unless  unexpected  shipments  come  to 
hand  (the  brokers  say  they  know  of  nothing)  there  is  a  possi- 
bility of  the  Mincing  Lane  price  for  original  unpicked  pack- 
ages going  to  10s.  per  lb.   It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  the 
record  figure  paid  for  ipecacuanha  within  recent  years  was 
in  June  1899,  when  the  first-hand  price  went  to  lbs.,  and  even 
18s.  was  paid  for  single  bales.    At  that  time  there  were 
ninety-one  packages  of  all  kinds  in  stock. 


"  Bile  Beans"  as  a  Trade-mark. 

The  endeavour  of  the  proprietors  of  Charles  Forde's  Bile 
Beans  to  obtain  in  the  Scotch  High  Court  an  interdict  to 
restrain  an  Edinburgh  chemist  from  selling  pills  under  the 
name  "Bile  Beans"  has  failed,  and  the  Judge  (Lord  Ard- 
wall)  has  given  this  verdict  in  a  considered  judgment  which 
is  as  singularly  pungent  in  regard  to  the  plaintiffs'  bona 
fide*  as  it  is  careful  in  its  forensic  foundation.  He  has 
dismissed  the  action  for  two  reasons,  substantially  :  first, 
the  plaintiffs  were  not  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the 
Court  because  the  nature  of  their  business  is  not  such  as  to 
merit  that  protection.  His  Lordship's  remarks  on  this  point 
are  exceedingly  scathing,  and  the  following  two  passages 
serve  to  illustrate  their  trend.    He  said  of  the  plaintiffs  : 

The  foundation  of  their  success  had  been  the  false  and 
fraudulent  statement  that  their  Bile  Beans  were  for  the  most 
part  composed  of  a  natural  vegetable  substance  which  Mr. 


Fulford  discovered  in  Australia,  which  for  ages  had  brought 
health  and  vigour  to  the  natives  of  that  island-continent. 

Thorp  was  no  doubt  in  his  mind  that  their  business  was 
one  founded  entirely  upon  fraud,  impudence,  and  advertise- 
ment. 

The  second  reason  for  dismissing  the  motion  was  that  the 
right  of  plaintiffs  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the.  words  "  Bile 
Beans"  as  a  description  for  pills  was  not  established  by  the 
evidence,  even  although  this  included  a  registered  trade- 
mark embodying  the  words  which  they  had  acquired.  His 
Lordship  supported  his  judgment  on  this  point  by  reference 
to  a  number  of  House  of  Lords  decisions  in  similar  cases. 
Lord  Ardwall's  judgment  is.  we  are  informed,  to  be  appealed 
against,  but  it  is  noteworthy,  in  reference  to  its  stability, 
that  it  was  arrived  at  without  sympathy  for  the  defendant, 
to  whose  conduct  his  Lordship  referred  in  the  following 
terms  : 

The  respondent  from  the  outset  apparently  endeavoured 
to  appropriate  to  his  own  goods  the  notoriety  which  the 
complainers,  by  their  extensive  advertisements,  had  pro- 
cured for  Charles  Forde's  Bile  Beans.  .  .  .  He  could  not 
approve  of  the  respondent's  proceedings. 

We  may  further  note,  as  a  precaution  to  persons  on  the 
Southern  side  of  the  Border,  that  the  decision  refers  solely 
to  Scotland,  and  although  the  words  "Bile  Beans"  are 
held  to  be  descriptive,  and  not  an  exclusive  trade-mark,  the 
English  Courts  have  always  been  respectful  in  administering 
the  common  law  for  the  protection  of  property  acquired  by 
enterprise.  Notwithstanding  this,  however,  there  cannot 
be  much,  if  any.  difference  of  opinion  about  Lord  Ardwall's 
language  in  deciding  against  the  plaintiffs  on  the  ground  of 
their  bona  fides.  This  is  not  an  unusual  reason  for  failure  in 
Scotch  legal  proceedings,  and  it  is  its  comparative  rarity  in 
England  that  adds  to  the  force  of  his  Lordship's  utterance, 
which  is  not  untimely  in  view  of  the  extraordinary  character 
of  the  advertising  employed  in  introducing  proprietary 
medicines  during  recent  years.  Chemists  generally  are  well 
aware  that  even  their  attested  knowledge  does  not  enable 
them  to  endorse  the  claims  made  by  the  makers  of  such 
medicines,  but  orily  a  judge  can  with  impunity  say  of 
Charles  Forde's  Bile  Beans  that  their  success  is  "  founded 
entirely  upon  fraud,  impudence,  and  advertisement." 
Whether  Lord  Ardwall's  judgment  is  sustained  or  reversed, 
there  can  be  little  doubt  that  sensational  advertisers  of 
proprietary  medicines  will  have  to  take  a  more  modest  line 
of  publicity. 


The  Size  of  Postcards. 

Various  Southwark  traders  during  the  past  week  have 
been  considerably  mystified  and  not  a  little  annoyed  at 
being  suddenly  surcharged  Id.  on  postcards  received  by 
them  from  customers  and  representatives.  In  some  cases 
the  surcharge  was  made  on  a  firm's  own  postcards,  similar 
in  style  and  printed  matter  to  those  in  use  without  demur 
for  years.  It  is  said  that  one  firm  disbursed  as  much  as 
8s.  2d.  in  surcharges  on  the  morning's  mail,  and  Messrs.  F. 
Schutze  &  Co.  inform  us  that  they  paid  Is.  8rf.  in  a  single 
day.  In  order  to  probe  the  mystery,  the  officials  at 
St.  Martin's-le-Grand  were  interviewed,  when  it  was  ex- 
plained that  the  offending  postcards  in  each  case  were 
above  the  regulation  size.  We  have  one  of  the  surcharged 
cards  and  one  of  regulation  size  as  supplied  at  the  G.P.O. 
before  us  as  we  write,  and  we  find  on  careful  comparison 
that  the  offender  is  about  0.75  of  a  millimetre  longer  than 
the  orthodox  card !  The  difference  seems  trivial,  but 
ignoring  it  may  prove  expensive,  and  it  will  be  well  for 
chemists,  retail  and  wholesale,  and  all  connected  with  the 
drug-trade,  to  see  that  their  business  postcards  conform  to 
the  Pest  Office  regulations,  even  to  the  fortieth  of  an  inch. 
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The  Beginning  of  the  Deluge. 

Anon  the  genial  summer  dies. 

The  winter-blossoms  scent  the  air,

Spontaneous  Generation. 

Mr.  Butler  Burke's  experiments  in  the  production  of 
"life"  by  acting  upon  sterilised  solutions  of  gelatin  and 
other  substances  with  radium  salts,  and  the  resulting  for- 
mation of  cell-like  bodies,  are  the  subject  of  an  article  by- 
Sir  William  Ramsay,  communicated  to  the  "Daily 
Chronicle  "  by  the  Potentia  Organisation.  In  the  course  of 
this  Sir  William  says  : 

During  the  decomposition  of  the  (radium)  emanation  into 
helium  and  other  products,  much  heat  is  evolved,  as  was 
shown  by  Professor  Rutherford  ;  it  had  been  shown  before 
by  the  Curies  that  radium  continually  gives  off  heat,  and 
Rutherford  proved  that  by  far  the  major  part  of  the  heat 
was  due  to  the  spontaneous  change  undergone  by  the 
emanation.  Now,  this  energy  need  not  all  be  manifested  as 
heat ;  some,  at  least,  may  appear  as  chemical  action.  A 
solution  of  the  emanation  in  water  decomposes  the  water  in 
which  it  is  dissolved  into  its  constituent  gases,  oxygen  and 
hydrogen.  And  the  rate  at  which  the  water  is  decomposed 
keeps  pace  with  the  rate  at  which  the  emanation  changes  ; 
that  is,  at  the  beginning,  when  the  emanation  is  fresh,  and 
there  is  comparatively  much  present,  the  amount  of  gases 
evolved  is  comparatively  great ;  and  as  the  emanation 
diminishes,  so  the  decomposition  decreases,  less  gas  being 
produced  in  a  given  time. 

The  solution  of  this  gas  in  water  has  the  curious  property 
of  coagulating  white  of  egg,  or  albumen.  What  is  the 
precise  nature  of  the  change  produced  is  unknown.  Hence, 
if  kept  in  a  liquid  containing  albumen,  it  forms,  no  doubt, 
ultra-microscopic  cells ;  for  the  gas  produced  is  liberated  in 
molecules,  or,  it  may  be,  even  in  atoms.  Some  solution,  in- 
jected under  the  skin  of  a  living  being,  surrounds  itself  with 
a  sack  or  bag,  the  walls  of  which  are  thick  and  hard,  and 
are  absorbed  only  slowly  by  the  living  organism.  These 
phenomena  require  further  study. 

Applying  these  observations  to  the  action  of  radium  emana- 
tion upon  gelatin  solutions,  Sir  William  states  that  "the 
emanation  does  not  coagulate  or  apparently  affect  gelatin," 
and,  while  he  is  sceptical  as  to  Mr.  Burke  having  produced 
living  cells,  he  remarks  :  "The  supposition  that  the  pouring 
of  energy  in  some  form  into  matter  similar  to  that  of  which 
living  organisms  are  made,  and  which  serves  as  sufficient 
food  for  actual  living  organisms,  might  conceivably  result 
in  the  production  of  life  is  a  very  attractive  one."  This  is 
not  at  all  encouraging  to  Mr.  Burke,  but  those  who  believe 
with  him  that  life  can  be  produced  ab  initio  and  in  vitrio 
will  find  all  that  can  be  said  on  the  point  in  Dr.  H.  Charlton 
Bastian's  article  referred  to  by  "  Xrayser." 


A  Pioneer  in  Drugs. 

The  drug-trade  of  the  world  is  poorer  this  week  through 
the  death,  on  September  7,  of  Mr.  Thomas  Christy,  F.L.S., 
head  of  the  firm  T.  Christy  &  Co.,  Old  Swan  Lane,  London. 
He  was  one  of  the  most  interesting  figures  connected  with  the 
British  drug  and  produce  trades,  in  which  he  had  spent  his 
life,  and  his  career  had  in  it  many  of  the  features  which 
occur  in  the  romance  of  travel,  and  others  which  go  to  the 
making  of  Empire.  Into  the  details  of  his  life  it  is  not 
possible  for  us  to  enter  now,  writing  as  we  do  within  two 
hours  of  his  death;  suffice  it  to  say  that  after  a  sound 
general  education,  and  pupilage  with  a  commercial  firm, 
he  as  a  young  man  went  to  China,  where  for  some  years  he 
was  engaged  in  the  export  produce  trade.  He  had  always 
had  a  liking  for  botany,  and  had  friendships  with  several 
English  pharmacognosists  who  in  the  'sixties  and  'seventies 
were  forming  modern  materia  medica,  and  his  residence  in 
the  East  was  taken  advantage  of  by  them,  as  they  knew  how 
able  he  was,  from  personal  knowledge  as  well  as  favourable 
situation,  to  secure  those  materials  which  are  so  necessary 
for  determining  the  source  of  drugs.    Returning  to  London 


Me.  Thomas  Chkisty,  F.L.S. 

a  little  over  thirty  years  ago,  Mr.  Christy  started  in  business 
as  a  produce  and  drug  merchant,  and  early  in  the 
'seventies  commenced  the  publication  of  a  series  of 
bulletins  entitled  "  New  Commercial  Plants  and  Drugs," 
which  were  as  keenly  appreciated  by  scientific  men  as  they 
were  by  those  engaged  in  trade.  These  were  devoted  to  the 
sources  of  the  materials  with  which  they  dealt,  their  botany 
being  described,  and  the  essential  parts  of  the  plants  figured, 
and  the  properties  of  the  articles  were  fully  detailed.  In 
this  way  Mr.  Christy's  name  is  associated  with  the  intro- 
duction of  several  important  products,  such  as  ramie 
among  fibres,  and  strophanthus  among  medicines.  More- 
over, at  his  residence  in  the  South  of  London  he  had  a 
magnificent  garden  with  greenhouses,  and  there  he  raised 
from  seeds  or  cuttings  many  of  the  plants  which 
produced  new  drugs,  and  was  thus  able  to  supply 
practical  botanists,  including  Colonial  experimentalists, 
with  most  valuable  material.  Mr.  Christy  did  all  this 
with  the  slightest  regard  for  what  he  might  get  out  of  it ; 
but  meanwhile  his  business  connection  was  growing,  and 
latterly,  with  the  co-operation  of  his  son,  Mr.  Gilbert 
Christy,  and  Mr.  Richardson  and  Mr.  Jahn,  it  has  grown 
into  one  of  the  leading  importing  and  distributing  houses 
dealing  in  pharmaceutical  specialities.  Mr.  Christy  served 
the  Linnean  Society  for  many  years  as  an  active  Fellow, 
and  member  of  the  Council.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  and  a  frequent  visitor  and 
contributor  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  evening  meet- 
ings in  years  gone  by.  As  a  member  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  Chairman  of  its  Chemical  and  Drug-trade 
Section  he  was  closely  identified  with  the  agitation  for  a 
drawback  on  tinctures.  His  death  leaves  a  gap  in  drug- 
trade  circles  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  fill.

MANDARIN  oil  is  a  golden  yellow  liquid  of  an  exceed- 
ingly fine  and  very  pleasant  odour;  it  has  a  charac- 
teristic slight  bluish  fluorescence,  which  becomes  more  pro- 
minent when  diluted  with  alcohol.  Like  the  common  oils 
which  are  expressed  in  Sicily  and  in  the  district  of  Reggio, 
Calabria,  mandarin  oil  is  also  obtained  by  hand  pressure 
with  a  thin  sponge  from  the  slight  and  green  peel  of  the 
pleasant  tasting  fruit  of  Citrus  madurensis,  Citrus  deli- 
ciosa,  or  Citrus  bigaradia  sinensis,  known  as  mandarins. 
The  yield  is  limited,  however,  1,000  mandarins  giving  an 
average  of  about  400  grams  of  oil.  The  time  for  ex- 
pressing the  oil  is  in  November ;  the  fruits,  however,  as  a 
rule,  are  not  used  for  making  the  oil,  but  are  left  on  the 
tree  until  they  ripen,  and  are  exported  for  eating,  being 
largely  in  demand  on  account  of  their  pleasant  taste.  The 
production  of  the  oil  is  therefore  very  limited,  and  often 
the  oil  is  only  made  to  special  order  at  the  time  of  the 
fruit-crop. 

The  pure  oil  has  the  following  constants  : 

Specific  gravity  varying  from  0.854  to  0.858  at  15° 
Optical  rotation  varying  from  +67°  00'  to  +73°  00' 
Boiling-point  varying  from  171°  to  175° 
The  oil  is  composed  for  the  greater  part  of  rf-limonene ; 
it  contains  also  a  small  amount  of  citral  (about  1  per  cent.), 
and  of  the  methyl  ester  of  anthranilic  acid,  to  which  is 
due  the  characteristic  flavour  and  its  bluish  fluorescence, 
and,  according  to  the  chemists  of  Schimmel  &  Co.,  the  oil 
also  contains  a  small  quantity  of  dipentene,  decylic,  and 
nonylic  aldehydes,  linalool,  and  terpineol.    The  pure  oil 
owing  to  its  limited  production  is  rather  rare  on  the  market, 
and,  from  its  high  price,  is  subject  to  many  adultera- 
tions.   In  fact,  most  of  the  so-called  mandarin  oil  which 


goes  into  trade  at  a  low  price  is  composed  of  a  mixture  of 
more  or  less  sweet  or  bitter  orange  oil  (bigarade),  lemon 
oil,  or  terpenes,  and  of  a  quantity  of  mandarin  oil. 

To  detect  these  adulterations  the  fractionated  distilla- 
tion method  of  Soldaini  and  Berte,  adopted  by  us  also  for 
j  bergamot,  lemon,  sweet  and  bitter  orange  oils,  is  very 
reliable.  This  method  differs  from  that  employed  by 
Schimmel,  and  consists  in  distilling  half  the  volume  of  an 
oil  (50  per  cent.)  and  comparing  with  the  various  rota- 
tions of  the  original  oil  of  the  distillate  and  of  the  residue. 
In  fact,  pure  mandarin  oil  always  gives  a  distillate  with 
a  rotatory  power  three  degrees  higher  than  that  of  the 
original  oil,  and  a  residue  equally  lower.  These  great 
differences  in  the  rotatory  power  of  mandarin  oil  are  not 
observed  in  other  similar  oils  of  low  price,  except  bitter 
orange  oil ;  in  fact,  lemon  oil  generally  gives  a  distillate 
with  a  rotation  -f  0°  30'  higher  than  that  of  the  direct 
(50  per  cent.)  distillation  ;  sweet  orange  oil  gives  a  distillate 
with  a  rotation  +1°  30'  higher;  lemon  terpenes  give  a 
distillate  with  a  rotation  -6°  00'  lower  than  that  of  the 
direct.  If  we  add  to  these  variations  those  caused  by  the 
rotatory  power  and  the  specific  gravity  of  any  oil  used  as 
adulterant,  it  is  obvious  that  it  is  easy  to  judge  if  a  sample 
of  mandarin  oil  is  genuine  or  not.  Bitter  orange  oil  has 
optical  variations  in  the  rotatory  powers  of  the  various 
distilled  fractions  somewhat  similar  to  those  of  mandarin 
oil,  having  identical  constituents  like  limonene,  methyl 
anthranilate,  citral,  and  so  on,  but  it  differs  for  the  optical 
rotation,  being  between  +92°  and  +96°,  and  in  specific 
gravity,  which  does  not  differ  from  that  of  sweet  orange 
oil. 

In  the  following  table  we  give  some  analytical  results 
obtained  from  genuine  mandarin  oils ;  the  first  and  the 
second  sample  were  expressed  last  year  in  our  laboratory, 
the  others  we  procured  through  the  courtesy  of  other  large 
makers  :

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In  the  second  table  we  give  some  results  obtained  from 
commercial  oils,  known  as  adulterated,  or  at  least  suspected 
to  be  so,  because  we  obtained  a  distillate  with  a  rotation 
lower — on  average  +3°  00' — and  a  residue  either  higher  or 
not  proportional  to  the  difference  given  by  the  distillate. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  results  that  it  is  possible 
to  detect  the  adulterations  in  mandarin  oil  by  the  fraction- 
ated distillation  as  directed  by  Soldaini  and  Berte.  Next 
season  we  intend  to  carry  out  a  series  of  experiments  on 
mandarin  oils  to  arrive  at  establishing  the  nature  and 
percentage  of  adulterant.

Tube-closing. — An  ingenious  and  effective  machine  for 
closing  collapsible  tubes  is  to  be  seen  in  the  showrooms  of 
Messrs.  John  J.  Griffin  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Sardinia  Street,  W.C. 
It  is  made  by  Mr.  Arthur  Colton  of  Detroit,  and  it  is  cne  of 
the  most  perfect  and  simple  contrivances  for  the  purpose 
that  we  have  seen.  The  illustration  will  give  an  idea  of  its 
appearance  and  construction.  It  may  be  obtained  either 
with  or  without  a  cast-iron  pedestal,  the  weight  of  the 
machine  per  se  being  105  lbs.  The  filled  tubes  are  placed 
end  upwards  in  the  revolving  table  "A"  which  is  fitted 
with  brass  receptacles  of  various  sizes  to  fit  different  sized 
necks.  By  a  turn  of  the  wheel  the  open  end  of  the  tube  is 
caught  between  two  jaws,  and  a  quick  turning  movement 


gives  a  double  fold  to  the  tube  which  completely  seals  it.  The 
width  of  the  second  fold  is  controlled  by  the  adjustment 
"B."  The  method  of  adjusting  the  tube  to  the  required 
fold  is  effected  by  simply  turning  a  screw  in  the  middle  of 
the  revolving  table,  thus  lowering  or  raising  the  tube  to  the 
required  height,  and  securing  a  wide  or  a  narrow  flap  as 
desired.  By  means  of  this  machine  thirty  tubes  may  be 
closed  by  one  person  in  one  minute.  The  price  of  the 
machine  is  36£.  It  may  be  driven  by  a  dynamo,  by  steam, 
or  for  small  laboratories  a  handle  may  be  fixed  to  the  wheel 
and  hand  power  employed.  The  simplicity  of  the  construc- 
tion precludes  the  necessity  of  a  mechanical  knowledge  in 
the  working  of  this  machine,  which  ought  to  have  a  future.

IT  is  to  be  feared  that  many  of  the  visitors  to  the  Royal 
Agricultural  Hall  this  week  will  succumb  to  the  tempta- 
tions surrounding  them  and,  even  as  children,  will  neglect 
the  bread,  the  plainer  part  of  the  Confectioners',  Bakers', 
and  Allied  Traders'  Exhibition  and  Market,  for  the  more 
enticing  saccharine  confections  everywhere  abundant. 
Sweetstuffs  and  confectionery  are  the  outstanding  features 
of  this  13th  International  Exhibition.  Apparently  all  the 
sweets,  cakes,  and  pastries  which  the  combined  genius  of 
the  gourmet  and  the  cook  have  produced  are  there  to  tempt 
at  least  the  eye.  In  all  respects  it  is  a  generous  show,  and 
not  least  generous  are  the 

Competition  Prizes. 
Their  total  value  is  about  20,000/.  In  the  severely  practical 
department  of  bread-baking  they  range  from  200/.  cash,  a 
tour  round  the  world,  or  a  motor-car,  to  silver  and  bronze 
medals,  including  silver  challenge  cups  and  many  cash 
prizes.  In  the  British  honey  competitions,  of  pharma- 
ceutical interest,  the  prizes  include  the  medals  and  certifi- 
cate of  the  British  Beekeepers'  Association  and  about  40/. 
in  cash  prizes,  for  comb,  extracted,  heather,  and  granulated 
honey.  Generally,  the  exhibitors  seem  to  be  satisfied  with 
the  result  of  their  labours.  Indeed,  from  the  artistic  or  the

Ltd., 
of  Willesden,  the  well-known  engineers.  The  Hovis  Co. 
have  the  whole  of  King  Edward's  Hall,  where  they  give 
daily  practical  demonstrations  in  the  making  and  baking  of 
"  Hovis  "  foods. 

There  are  a  few  exhibits  of  direct  pharmaceutical  interest. 
Among  those  devoted  to 

Chemicals  and  Essences. 
the  London  Essence  Co.  have,  as  is  usual,  a  fine  display, 
mainly  of  flavouring  essences,  floral  ottos,  and  colours  used 
in  confectionery.  The  newest  in  this  line  is  a  series  of 
cream  flavours,  including  such  popular  fancies  as  banana, 
pineapple,  raspberry,  strawberry,  black-currant,  peach,  and 
apricot  flavours  for  cream  goods.  The  perfumery  stand  on 
the  outside  of  the  well-known  cream-and-gold  pavilion  is 
attracting  considerable  attention,  especially  among  visitors 
of  the  gentler  sex.  The  latest  perfume  is  "  Phlox^"  an  otto 
combination,  which  is  likewise  much  in  favour  as  a  bouquet 
cachou  for  flavouring-purposes.  By  the  way,  we  gathered 
from  Mr.  Sprague  (who  is  assisted  by  Messrs.  Bradfield, 
Carter,  Perls,  Flint,  and  Wiseman)  'that  the  perfumery 
branch  of  the  business  is  to  be  developed  under  the  name  of 
the  Lescol  Perfumery  Co.  A  price-list  is  in  course  of  pre- 
paration. Cream-of-tartar  substitutes,  naturally  to  the 
fore  in  this  class,  are  shown  by  Hassall  &  Co.  ("  Lasite  " 
for  cakes  and  scones),  and  the  Manchester  Chemical  Co. 
("Kreemola"  and  "  Acidine."  for  general  use  and  for 
sugar  boiling,  respectively).  Baker  &  Co.  (Manchester).

A  hanging-sign,  "  Olive  oil."  attracted  our  attention  to  one 
end  of  the  Great  Hall,  but  the  stall,  rented  by  D.  Politi, 
was  mainly  devoted  to  the  making  and  retailing  of  Turkish 
Delight.  Several  effective  exhibits  of  malt-extracts  are  to 
be  seen.  Edme,  Ltd.,  show  samples  of  the  "  Edme " 
specialities.  Liquid  and  powder  extracts  are  shown  by  the 
British  Malt  Products  Co.  These  are  the  "Lothian" 
specialities.  On  this  stall  we  spied  a  well-put-up  bottle  of 
ol.  morrhuae  c.  ext.  byni.  Samples  of  "  Peptase,"  "  Fer- 
mentose,"  and  other  malt-products,  the  specialities  of  H.  J. 
Mogridge  &  Co..  are  to  be  seen  at  their  smart  stall  in  the 
centre  of  the  Great  Hall.  A  neat  display  of  essential  oils, 
floral  ottos,  extracts,  and  soluble  essences  is  located  in  the 
end  Bay  under  the  orchestra.  It  is  made  by  "Essences" 
(Messrs.  J.  Spencer,  Son  &  J.  F.  Child). 
Stiles,  Ltd.,  have  on  show  four  good  specimens  of  their 


London-made  "Purity"  soda-fountain,  all  parts  of  which 
that  come  into  contact  with  liquid  are  of  glass.  This,  in 
conjunction  with  the  low  price  (15/.),  accounts  for  the  in- 
creasing favour  with  which  the  fountains  are  received. 
The  British  Automatic  Aerators,  Ltd..  show  their 
"  Consol "  aerating  apparatus,  the  under-counter  pattern 
being  particularly  evident.  Fountains  and  sundries  are  also 
shown  by  Farrow  &  Jackson,  Ltd.,  and  by  "Arcanum," 
Ltd.,  whose  apparatus  delivers  simultaneously  syrup  and 
soda  ready  mixed,  and  cuts  off  the  supply  automatically  after 
a  desired  quantity  has  been  delivered.  The  firm  supply 
syrups  and  cordials,  among  them  being  a  stone  ginger  beer 
of  the  correct  flavour. 

Sweetmeats  are  much  in  evidence,  of  course.  In  this 
class  Henri  Nestle's  Swiss  cottage,  where  fatigued  visitors 
are  re-invigorated  by  the  sweet  sustenance  of  Nestles. 
Peter's,  or  Kohler's  milk  chocolate  at  the  hands  of  Alpine 
maidens,  is  indicative  in  its  completeness  of  the  thorough- 
ness with  which  the  firm  are  pushing  the  trade  in  this 
"sweet  restorer."

Another  chocolate 
feature  is  the  nutrient  and  malted  milk  chocolates  and  cocoa 
specialities  manufactured  and  exhibited  by  Cheltine  Foods 
and  Chocolate,  Ltd.  Toffee  is  shown  in  various  forms 
by  John  Mackintosh.  Ltd..  while  S.  J.  Mackenzie  &.  Co., 
Ltd.,  also  have  an  inviting  display  of  this  and  other  sweet- 
meats. 

Mechanical  and  Miscellaneous  Exhibits. 

A  new  machine  for  crushing  and  graduating  roots  or  chemi- 
cals is  part  of  the  fine  exhibit  of  W.  Gardner  &  Sons  (Glou- 
cester). Ltd.  A  type  of  machine  to  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  rough  crusher  is  also  shown.  It  is  constructed  with 
rollers  of  chilled  iron  for  reducing  the  substance  to  a  very 
fine  powder.  When  used  for  preparing  table-salt — as  this 
machine  often  is — the  iron  rollers  are  replaced  by  porcelain. 
There  is  besides,  as  usual,  a  large  show  of  "  Rapid  "  sifters, 
mixers,  and  sprayers. 

The  Miscellaneous  Exhibits  include  the  modern  art  of 
shopfitting  as  demonstrated  by  Parnall  &  Sons.  Ltd. 
They  have  a  businesslike  stall  in  one  of  the  bays  of  the 
Great  Hall  devoted  to  bakery  fittings.  Yapp  &  Co. 
(successors  to  F.  E.  &  G.  Maund,  Ltd.)  are  also  showing 
in  this  connection.  In  the  Galleries  we  discovered  the 
Thomas  O'Brien  cash-tills  with  a  new  patent  receipt - 
giving  self-closing  till,  which  is  neat,  handsome,  and 
effective.  One  of  the  miscellanea  which  should  interest 
chemists  is  "  Suberit."  which  is  being  shown  in  various 
forms  by  Charles  A.  Gould,  British  representative  of  the 
Suberit  Fabrik.  Ltd.  As  has  been  mentioned  in  the 
C.  <b  D.  on  previous  occasions.  "Suberit"  is  made  from 
ground  and  sifted  cork  shavings,  held  together  by  a  bind- 
ing solution,  and  then  subjected  to  hydraulic  pressure. 
Bottle  corks,  rings,  bungs,  and  bath-mats  are  shown,  a 
dozen  of  the  mats  having  been  recently  ordered  for  use  in 
the  ship  in  which  the  Prince  of  Wales  is  to  voyage  to 
India.

and  other  insects,  is  controlled  from  the  same  address  by 
the  American  Cockroach  and  Blackbeetle  Solvent  Co. 
Birdseeds  and  bird  foods  are  the  special  province  of 
R.  Hyde  &  Co..  Ltd.  J.  Defries  &  Sons,  Ltd..  well 
known  to  chemists  as  the  manufacturers  of  the  Pasteur- 
Chamberland  filters,  have  a  comprehensive  exhibit 
of  these,  spray-disinfectors.  and  "  Equifex "  disinfecting 
appliances,  and  liquid  and  scented  formalin.  "Ever- 
trusty  "  sprayers  for  lime-wash  and  disinfectants  are 
shown,  amongst  other  things,  by  Wallach  Bros,  in  a 
corner  of  the  Arcade  entrance.  Light  trucks,  barrows, 
etc.,  are  exhibited  by  Rothschild  &  Baker.  The  well- 
known  hygienic  bins  of  galvanised  steel  made  by  Young's 
Patent  Hygienic  Bin  Co.  are  also  in  evidence.

Me.  S.  W.  Royse,  a  well-known  Manchester  ehemical- 
■mcrchant,  has  contributed  a  long  and  interesting  letter  to 
the  "  Times"  engineering  supplement  on  "  The  Canal  Ques- 
tion," in  which  he  indicates  the  grave  disabilities  under 
which  our  inland  commerce  is  carried  on,  the  chief  one  being 
the  excessive  cost  of  carriage  by  rail.  The  canal  and  inland 
waterways  of  this  country,  it  need  hardly  be  said,  are  in  a 
moribund  condition,  and  compare  very  unfavourably  with 
those  existing  on  the  Continent,  where  they  are  mostly 
-State-owned.  Mr.  Royse  supplies  concrete  instances  of  the 
cost  of  transportation  in  this  country  as  compared  with  the 
■cost  to  our  foreign  rivals.  Take  the  case  of  nitrate  of  soda. 
From  Hamburg  to  Berlin  by  water  (170  miles)  it  cost  4s. 
per  ton,  while  from  Liverpool  to  Manchester  (35  miles)  it 
is  7s.  per  ton,  by  water  or  rail.  Carbolic  acid,  carried  from 
Antwerp  to  Mannheim  (over  400  miles  by  water)  is  5s.  per 
ton,  whereas  from  Ruabon,  near  Wrexham,  to  Liverpool, 
'by  water,  it  is  about  9s.  6d.  per  ton.  Cheaper  transit  is  a 
national  question,  and  Mr.  Royse  puts  forward  several 
suggestions,  chief  of  which  is  that  a  public  trust,  with  a 
Government  guarantee,  should  be  formed  to  take,  improve, 
and  extend  the  waterways  of  this  country. 


For  this  impressionist  sketch  of  Professor  J.  P.  Reming- 
ton, Chairman  of  the  U.S. P.  Revision  Committee,  we  are 
indebted  to  the  "American  Druggist."  The  sketch  was 
■  drawn  by  the  professor's  son  (Mr.  J.  Percy  Remington), 
and  shows  him  in  his  study.  In  an  interview  with  our 
contemporary  the  professor  gave  a  lot  of  particulars  about 
how  the  new  U.S. P.  was  produced.  Professor  Remington's 
summer  residence  is  at  Longport,  N.J.,  and  in  the  grounds 
■of  this  he  has  a  two-floored  building,  called  "  The  Kiddery," 
which  he  originally  built  for  his  children,  who  are  grown 
Tip  now.  When  he  took  up  the  work  of  the  late  Dr.  Rice  the 
professor  had  the  lower  floor  of  this  building  fitted  up  as  a 


library,  and  the  upper  floor  for  experimental  work,  but  both 
were  also  used  for  clerical  work.  There  the  professor  and 
his  assistants  (Professor  Cook,  Miss  Renshaw,  and  Mr. 
J.  Percy  Remington)  spent  the  summers  of  1902-4  in  phar- 
macopoeia work,  this  including  over  11,000  personally 
dictated  letters. 

Ms.  Thomas  A.  Hedley,  representative  in  New  York 
for  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  and  Evans 
&  Sons,  Ltd.,  Montreal,  Canada,  has  been  in  London  this 
week,  and  we  had  a  chat  with  him  in  respect  to  American 
business.  Mr.  Hedley  has  for  twenty-four  years  been  at 
the  other  side  for  his  firms,  and  resided  in  Montreal  and 
Boston  before  settling  down  in  New  York.  He  has 
acquired  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  American  markets 
and  the  introduction  of  British  specialities  to  them.  That 
market  is  just  as  difficult  a  one  to  the  British  manufacturer 
as  the  British  market  is  to  the  American.  Either  of  them 
who  has  a  speciality  that  sells  well  in  his  home  market  is 
apt  to  cherish  the  idea  that  all  he  has  to  do  in  order  to  sell 
it  in  the  other  is  to  send  it  there ;  but  occasionally  a  more 
enterprising  manufacturer  listens  to  the  dovelike  voice  of 
the  advertising-expert,  and  gives  him  a  five  or  six  figure 
appropriation.  This  is  another  way  of  not  making  sure  of 
the  market,  and  speaking  to  Mr.  Hedley  on  these  points 
we  soon  found  that  he  holds  a  full  stock  of  experience  as  to 
what  chemists'  specialities  there  is  room  for  in  the  United 
States,  and  how  to  establish  business  in  them.  Mr. 
Hedley's  headquarters  for  the  next  three  weeks  will  be 
56  Hanover  Street,  Liverpool,  but  he  expects  to  be  in 
London  again  before  returning  to  New  York,  and  will  be 
glad  to  make  an  appointment  with  any  business  man  who 
wishes  to  talk  about  American  business.

T HE  dominion  of  the  Shah  is  apparently  a  practically  un- 
exploitcd  country  as  far  as  British  pharmacy  is  con- 
cerned. Mr.  W.  Schmidt,  of  Taurus,  writing  to  the 
"  Pharmaceutische  Zeitung,"  says  that,  with  the  exception 
of  the  few  European  doctors,  who  are  mostly  missionaries, 
and  one  or  two  Armenians  who  have  studied  in  Europe, 
the  treatment  of  the  sick  in  Persia  is  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  people  quite  innocent  of  scientific  training  in  medicine. 
Anyone  who  can  read  or  write  a  little  may  become  a 
doctor.  Very  often  the  training  consists  in  the  practice 
being  passed  on  from  father  to  son.  A  somewhat  better 
class  are  those  who  have  been  employed  as  mirzas 
(interpreters)  to  European  doctors.  The  most  active  medi- 
cines are  the  best  liked,  and  the  "  doctors"  have  a  prefer- 
ence for  narcotic  extracts  and  alkaloids.  In  Teheran,  the 
capital,  things  are  somewhat  better;  those  intending  to  be 
doctors  attend  the  Polytechnic  and  receive  instruction  from 
European  doctors  and  masters.  Except  those  thus  in- 
structed, the  doctors  have  as  little  knowledge  of  the  origin 
or  preparation  of  a  medicament — be  it  drug  or  chemical — ■ 
as  the  dawassaz  (apothecaries)  or  attars  (druggists).  The 
daivassaz  are 

The  AroTHECAniES  Proper, 
"doctors  keeping  a  pharmacy."  They  sell  European  re- 
medies, and,  in  addition,  tinctures,  fluid  extracts,  &c, 
which  they  themselves  prepare,  and  which  are  often  kept 
in  unlabelled  bottles.  These  pharmacies  are  in  the  bazaar, 
and  are  open  to  the  public  view  from  the  street.  The 
pharmacist  sits  at  the  door  d  la  Turque  before  a  small  table 
with  scales.  The  staff — i.e.,  the  errand-boys  and  workmen 
— work  inside,  and  the  patients  are  received  at  the  door. 
As  a  rule  patients  do  not  enter,  but  remain  in  the  street, 
and  minor-surgery  dressings,  iodine-painting,  &c,  are 
carried  out  there.  The  attars  stock  chiefly  medicinal  herbs 
and  chemicals  used  for  technical  purposes.  These  are  also 
the  places  where  indigenous  or  imported  drugs  are  sold. 
The  bags  are  placed  on  racks,  and  are  often  found  one  in- 
side the  other,  and  the  contents  are  frequently  mixed,  as 
the  receptacles  are  all  without  lid  or  covering.  Tinctures 
and  other  liquid  medicaments  hang  in  bottles  from  the 
roof-beam.  Everything  is  unlabelled,  and  the  drugs  are 
stored  in  close  juxtaposition  to  tea,  sugar,  tobacco,  and 
other  articles  of  domestic  use.    When  one  considers  that 

These  SHOrs  are  Open 
to  the  unpaved  dusty  street,  and  that  dusters  are  unknown, 
one  can  form  some  idea  as  to  the  cleanliness  of  Persian 
pharmacies.  It  is  the  same  with  medicines  as  with  other 
things — the  cheap  price  is  of  more  importance  to  the 
Persian  than  the  value  and  efficiency  of  the  goods.  Cin- 
chonine  is  therefore  sold  instead  of  quinine  and  gurjun 
balsam  instead  of  copaiba. 

There  is  a  need  of  pharmacies  furnished  in  European 
style  in  the  large  towns.  One  was  opened  in  1902  at 
Taurus,  the  capital  of  the  province  Aserbeidjan.  It  is 
called  "  Pharmacie  de  son  Altesse  Imperiale  le  Prince 
Heretier,"  as  both  the  proprietors — Dr.  Coppin,  in  the 
medical  service  of  the  French  Marine,  and  Dr.  Loghman, 
of  the  Mamalek,  a  Persian — are  physicians-in-ordinary  to 
the  Crown  Prince,  who  resides  there.  The  pharmacy  is 
situated  at  the  entrance  to  the  bazaar.  The  building,  which 
was  formerly  a  Persian  dwelling-house,  still  retains  the 
Persian  characteristics — i.e.,  the  division  into  birun  and 
enderun.  Facing  the  street  in  the  birun  {i.e.,  the  former 
men's  quarters)  are  the  pharmacy,  the  telephone-room, 
laboratory,  patent-medicine  and  surgical-dressings  room, 
and  four  cellars  for  storing  goods.  In  the  rooms  of  the 
large  wing,  which  was  formerly  the  enderun  (the  part  in- 
habited by  the  women  and  children),  is  Dr.  Coppin's 
private  room,  the  office,  the  bacteriological  laboratory,  and 
five  store-rooms.  In  the  cellars  are  the  kitchen,  wine- 
cellar,  bottle-room,  packing-room,  wood-cellar,  photo- 
graphic dark-room,  and  the  Seltzer-water  factory.  As 
regards 

The  Work  or  the  Pharmacy 
there  is  not  much  dispensing,  as  the  doctors  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  dispensing  their  own  prescriptions.    They  are 


also  obliged  to  have  a  private  medicine-chest,  as  the  phar- 
macy is  only  open  from  8  a.m.  till  sundown,  and  there 
is  no  night-duty.  Cocaine,  antipyrin,  salol,  santonin, 
ipecacuanha,  &c,  are  known  even  to  the  simple  Persian, 
and  are  very  often  asked  for  and  sold,  as  the  sale  is  not 
legally  restricted.  Pills,  pastilles,  and  capsules  are  much 
in  favour,  as  the  public  has  grown  accustomed  to  them 
through  their  having  been  supplied  by  the  European 
doctors,  who  kept  a  supply  of  them  for  convenience  sake. 
Native  drugs  are  little  in  demand,  and  are  mostly  sold  by 
the  attars.  A  wholesale  drug  and  chemical  business  is 
also  connected  with  the  pharmacy,  and  proves  a  great  con- 
venience to  doctors  and  pharmacists.  As  the  transit 
through  Russia  via  Batoum,  Tiflis,  and  Djoulfa,  is  pro- 
hibited, all  the  goods  from  Western  Europe  go  over 
Trapezunt,  and  are  sent  from  there  by  mules  or  camels — 
a  three  to  four  months'  journey. 

A  Commission-business 
is  a  side-line,  and  as  all  goods  are  disposed  of  in  the 
pharmacy  itself,  in  addition  to  medicines  there  are  sold 
photographic  apparatus,  sardines,  pianos,  tent-beds,  oil 
paints,  clocks,  optical  goods,  text-books,  clothing-material, 
guns,  preserves,  &c.  One  customer  has  photography  ex- 
plained to  him,  another  hears  a  piano  played,  a  third  has 
a  telegram  translated,  and  all  the  time  one  must  be  on  the 
look-out  to  see  that  nothing  is  taken  away.  Even  the 
door-bell  was  stolen  one  day.  A  seid  (a  descendant  of  the 
Prophet)  went  to  the  pharmacy  to  be  taught  English  and 
went  away  quite  disappointed  when  told  that  the  phar- 
macy was  not  the  place  for  learning  languages.  Analyses 
are  often  done  for  the  Customs  department.  These  are 
chiefly  of  aniline  dyes,  the  import  of  which  is  strictly 
prohibited.  The  people  like  to  use  them  on  account  of 
their  being  easy  to  handle;  the  carpet-export  trade  would, 
however,  suffer  if  aniline  dyes  were  used.  Attempts  are 
constantly  being  made  to  import  aniline  dyes  under  all 
manner  of  names  so  as  to  cheat  the  Customs. 
There  is 

No  Lack  of  Variety 
in  the  customers.  Next  to  the  great  aglia.  with  a  train  of 
thirty  or  forty  servants,  comes  the  mollah  in  dignified 
silence,  then  the  Kurd  in  his  picturesque  costume,  followed 
by  the  seid,  wearing  the  green  turban  that  only  the  direct 
descendants  of  the  Prophet  are  allowed  to  wear.  They 
all  beat  down  the  prices  of  the  articles  they  wish  to  buy. 
The  women  are  the  worst  in  this  respect  :  the  way  they 
haggle  over  prices  beggars  description.  Sometimes,  but 
not  often,  it  happens  that  customers  wish  to  be  served  by 
Persians,  as  the  more  scrupulous  consider  that  medicines 
would  be  rendered  impure  if  touched  by  a  Christian. 

The  mixture  of  languages  is  one  of  the  most  interesting 
things  in  everyday  experience.  German,  French.  English, 
Russian,  Turkish,  Persian,  and  Armenian  are  all  spoken ; 
Tartar-Turkish,  the  colloquial  language,  being  most  used. 
As  the  writing  and  reading  of  the  Arabian  scrip  takes 
years  of  study  and  practice,  three  Persians  are  employed 
in  the  pharmacy  as  interpreters  who  speak  French  in 
addition  to  Persian  and  Turkish.  The  trade  with  the 
native  public  is  mostly  carried  on  through  them.  It 
sometimes  happens,  however,  that  a  customer  arrives 
speaking  a  language  which  none  of  the  staff  understands. 
Two  Frenchmen  are  employed  as  bookkeepers  and  corre- 
spondents. 


"  Optanine  "  Prohibited  in  New  Zealand.— The  "  New 
Zealand  Gazette  "  of  July  6  contains  a  proclamation  prohibit- 
ing the  importation  into  New  Zealand  of  "  optanine,"  an 
article  used  in  brewing  in  the  place  of  hops. 

A  Chemist's  AVife  at  the  seaside  with  the  children  wrote  in 
one  of  the  daily  epistles  to  her  husband  :  "  We  went  to  the 
Aquarium,  and  the  children  were  delighted  with  the  monkey- 
house.

The  bulk  was  purchased  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
France,  Germany,  and  the  United  States.  The  perfumery 
imports  last  year  amounted  to  29,505/.  in  value,  or  9.543/.  more 
than  in  1903.  They  chiefly  came  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
France,  Germany,  and  the  United  States.

His  later  patent  for 
sterilising  water  is  the  iodine  process,  for  which  he  has 
granted  us  the  sole  licence.

The  Glasgow  Faculty  and  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy. 

Sir, — Our  friend  of  the  Glasgow  Faculty  has  a  firm  faith 
in  his  old  charter.  In  so  far  as  its  provisions  are  in  harmony 
with  those  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  other 
statutes,  the  charter  may  be  of  some  value,  but  otherwise 
it  is  of  merely  antiquarian  interest,  and  could  not  be  used 
as  a  means  of  getting  behind  the  Pharmacy  Act  and  defeat- 
ing its  purpose.  For  many  generations  the  blacksmiths  of 
Culross  enjoyed  the  exclusive  privilege  of  making  girdles, 
founded  on  a  charter  granted  by  one  of  the  James's  and 
confirmed  by  another.  But  the  jealousy  of  other  towns 
brought  the  matter,  in  course  of  time,  before  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  had  no  difficulty  in  deciding  that  such  peculiar 
privileges  (although  undoubtedly  a  royal  grant)  could  not 
be  maintained  as  law  in  modern  times.  I  fear  the  ancient 
charter  of  the  West  would  meet  with  a  similar  fate  if 
certain  of  its  privileges  were  attempted  to  be  applied.

A  Russian  in  the  Transvaal. 
Sir,— I  notice  in  the  C.  &  D.  just  to  hand  that  a  certain 
Ivan  Sachs  has  been  grossly  slandering  English  pharmacist- 
assistants  in  this  Colony.  Because  Ivan  Sachs  has  found 
one  or  two  who  are  not  exactly  angels,  he  must  forsooth  con- 
demn the  whole  of  the  English  assistants  here.  Everybody 
knows,  with  perhaps  the  solitary  exception  of  Mr.  Ivan 
Sachs,  that  "black  sheep"  are  to  be  found  in  every  flock. 
He  must,  indeed,  have  been  unfortunate  in  his  selection  of 
assistants,  for  he  gives  it  forth  that  he  has  a  very  poor 
opinion  of  us.  I  venture  to  assert  that  the  opinions  of  those 
assistants  who  have  from  time  to  time  been  in  the  employ 
of  Mr.  Ivan  Sachs  would  make  some  very  interesting  read- 
ing. He  writes  of  salaries  ranging  from  111.  10s.  to  30/.  per 
month.  So  far  well ;  but  will  he  kindly  inform  us  what 
salary  he  pays  to  his  "miserable  drunks  and  dirty-handed 
assistants  "  ?  I  happen  to  know  Ivan  Sachs,  and  he  would 
expect  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  first-class  up-to-date  gilt- 
edged  paragon  (sober  and  clean-fingered  understood)  for  a 
miserable  15/.  or  16/.  a  month,  graciously  allowing  him  to 
work  every  three  out  of  four  Sundays,  and  longer  hours 
than  any  other  assistant  in  his  locality.  Mr.  Sachs  whines 
over  the  fact  that  foreign  pharmacists  may  not  practise 
without  going  through  that  little  formality,  the  examination 
of  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board,  qualifying  them  as 
chemists  and  druggists  here.  It  is  fortunate  for  Mr.  Sachs 
that  a  few  years  ago  those  in  authority  granted  him  his  regis- 
tration, but  why  should  we  Britishers  submit  to  hordes  of 
Russian  Jews  practising  here  and  doing  us  out  of  our  just 
rights  ?  Do  the  Russians  allow  English  pharmacists  to  prac- 
tise in  St.  Petersburg  or  Moscow  or  anywhere  in  Russia  with- 
out qualifying  themselves  according  to  Russian  law  ?  I  think 
not.  What  is  good  for  the  goose  is  also  good  for  the 
gander.    Mr.  Sachs  mentions  his  own  pharmacy  as  return- 


ing about  3,000/.  per  annum,  and  he  complains  that  only 
1,500  prescriptions  find  their  way  to  him  to  be  dispensed. 
Surely  that  should  be  proof  conclusive  to  Mr.  Sachs  that 
the  doctors  in  his  locality  prefer  having  their  prescriptions 
dispensed  by  English  pharmacists.  He  omits  to  inform  us 
what  percentage  of  the  1,500  prescriptions  were  written  by 
Russian  medicos.  As  a  parting  shot,  Mr.  Ivan  Sachs  is 
good  enough  to  inform  us  that  it  is  "unfortunate  that  the 
English  do  not  allow  Russian  pharmacists  to  practise  here ; 
if  they  were  chosen  in  place  of  the  English  it  might  be 
good  business."  Quite  so — for  the  Russians;  but  we  are 
not  such  fools.

The  circlet, 
instead  of  being  composed  of  four  crosses  alternating  with

four  fancy  floral  devices,  while  the  double  diadem  or  arches 
supporting  tho  orb— rises  not,  as  it  should,  from  the  crosses, 
but  from  tho  aforesaid  floral  devices.  Chemists  who  uso  the 
royal  arms  on  their  prescription  envelopes,  please  note. 

A  Photographic  Lens  Case.— Several  photographic 
journals  have  just  roported  that  Messrs.  Brickell  &  Jones, 
chemists,  Brondesbury.  have,  by  order  of  Mr.  Justice  War- 
rington, been  restrained  by  injunction  from  passing  off  photo- 
graphic goods  of  inferior  quality  as  the  manufactures  of 
Perken,  Son  &  Co.,  Ltd.  Messrs.  Brickell  <£  Jones  consider 
that,  put  in  this  way.  the  matter  reflects  unfairly  upon  them. 
In  a  letter  to  us  they  mention  that  in  June  last  they  published 
an  illustrated  photographic  catalogue,  and  they  asked  Messrs. 
Perken.  Son  &  Co.  to  lend  their  printers  blocks  to  illustrate 
the  structure  of  a  rapid  rectilinear  lens,  no  particular  make 
being  specified.  The  blocks  were  duly  delivered  to  the 
printers  and  used  in  the  catalogue,  where  prices  were  quoted— 
e.g.,  j-plate,  with  Waterhouse  stop,  lis.  6(7.  Messrs.  Brickell 
&  Jones  did  not  observe  that  Messrs.  Perken,  Son  &  Co.'s  name 
was  on  the  blocks,  and  were  not  aware  that  the  firm's  R.R. 
lenses,  as  figured,  are  higher  in  price  than  the  catalogue 
quotation.  In  replv  to  a  written  order  of  July  19  for  "  one 
quarter-plate  Rapid  Rectilinear  lens,  with  Waterhouse  stop, 
as  illustrated,"  13a.  6(7.  being  enclosed,  B.  &  J.  supplied 
an  ordinary  R.R.  lens,  not  Messrs.  Perken,  Son  &  Co.'s  make, 
and  it  was  in  respect  to  this  that  the  action  was  taken.  As 
soon  as  Messrs.  Brickell  &  Jones  had  their  attention  called  to 
the  matter  by  Messrs.  Perkens'  solicitors  they  removed  the  in- 
appropriate page  from  their  catalogue,  and.  through  their 
solicitors,  offered  to  pay  40.'.  for  damages,  giving  an  under- 
taking in  the  terms  of  the  writ  with  which  they  had  been 
served.  Mr.  Justice  Warrington  gave  judgment  according  to 
the  terms  agreed  upon,  with  costs  to  the  plaintiffs.

7.  i?.  Victim  (54/44).— Medicine-stamp  Questions.— The 
title  "  Cooling  and  Teething  Powders  "  is  a  dutiable  descrip- 
tion. The  "  Household  Embrocation  "  is  liable  because  it  is 
recommended  for  "  Sprains,  Strains,  etc."  Your  cough-pre- 
paration is  liable  on  account  of  the  title,  and  also  on  account 
of  the  recommendation  "  For  Chest  and  Lung  Affections." 
Your  "Backache  and  Kidney  Pills"  are  liable,  both  on 
account  of  the  use  of  the  word  "  backache  "  and  the  possessive 
case.  Your  "  Splendid  Bottle  for  Neuralgia  "  is  liable  on 
account  of  the  words  "For  Neuralgia."  and  also  because  it 
states  that  it  "  cures  in  a  few  doses."  The  tooth-tincture 
which  "  relieves  instantly  "  is  liable  because  it  means  relieving 
toothache,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  verse  of  your  handbill : 

When  my  awful  tooth  doth  give  me  pain, 

And  I  feel  like  one  insane. 

Who  quickly  puts  me  right  again? 

My  chemist. — 

Other  verses  alongside  the  description  of  the  medicines  on 
your  handbill  appear  to  us  to  be  recommendations.  For 
example,  the  following  verse  applied  to  a  cooling  powder 
holds  it  out  for  teething  (which  the  Board  consider  an 
ailment) : 

When  through  my  hard  and  swollen  gum 
The  tardy  tootsey  would  not  come. 
Who  with  his  powders  made  thinss  hum  ?

So  also  the  following  is  clearly  intended  to  be  a  recommenda- 
tion of  your  tamarind  syrup  : 

Who  eased  me  when  I  coughed  and  sneezed, 
And  my  poor  throat  and  bronchials  eased.

The  "Household  Embrocation"  label  does  not  render  the 
preparation  liable  to  duty.  The  "Cooling  and  Aperient" 
wrapper  is  not  dutiable,  the  title  being  one  approved  bv  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  but  the  "  Cooling  and  Teethin^ 
Powder    is  dutiable  (apart  from  the  title),  owing  to  the  words 

Assisting  Teething"  and  "Correcting  the  Stomach." 
nv?'  B\  <52  32).— Disclosure  and  Use  of  Possessive  Case.— 
Ihe  label  which  you  submit  comes  within  the  Board  of  In- 
land Revenue's  terms  of  disclosure  as  regards  "known,  ad- 
mitted, and  approved  "  remedies,  except  in  so  far  as  you  use 


tho  possessive  case.  This,  the  Board  have  always  held, 
amounts  to  a  claim  to  a  proprietary  right  or  a  claim  to  some 
OCCult  secret  or  art  in  the  preparation  of  the  remedy,  and  as 
cither  of  these  claims  excludes  the  remedy  from  the  benefit  of 
the  exemption,  it  would  be  well  for  you  not  to  use  the 

po.ssessive  case.    It  is  true  that  before  tin'  decisi   Farmer 

v.  Glvn-Jones  the  Board  considered  such  a  title  as  "Smith's 
Tincture  of  Rhubarb.  Prepared  according  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia"  to  be  non-dutiable,  because,  as  Alpe  well 
obs  >rved,  the  statement  that  the  article  is  prepared  according 
m  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  "rebuts  the  presumption  that 
the  preparation  is  a  nostrum  or  a  proprietary  medicine."  Your 
title,  "  Smith's  Diaphoretic  Mixture  of  Camphor  and 
Quinine,"  is  not  on  all  fours  with  this,  as  it  does  not  exclude 
the  possibility  of  there  being  an  occult  secret  or  art  for  mixing 
the  components  of  tho  preparation. 

Vi  rax  (55/4).— Is  Ung.  Hellebori.  P.L.,  a  Legal  Poison  ?  - 
There  is  no  entry  in  the  Poisons  Schedule  which  contemplates 
the  scheduling  of  this  preparation.  Hellebore  is  not  a 
scheduled  poison,  but  it  has  been  argued  that  a  preparation 
containing  it  is  a  Part  1  poison,  because  a  poisonous  vegetable 
alkaloid  can  bo  extracted  from  it.  The  inference  is  an  absurd 
travesty  of  the  intentions  and  objects  of  the  law,  but  it  seems 
to  have  support  in  the  Armson  decision,  which  ruled  that  a 
preparation  made  inter  alia  from  opium,  and  from  which  pre- 
paration morphine  was  isolated  by  the  analyst,  is  (for  the 
purposes  of  selling)  to  be  regarded  as  morphine.  This  deci- 
sion was  quite  at  variance  with  the  schedule  itself,  which  says 
that  "Opium  and  all  its  preparations"  are  in  Part  2.  It  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  revised  in  the  case  now  awaiting  appeal  ; 
at  any  rate,  until  it  is  confirmed  preparations  of  hellebore 
should  not  be  regarded  as  scheduled  poisons. 

Zeta  (50/20). — Terminating  a  Lease. — A  takes  a  lease  of 
seven  years  on  a  shop,  but  after  four  years  finds  he  is  unable 
to  make  the  business  pay.  How  can  he  terminate  it?  Is 
there  any  course  other  than  the  filing  of  a  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy ?  Does  an  assignment  to  trustees  terminate  it  ? 
[Without  seeing  the  lease  we  cannot  say  whether  it  contains  a 
power  to  determine  the  term  before  the  end  of  the  seven 
years.  In  the  ordinary  course,  however,  a  lessee  cannot  ter- 
minate his  lease  without  the  consent  of  the  lessor.  If  the 
lessee  becomes  bankrupt,  his  trustee  can  disclaim  the  lease 
like  any  other  onerous  contract.  We  should  advise  our  sub- 
scriber to  see  his  landlord,  and  try  to  got  him  to  consent  to  a 
surrender.]

Oats  (Tasmania)  (37/21). — The  samples  will  be  reported 
upon  when  analyses  have  been  made.  The  effervescence  in 
the  arsenic  and  tobacco  mixture  is  due  to  interaction  between 
the  arsenic  and  carbonate  of  soda,  besides  that  which  may 
come  from  boiling  the  bicarbonate,  and  any  reaction  with  free 
acid  in  the  tobacco.  If  boiled  in  a  copper  vessel  some  of  the 
arsenic  will  be  deposited  on  the  metal.  The  mixture  will  keep 
perfectly  in  tins. 

Varnish  (50/31). — Confectionery  Glaze. — The  bright  sur- 
face on  coated  confections  is  usually  given  by  smearing  the 
inside  of  the  coating-pan  with  wax  before  the  goods  get  the 
final  polish,  but  recently  a  benzoin  varnish  has  been  intro- 
duced. The  latter  is  probably  what  you  require.  We  have 
not  a  formula  for  this,  but  perhaps  some  subscriber  will  oblige. 

Lac  (53  43). — The  ordinary  Lactometer  for  the  approxi- 
mate estimate  of  fat  in  milk  might  suit  your  farmer- 
customer.  It  is  a  narrow  cylindrical  glass  measure,  in  which 
the  cream  separates,  and  is  read  off  in  approximate  percent- 
ages. The  same  principle  is  more  accurately  applied  by 
analysts  with  the  centrifuge  and  graduated  tubes,  only  the 
doubtful  samples  being  re-estimated  gravimetrically. 

F.  S.  S.  (Cape  Colony)  (53/58).— The  matter  which  you 
submit  requires  some  investigation,  which  we  shall  gladly 
undertake  with  a  view  to  elucidation  of  the  point.

In  drugs,  a  feature  of  the  week  has  been  the 
rapid  advance  in  ipecacuanha,  owing  to  the  depleted  stocks 
and  improved  all-round  demand.  Importers  of  Sumatra 
benzoin  are  asking  an  advance  of  10*.  owing  to  the  scarcity 
of  good  seconds,  and  the  resumption  of  business  with  Russia 
has  helped  the  position  considerably.  Japanese  camphor 
continues  to  improve  and  stocks  are  getting  appreciably  less. 
Japanese  wax,  on  the  spot,  is  also  dearer.  Manna  still 
tends  higher,  and  lycopodium  is  lower.  American  pepper- 
mint oil,  on  the  other  hand,  is  tending  easier  as  the  crop 
news  is  favourable.  Among  chemicals,  sulphur  is  dearer  in 
Sicily,  owing  to  the  renewal  of  the  agreement  between  the 
Anglo-Sicilian  Co.  and  the  Sicilian  mine-owners.  Arsenic  and 
ammonia  sulphate  are  also  higher.

Opium. — The  London  market  is  flat  and  no  business  has 
transpired.  Good  Turkey  druggists'  is  quoted  9s.  to  9s.  3d. 
per  lb. 

Smyrna,  August  25. — The  sales  amount  to  64  cases,  as 
follows  :  Four  cases  old  Karahissar  t.q.  at  9s.  lid.  and  64  cases 
old  Karahissar  t.q.  at  the  equivalent  of  8s.  lid.  per  lb.,  c.i.f. 
The  market  closes  firm  with  buyers,  and  the  arrivals  amount 
to  776  cases,  against  2,895  cases  at  the  same  time  last  year. 
The  quality  of  the  new  opium  has  not  been  satisfactory,  and  in 
consequence  orders  for  tine  quality  have  remained  unexecuted, 
as  old  merchandise  is  held  much  above  buyers'  ideas. 

Smyrna,  August  25. — The  sales  this  week  amount  to  64  cases, 
including  50  cases  Karahissar  t.q.,  10  cases  common  current 
t.q.  for  the  United  States,  and  one  case  extra  Karahissar  t.q. 
for  France.  The  opium  purchased  by  the  United  States  this 
week  is  to  replace  what  was  refused  when  inspecting  their 
recent  large  purchases.  Sellers  are  still  very  reserved  and 
tenacious,  and  the  general  feeling  continues  to  be  optimistic. 
When  buyers  come  on  the  market  again  we  may  see  higher 
prices.  The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  to  date  amount  to  776  cases, 
against  2,895  cases  at  the  same  period  last  year. 

A  monthly  report  from  Smyrna  states  that  the  sales  during 
August  amount  to  607  cases!  as  follows:  530  for  America; 
31  for  the  Continent ;  20  for  England  ;  and  26  for  speculators. 
The  great  need  of  money  on  the  part  of  the  majority  of  holders 
keeps  prices  down  ;  had  it  been  otherwise  speculators  would 
have  greatly  aided  the  upward  movement,  and  to-day  we 
would  have  been  6(7.  to  8c?.  per  lb.  higher.  Anyway,  the  im- 
pression is  still  very  strong  towards  higher  prices"  later  on. 
The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  to  date  are  776  cases,  against  2.895 
at  same  period  last  year,  and  in  Constantinople  528.  against 
1,394.  The  stock  in  first  and  second  hands  is  3,742  cases, 
against  4,623  last  year,  and  in  Constantinople  814,  against 
1,309  cases. 

Pistachio-nuts.—  The  crop  has  been  a  good  one,  and 
prices  have  declined  considerably.  Old  crop  for  prompt 
shipment  is  quoted  3s.  6(7.  per  kilo.,  and  new  crop  for 
October  shipment  3s.  9d.  net,  f.o.b. 

Potashes  are  easy,  both  first  American  and  first  Montreal 
being  offered  at  30s.  per  cwt.  Pearl  is  practicallv  unob- 
tainable. 

Quassia-woob. — Surinam,  dry,  in  logs  is  quoted  16s. 
per  cwt.,  c.i.f. 

Quinine. — The  continued  heavy  bark  shipments  from 
Java  (the  correct  figures  for  which  are  published  in  this 
issue)  have  further  depressed  the  market,  and  prices  in 
second  hands  declined  from  the  nominal  value  of  9^(7.  to  9d. 
per  oz.,  at  which  price  there  has  been  more  speculative 
demand,  and  on  Tuesday  several  small  parcels  of  good 
German  sulphate  changed'  hands  at  that  figure.  There  are 
further  buyers  at  9(7.  spot,  but  no  sellers  under  9£rf.  The 
makers'  price  is  unchanged  at  10^d.  per  oz. 


Rhubarb. — The  s.s.  Ben  Lomond,  from  Shanghai,  has 
arrived  with  120  packages,  and  the  Java  with  24  cases. 

Rose-petals. — Dutch  red  of  new  crop  are  quoted  2s.  4;/. 
per  lb.,  c.i.f..  and  for  French  2s.  3d.  is  quoted. 

Sandalwood. — For  well-formed  and  sound  Macassar  logs 
said  to  be  of  rich  yield  38s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  is  quoted. 

Sarsaparilla. — No  arrivals  of  grey  Jamaica  have  taken 
place ;  Is.  5d.  is  quoted  from  second  hands,  and  Is.  3d.  for 
Lima-Jamaica. 

Senega. — Quiet,  with  small  sales  at  2s.  9d.  net  on  the  spot. 

Shellac. — Quiet  and  unchanged,  with  small  spot  sales  on 
the  basis  of  180s.  for  fair  TN  orange.  Futures  have  been 
quite  inactive,  sellers  quoting  October  delivery  at  179s.,  with 
buyers  at  177s.  To-day  140  cases  GAL  Garnet  have  been 
sold  at  140s. 

Spices. — At  auction  Jamaica  Ginger  was  steady,  140 
packages  being  offered,  of  which  37  sold  at  42s.  for  good 
common  but  small  in  bags,  and  44s.  to  47s.  for  fair  washed. 
Bold  selected  cut  Cochin  was  bought  in  at  70s.,  bold  cut  at 
65s.,  fine  medium  at  60s.,  and  good  unsorted  native  cut  at 
42s.  per  cwt.  Singapore  Pepper  partly  sold  at  5|c7.  for  grey, 
and  fair  Tellicherry  was  bought  in  at  6%d.  Privately  fair 
Singapore  is  quoted  6d.  on  the  spot.  White  Pepper  at 
auction  was  bought  in,  including  good  bright  Singapore,  at 
9^(7. ,  and  fair  limed  Penang  at  8(/.  Privately  spot  is  quoted 
at  8-;%f7.  and  fair  Penang  at  8d.  per  lb.  Chillies  were 
steady  in  auction,  fine  Nyasaland  selling  at  37s.,  and  a  few- 
large  Japan  at  24s.  6(7.  per  cwt.  Pimento  steady,  a  few 
mixed  blacks  selling  at  2^(7.  Nutmegs  and  Mace  steady  but 
quiet.  Zanzibar  Cloves  were  bought  in  at  from  5f<7.  to  6d. 
for  fair  to  good.  Privately  fair  on  the  spot  are  quoted  at 
5|</..  and  for  delivery  only  a  small  business  has  been  done, 
including  October-December  at  5-?sd.  to  5|c7.,  but  sellers  at 
the  close  ask  5{^c7. 

Sulphur. — An  advice  from  Messina,  dated  August  21, 
states  that  a  meeting  has  taken  place  at  Rome  between  the 
Anglo-Sicilian  Co.  and  the  Sicilian  mine  owners  in  regard  to 
the  renewal  of  the  contract.  It  is  said  the  result  is  favour- 
able to  a  renewal,  as  the  Italian  Government  has  granted  con- 
cessions, as  yet  unknown.  A  second  meeting  took  place  in 
Paris  between  Mr.  Frasch  and  the  Anglo-Sicilian  Co..  and 
an  agreement  was  come  to,  the  conditions  of  which  are  also 
not  made  public.  The  effect  of  these  agreements  has  already 
been  felt,  as  the  monopoly  have  suddenly  raised  price  4s. 
to  5s.  The  reduction  in  price  granted  to  U.S.A.  exporters 
has  been  withdrawn,  and  the  monopoly  have  become  a  buyer 
in  the  open  market,  but  now  "outsiders"  have  withdrawn 
and  the  market  is  in  a  chaotic  state.  The  statistics  of  ex- 
ports and  stocks  appear  to  be  unfavourable  to  the  advance. 
Exports  from  January  to  July  were  314.646  tons,  against 
332.543  tons,  and  the  stocks  have  increased  from  293.188  tons 
to  337,777  tons.  The  stock  held  by  the  monopoly  amounts  to 
about  300.000  tons,  representing  a  value  of  about  one  million 
sterling.  The  advance  in  Sicily  has  not  affected  the  London 
market,  as  the  demand  has  been  quiet  of  late,  partly  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  demand  for  hop-dressing  has  been  practi- 
cally nil  this  year.  Foreign  flowers  are  quoted  at  6/.  2s.  6(7. 
per  ton,  and  roll  at  2s.  6c7.  less. 

Tragacaxth  is  quiet,  but  prices  appear  to  be  tending 
firmer  in  conjunction  with  all  kinds  of  Persian  produce. 

Wax,  Bees'. — Sales  of  good  Australian  have  been  made  at 
11.  10s.  per  cwt. 

Wax,  Japan,  is  about  3s.  per  cwt.  dearer  on  the  spot,  up 
to  59s.  having  been  paid  for  small  parcels,  and  60s.  is  now 
asked  ;  for  shipment  57s.  6(7.,  c.i.f.,  has  been  paid.

The  French  Sugar  Crisis. 

The  Societe  des  Raffinerie  et  Sucrerie  Say,  of  Paris  and 
London,  have  issued  a  circular  stating  that  in  consequence  of 
the  wild  rumours  which  have  been,  and  are  still  being  in- 
tentionally circulated  by  interested  people  owing  to  the  death 
of  their  regretted  general  director,  they  beg  to  state  that  his 
death  has  no  influence  whatever  on  the  general  business  of  the 
society,  the  future  of  which  is  in  no  way  involved.  Their 
Administrative  Council  has  just  renewed  the  powers  of  their 
previous  managers,  and  there  is  no  alteration  whatever  in  the 
stability  of  the  refinery. 

Troubles  in  Formosa. 

Trouble  between  the  aborigines  and  those  engaged  in  the 
camphor-industry  in  Formosa  still  continues  to  be  of  a  deadly 
character.  From  a  short  account  given  in  the  "  Morning 
Leader "  it  appears  that  the  Towabar  tribe  assented  to 
camphor  operations  being  carried  on  in  their  territory,  and 
over  200  operatives  entered  the  district  and  established  a 
factory  and  station.  A  large  body  of  aborigines,  however, 
appeared  and  opened  fire.  Fighting  continued  for  some  days, 
and  the  police  force  have  lost  two  of  their  number,  and  four 
others  have  been  wounded.  Considerable  loss  has  been 
inflicted  on  the  natives. 

New  Hebrides  Arrowroot. 

Captain  Rason,  R.N.,  the  Resident  Deputy-Commissioner 
for  the  New  Hebrides,  in  an  interesting  report  he  has  for- 
warded to  the  High  Commissioner  for  the  Western  Pacific  on 
the  trade  of  New  Hebrides,  states  that  "  arrowroot  is  made 
chiefly  by  the  Christian  natives  for  the  support  of  the  mission, 
the  printing  of  Bibles,  and  other  works.  This  arrowroot  is  of 
excellent  quality,  but  is  generally  sold  privately  to  supporters 
of  the  mission  at  a  price  above  its  market-value.  If  there  was 
any  market  near  on  which  arrowroot  could  be  placed  on  its 
own  merits,  the  New  Hebrides  arrowroot  would  compete 
successfully  even  with  the  arrowroot  from  Bermuda." 

Lemongrass  Oil. 

The  Trivandrum  correspondent  of  the  "  Madras  Times," 
writing  on  August  15,  states  that  "  the  auction  sales  for  the 
right  of  collecting  lemongrass  to  distil  oil,  held  by  the  Forest 
Department  in  Travancore,  have  fetched  phenomenal  prices, 
making  quite  a  record  in  this  connection.  Planters  have 
begun  planting  the  grass,  and  Mr.  James  Fraser  at  Ashamboo 
has  two  or  three  hundred  acres  under  cultivation.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  200  acres  will  in  two  cuttings  yield  something  liko 
5,000  gals,  of  oil,  and,  while  the  expenditure  is  trifling,  the 
profits  are  enormous.  So  many  people  have  taken  to  export- 
ing lemongrass  oil  that  our  production  is  sure  to  lead  to  the 
inevitable  fall  in  price." 

A  New  Seed  Oil. 

Referring  to  the  paragraph  in  our  issue  of  August  19 
(p.  354),  wherein  we  stated  that  the  newly  established  In- 
stitute of  Tropical  Research,  in  connection  with  the  Liver- 
pool University,  had  discovered  a  new  vegetable  oil  of  high 
economic  value,  it  now  appears,  from  a  statement  in  the 
"  Glasgow  Herald,"  that  the  Liverpool  School  is  not  entitled 
to  the  credit  of  the  discovery  ascribed  to  it.  A  French  firm, 
Messrs.  Ch.  Peyrissac  &  Co.,  have  written  a  letter  to  a 
French  Colonial  journal  pointing  out  not  only  that  they  have 
for  a  long  time  known  of  the  properties  of  this  seed,  and  of 
its  commercial  value,  but  that  they  have  been  producing  the 
oil  commercially  at  their  factory  in  Senegal  for  a  consider- 
able time.  _  The  fruit  producing  the  seed  is  known,  they  say, 
to  the  natives  of  Senegal  as  "  beref,"  and  grows  in  largo 
quantities  on  the  banks  of  the  Senegal  river.  MessrB. 
Peyrissac  &  Co.  state  that  they  are  urging  the  natives  to 
bring  them  seed  in  large  quantities.  In  the  meantime,  they 
mention  that  anyone  who  is  interested  in  the  subject  will  be 
able  to  examine  specimens  of  the  oil  at  the  exhibition  which 
is  now  being  held  at  Liege. 


Turpentine. 

The  fairly  steady  character  of  turpentine  prices  in  our 
markets  as  compared  with  the  fluctuations  at  Savannah,  one 
of  the  chief  centres  of  production,  is  a  curious  feature  of  the 
trade.  The  quotations  there,  although  low  compared  with  the 
extravagant  quotations  of  last  May  and  June,  are  sufficiently 
high  to  encourage  the  free  use  of  Russian  turpentine  and 
substitutes,  but  nevertheless  importations  of  American  con- 
tinue on  a  large  scale.  The  quantities  brought  in  up  to  the 
end  of  July  are  sufficient  proof  that  consumption  has  not  been 
greatly  checked,  even  though  the  cost  this  year  is  greater  than 
it  has  ever  been.  The  imports  (in  cwts.)  for  three  years  are  as 
follows :

From  the  United  States,  however,  it  is  reported  that  the  em- 
ployment of  substitutes  is  growing  at  a  very  rapid  rate,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  this  fact  will  have  some  effect  upon  those 
who  control  the  output  and  sale  of  genuine  turps.  But  it  is 
now  clear  that  the  American  production  is  not  equal  to  pre- 
sent world's  requirements,  and  hence  a  return  to  the  former 
lavel  of  prices  is  doubtful.

The  Meeting'  in  South  Africa. 

[By  our  Special  Correspondent,  whose  first  letter  was 
printed  in  our  issue  of  August  12.) 


THE  short  stay  which  the  mail  boats  make  at  Madeira  is 
generally  a  busy  forenoon,  and  such  was  the  case  on  the 
present  occasion.  All  were  early  astir  to  get  as  much  as 
possible  of  the  view  of  the  island,  and  also  to  seize  the 
earliest  chance  of  getting  ashore.  A  few  had  private  friends 
to  visit,  some  had  introductions,  but  the  great  majority  took 
tickets  for  the  orthodox  trip  ashore,  price  8s.  This  includes 
boat  ashore,  tram  to  foot  of  funicular  railway,  train  on  latter 
up  to  Monte  (but  to  ensure  moderately  quick  departure  it  is 
necessary  to  go  by  special  train,  Is.  6d.  extra),  breakfast  at 
one  of  fhe  hotels,  return  to  hill-foot  by  toboggan — a  not  un- 
exciting experience — and  boat  back  to  ship.  Funchal  itself 
is  novel  and  interesting,  but  there  is  little  time  to  devote  to 
it.  The  streets  are  cobbled,  and  the  equivalent  of  the 
hansom  cab  is  an  erection  on  runners,  drawn  at  an  easy- 
going pace  by  a  yoke  of  oxen.  During  the  railway  ascent 
one  is  struck  by  the  beautifully  fertile  gardens,  with  much 
novel  vegetation.  Our  home  hothouse  plants  here  grow 
almost  like  weeds,  and  to  sizes  we  never  see;  bananas,  etc.. 
are  seen  all  around.  During  the  ascent  the  change  of  tem- 
perature is  very  marked,  and  the  vegetation  also  changes 
decidedly.  Down  at  the  sea-level  the  weather  was  scorch- 
ing, even  so  early  in  the  morning  ;  up  above  was  comfortably 
pleasant.  Every  now  and  then  there  is  a  glorious  view  of  the 
bay.  There  are  many  pleasant  strolls,  and  from  several 
points  admirable  panoramas  can  be  secured. 

The  toboggan  descent  frightened  some  of  the  timid 
visitors,  but  most  of  us  descended  in  this  manner  so  charac- 
teristic of  the  place.  The  toboggans  are  of  wicker,  on 
wooden  runners,  with  cushioned  seats  normally  holding 
three  (tightly)  seated  side  by  side.  Two  men  take  charge, 
running  behind  (they  have  soft  leather  boots)  to  guide 
round  corners  by  means  of  drag  ropes,  or  going  ahead  to 
pull  should  the  gradient  of  the  cobbled  way  fall  off. 
Occasionally  one  could  not  help  feeling  certain  that  an 
accident  would  happen  when  meeting  pedestrians  with  big 
loads,  or  bullock  sleds,  going  uphill,  but  everything  passed 
off  safely. 

On  returning  to  the  ship  a  busy  and  animated  scene  pre- 
sented itself.  She  had  been  boarded  by  dealers  in  wicker 
chairs,  drawn-thread  work,  lace.  Spanish  shawls,  etc.,  and 
the  decks  were  busy  like  an  Oriental  market.  Those  who 
wanted  to  buy  and  knew  how  to  do  it  waited  till  the  last 
moment  and  got  things  at  reasonable  prices  ;  those  who  were 
not  so  knowing  paid  far  more  than  they  need  have  done. 
A  fair  number  who  had  not  brought  deck-chairs  laid  in  a 
comfortable  one  at  a  moderate  price. 

On  the  water  itself  there  were  crowds  of  small  boats  with 
numerous  diving-boys,  who  went  in  for  pennies,  etc.,  thrown 
into  the  water  ;  their  expertness  is  wonderful.  Altogether, 
the  few  hours'  stay  at  Madeira  is  most  interesting  and 
mildly  exciting. 

On  Thursday  the  company  settled  down  to  the  routine  of 
the  next  twelve  days. 

A  Committee  was  Appointed. 

consisting  mostly  of  non-British  Association  passengers,  who 
were  up  to  the  customs  of  such  trips.  A  series  of  tourna- 
ments was  arranged,  and  also  a  programme  of  sports,  cricket 
matches,  etc..  and  very  many  of  those  on  board  entered 
heartily  into  the  fun  of  the  thing.  It  would  have  rather 
astonished  the  students  in  many  of  our  seats  of  learning  had 
they  seen  their  respected  and  learned  professors  disporting 
themselves  at  rope  quoits,  rubber  quoits,  bucket  quoits,  bull- 
board,  etc.  In  addition  to  these  there  were  chess,  draughts, 
whist,  and  bridge  tournaments  (competitions  generally  for 
ladies,  for  gentlemen,  and  for  mixed  couples).  Then  there 
were  cricket  matches.  First  saloon  beat  second  saloon : 
non-British  Association  beat  British  Association  :  ladies  beat 
men.  who  plaved  left-handed,  and  this  match  created  great 
amusement.  Two  chemists — Professor  Sydney  Young  and 
Professor  H.  B.  Dixon — played  leading  parts,  the  former 
beine  one  of  the  first  to  make  any  stand  asainst  the  bowling 
of  Miss  Haddon  (daughter  of  Professor  Haddon),  who  was 


the  heroine  of  the  match.  Professor  Young  also  displayed 
great  proficiency  in  the  deck  games. 

The  more  serious  programmes  included  lectures,  both  in 
the  forenoon  (in  the  library)  and  evening  (in  the  saloon), 
which  were  always  very  well  attended.  Among  the  most 
generally  interesting  were  those  by  Dr.  H.  R.  Mill  on  the 
"Bed  of  the  Ocean";  Colonel  Bruce  on  "Sleeping  Sick- 
ness"; Sir  T.  Lauder  Brunton  on  "Exercise  and  Over- 
exercise";  and  Dr.  J.  A.  H.  Murray  on  "The  World  of 
Words."  The  last-named,  by  special  request,  gave  an  addi- 
tional one  on  "  The  New  English  Dictionary."  with  which  ho 
is  so  intimately  interested. 

There  were  also  several  evening  concerts  and  dances. 
The  last  of  these  took  the  form  of  a  fancy-dress  ball.  The 
ingenuity  displayed  in  arranging  costumes  was  very  con- 
siderable, and  the  parade  was  most  creditable ;  for  although 
some  had  come  on  board  provided  with  costumes,  most  of 
these  were  concocted  on  board.  Naturally,  there  were  a 
number  specially  suggested  by  the  British  Association  meet- 
ing. One  of  the  most  successful  was  that  of  Professor 
Grenville  Coles'  "prehistoric  man." 

At  the  last  concert  there  was  a  distribution  of  prizes  by 
Mrs.  Darwin,  whose  husband  (the  President)  was  in  the 
chair ;  but  so  numerous  had  been  the  entries  for  some  of  the 
events  that  the  finals  were  not  completed  till  the  day  before 
we  arrived  at  Cape  Town,  so  there  had  to  be  a  supplementary 
one  that  afternoon. 

In  Cape  Town. 
On  awaking  shortly  after  six  on  Tuesday  morning 
(August  15)  it  was  evident  that  we  had  already  come  to 
anchor,  and  on  hurrying  on  deck  we  obtained  our  first 
glimpse  of  Table  Bay  and  Mountain,  which  at  that  hour  were 
lying  in  bright  moonlight,  with  the  lights  of  the  harbour 
and  town  making  altogether  a  fine  effect.  It  was  difficult  to 
believe  that  the  mountain  is  anything  like  4.000  feet  in 
height.  The  mails  were  already  being  put  on  board  a  tender 
lying  alongside ;  onlv  a  part  were  thus  disposed  of,  the 
remainder  being  slid  on  to  the  quay  after  we  got  into 
harbour.  Soori  there  was  a  rush  of  black  "  boys  "  on  board, 
who  promptly  tackled  the  residue  of  the  mails,  along  with 
hotel  porters,  forwarders'  agents,  etc.  We  then  received  the 
joyful  news  that  we  were  to  be  exempted  from  troublous 
Customs  formalities  on  condition  that  we  declared,  and  paid 
duty  on,  any  presents,  etc.,  for  persons  in  the  colonies,  and 
signed  a  promise  that  all  cameras,  etc..  would  be  taken  out 
of  the  colonies  at  the  conclusion  of  the  visit.  It  seems 
cameras  are  particularly  looked  after  on  ordinary  occasions. 
Now,  however,  the  magic  words  "British  Association" 
worked  as  a  perfect  charm,  and  we  found  that  not  only 
were  we  relieved  of  all  Customs  difficulties,  but  that  even  all 
baggage  troubles  disappeared  in  consequence  of  the  liberal 
offer  of  the  harbour  board  to  deliver  members'  luggage  free 
in  the  town,  an  offer  which  they  executed  most  satisfactorily 
and  in  good  time,  effecting  a  considerable  saving  both  of 
money  and  worry.  This  was  about  the  first  foretaste  of  the 
liberal  treatment  and  hospitality  which  we  had  been  led 
to  expect  awaited  us  on  our  arrival,  and  which  a  few  hours 
on  shore  shows  to  be  very  general  indeed. 

In  some  cases  hosts  were  down  awaiting  the  berthing  of 
the  ship  in  order  to  greet  their  guests,  and  a  number  of 
Association  officials  came  on  board  also,  so  that  the  breakfast 
partv  at  7.30  was  considerably  larger  than  usual,  and  over- 
flowed into  the  supplemental^-  saloons  on  the  main  deck. 
The  writer  was  one  of  those  who  had  the  pleasure  of  taking 
breakfast  with  his  host  in  this  way,  and  as  soon  as  it  was 
over,  and  instructions  given  regarding  luggage,  we  started 
off  into  the  town,  meeting  on  the  way  many  of  the  prominent 
citizens  driving  down  to  welcome  the  party.  There  was  to 
be  an  official  train  at  9.50  to  convey  members  from  the 
docks  to  the  town :  the  distance,  however,  was  not  very 
?reat.  and  it  was  more  interesting,  there  being  no  hurry,  to 
do  it  on  foot  and  use  one's  eyes.  There  is  no  need  to 
describe  here  the  anpearance  of  the  town  itself :  as  we  had 
been  led  to  expect,  it  has  a  strikingly  unfinished  look,  being 
at  present  in  a  decidedlv  transitional  stage,  with  the  old 
and  the  new  making  striking  contrast.    Our  first  visit  was  to 

The  South  Afp.icax  College. 

This,  like  the  town,  is  passing  from  the  old  style  to  the 
new.  Part  of  it  is  still  housed  in  the  original  buildings, 
but  considerable  ground  has  now  been  acquired,  and  a  com- 
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mencement  made  with  an  ambitious  building  scheme.  The 
newest  buildings  are  the  Natural  History  block,  which  con- 
tains on  three  separate  floors,  first,  the  zoology  department 
(under  Professor  Gilchrist,  formerly  an  Edinburgh  man)  ; 
second,  the  geology  department  (under  Professor  A.  Young, 
also  Edinburgh)  ;  lastly,  the  botany  department  (under  Pro- 
fessor Pearson,  Cambridge).  The  arrangement,  etc.,  of  the 
class-rooms  and  laboratories  in  this  block  seem  to  have  been 
skilfully  carried  out,  and  to  have  been  based  on  up-to-date 
ideas  and  requirements.  Another  modern  block  is  the 
engineering  department,  which  is  still  in  process  of  getting 
its  equipment  installed.  The  physics  department  (Pro- 
fessor Beattie,  ex-Edinburgh)  is  housed  in  a  somewhat  older 
building,  and  the  chemistry  department  is,  in  part  at  least, 
much  older.  The  Professor  of  Chemistry  is  Dr.  Hahn,  who 
originally  came  from  Germany,  but  has  been  in  the  colony 
for  a  very  long  time,  and  is  now  living  among  his  students, 
sons  of  former  students  whom  he  taught  a  generation  ago. 
The  chemical  laboratories  were  the  first  erected  in  the 
College,  through  the  strenuous  efforts  of  Dr.  Hahn  himself, 
who  had  to  coax  the  necessary  funds  from  the  pockets  of 
private  individuals.  A  considerable  addition  was  after- 
wards made  to  the  original  laboratories  to  cope  with  the 
increased  requirements.  As  might  be  expected,  metallur- 
gical chemistry  bulks  largely  in  such  an  establishment,  and 
there  is  a  considerable  display  of  facilities  for  performing 
assay  work.  Senior  students  do  organic  work,  but  there  are 
no  special  arrangements  for  pharmaceutical  students. 
Beginning  Work. 

As  a  member  of  the  official  party  I  got  an  exceptional 
bundle  of  literature  at  the  Association  reception-room ;  also 
offers  of  hospitality  in  all  the  towns.  The  various  organising 
committees  met  in  the  afternoon  to  arrange  programmes  of 
sectional  meetings,  and  to  transact  other  business.  I  spent  the 
afternoon  in  looking  about  the  town.  In  the  evening  the 
Presidential  address  was  delivered  in  the  City  Hall.  The 
municipal  buildings  form  a  splendid  block,  not  yet  out  of  the 
contractor's  hands.  The  hall  itself  seems  to  be  not  only 
handsome  (electric  lighting  very  noteworthy),  but  excel- 
lently adapted  for  large  meetings  such  as  these.  The  Presi- 
dent was  very  well  heard.  Wednesday  morning  opened 
splendidly,  the  weather  being  like  fine  spring  at  home.  The 
Chemical  Section  met,  and  papers  by  Drs.  Hall  and  Horace 
Brown  and  others  were  read.  It  was  necessary  for  those 
who  had  not  arrived  until  the  previous  day  to  attend  con- 
scientiously to  their  duty  to  the  Section,  as  so  much  arrang- 
ing for  future  parts  of  the  trip  still  remained,  and  many  of 
the  Saxon's  passengers,  not  actually  officials  of  their  sections, 
were  to  be  seen  rushing  about  the  various  rooms  of  the  City 
Hall,  trying  first  to  find  out  what  to  do  and  then  to  do  it. 

Unfortunately  for  the  Governor's  garden-party  and  re- 
ception in  the  afternoon,  rain  began  to  fall  about  midday, 
and  as  I  close  this  to  catch  the  mail  at  2  p.m.  there  seems 
little  hope  of  it  clearing  up. 


This  Week's  Proceedings. 

The  cabled  messages  regarding  the  meetings  held  at  Johan- 
nesburg and  Kimberley  since  our  last  issue  give  little  in- 
formation of  direct  interest  to  our  readers,  but  our  special 
correspondent  will  doubtless  cover  those  details  which  in- 
terest his  confreres,  if  not  the  public.  Kimberley  was 
reached  on  Tuesday,  September  5,  and  there  on  that  evening 
a  lecture  by 

Sir  William  Crookes  on  Diamonds 

was  delivered.    It  was  a  public  event,  and  many  paid  as 
much  as  5/.  to  get  into  the  hall.    Sir  William  told  all 
about  the  Kimberley  diamond-fields,  and  spoke  about  the 
genesis  of  diamonds  in  nature  as  well  as  their  manufacture 
by  solution  of  carbon  in  molten  iron  at  high  temperature 
and  pressure.    In  describing  the  properties  of  diamonds 
Sir  William  gave  an  interesting  explanation  and  demonstra- 
tion of  the  action  of  radium  on  them,  from  which  we  quote  : 
Some  fine  colourless  crystals  of  diamond  were  embedded 
in  radium  bromide  and  kept  undisturbed  for  more  than 
twelve  months.    At  the  end  of  that  time  they  were  ex- 
amined. The  radium  had  caused  them  to  assume  a  beautiful 
blue   colour,_  and  their  value   as   "  fancy   stones "  had 
been    materially    increased.    Sir    William    showed  his 
audience  a  couple  of  diamonds  originally  of  the  same 


purity  of  water.  One  had  been  coloured  by  radium,  the 
other  was  in  its  natural  state.  The  colour  of  the  radium 
tinted  stone  was  very  pronounced.  This  blue  colour  was 
persistent,  and  penetrated  below  the  surface.  It  was  un- 
affected by  long  continued  heating  in  strong  nitric  acid  and 
potassium  chlorate,  and  was  not  discharged  by  heating  to 
redness.  To  find  out  if  this  prolonged  contact  with  radium 
had  communicated  to  the  diamond  any  radio-active  pro- 
perties, six  diamonds  were  put  on  a  photographic  plate,  and 
kept  in  the  dark  for  a  few  hours.  Three  which  had  had  a 
prolonged  sojourn  with  radium  and  three  which  had  not 
been  near  radium  were  projected  on  the  screen  by  the 
lantern,  and  it  was  noticed  that  by  mere  contiguity  of  the 
former  the  latter  shone  with  an  induced,  factitious  radio- 
activity. He  also  threw  on  the  screen  a  magnified  image  of 
one  of  the  blue  crystals,  and  it  was  seen  in  how  regular  and 
geometrical  a  pattern  the  radio-active  emanations  radiated 
from  the  crystal.  This  observation  had  only  been  made  a 
short  time,  and  is  still  under  investigation.  Like  the  blue 
tint  the  radio-activity  persisted  after  drastic  treatment.  A 
diamond  that  had  been  coloured  blue  by  radium,  and  had 
acquired  strong  radio-active  properties,  was  slowly  heated 
to  dull  redness  in  a  dark  room.  Just  before  visibility  a 
faint  phosphorescence  spread  over  the  stone.  On  cooling 
and  examining  the  diamond  it  was  found  that  neither  the 
colour  nor  the  radio-activity  had  suffered  appreciably.  The 
diamond  is  remarkable  in  another  respect.  It  is  extremely 
transparent  to  the  Rontgen  rays,  whereas  highly  refracting 
glass,  used  in  imitation  diamonds,  is  almost  perfectly 
opaque  to  the  rays.  By  this  means  imitation  diamonds  can 
readily  be  distinguished  from  true  gems.

The  last  reports  of  the  Government  and  aided  hospitals, 
and  asylums  in  the  Cape  Colony  make  a  bulky  Blue-book 
of  176  pages.  The  tale  told  by  Committees  of  Management 
or  medical  superintendents  is  about  the  same  in  each  case. 
Our  principal  interest  is  in  the  annual  expenditure  on 
"medicines,  surgical  instruments,"  and  so  forth  in  each 
hospital.

Several  hospitals  and  asylums  do  not  give  details  of  their 
expenditure — viz.,  the  Grey  Hospital,  King  William's- 
Town ;  the  Police  and  Casualty  Hospital,  Cape  Town ;  the 
Victoria  Hospital,  Wynberg;  the  Vryburg  Hospital,  the 
Port  Alfred  Asylum,  the  Robben  Island  Institution  (for 
lepers  and  lunatics),  and  the  Emjanyana  Leper  Asylum.  The 
report  of  the  Provincial  Hospital  at  Port  Elizabeth  states 
that  for  patients  requiring  surgical  treatment  and  dressings 
a  charge  of  Is.  for  the  first  attendance  and  6d.  for  every 
subsequent  attendance  is  made,  except  in  cases  of  accident 
or  urgency.  For  patients  requiring  medicine  a  charge  of  Is. 
for  the  first  attendance  will  be  made  (including  an  8-oz. 
bottle  of  medicine,  which  is  supplied  at  a  uniform  charge 
of  Is.  per  bottle),  and  subsequent  attendances  are  charged 
for  according  to  the  cost  price  of  the  medicine  required. 
These  regulations,  it  is  explained,  were  rendered  necessary 
because  of  the  extent  to  which  the  out-patient  department 
had  been  abused.  The  dispensing  in  the  hospitals  is  done, 
presumably,  in  most  cases  by  the  doctors  or  nurses.  The 
only  mention  of  a  dispenser  is  in  the  report  of  the  resident 
surgeon  of  the  Somerset  Hospital,  Cape  Town,  who  states 
that  : 

The  dispenser,  Mr.  S.  E.  D.  Treadwell,  resigned  in 
December,  after  eleven  years'  work.  His  services  will  be 
missed  in  many  ways.  Mr.  Quin  has  been  appointed 
dispenser  in  his  place. 

Mr.  Treadwell  is  on  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists of  Great  Britain  (Minor,  December  18,  1891).  Another 
Minor  man,  Mr.  R.  E.  Wright,  went  out  to  be  dispenser  at 
Robben  Island  Infirmary  some  years  ago,  and,  so  far  as  we 
know,  is  still  there.  Mr.  Wright  was  a  well-known  and  ag- 
gressive member  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Union,  and  was 
a  candidate  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  1899.  He  had  a. 
varied  and  useful  experience  of  pharmacy  in  all  its  grades, 
and  there  can  be  little  question  that  the  dispensing  for  the 
lepers  and  lunatics  on  Robben  Island  is  in  safe  hands. 
Singularly  enough,  there  is  no  mention  made  in  the  reports 
on  Robben  Island  Infirmary  of  any  expenditure  on  medi- 
cines. The  total  number  of  lepers  on  Robben  Island  at 
December  31,  1903,  was  528,  ninety-three  fresh  cases  having 
been  admitted  during  the  year.  Of  that  number,  it  is 
pathetic  to  observe,  only  four  were  discharged,  and  ninety- 
two  died.  At  the  Emjanyana  Leper  Asylum  on  the  same 
date  there  were  505  patients — an  increase  of  105  during  the 
year.  In  1903  two  patients  were  discharged,  eight  wer« 
transferred,  ten  escaped,  and  seventy-six  died. 
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"  pharmaceutical  formulas." 

A  new  and  much  enlarged  edition  of  this  popular  book 
was  published  on  August  1,  1905.  It  has  been  extended 
from  672  pages  to  887  pages.  It  has  to  a  considerable  extent 
been  re-written,  and  the  formulas  have  been  enriched  by  the 
addition  of  nearly  2,000  that  are  new.  Some  idea  of  the 
enlargement  of  each  section  is  given  by  the  following  con- 
trast :
